THE FIFTY-SIXTH CONVENTION. 



The Fifty-sixth Annual Convention of Delta Kappa ^silon was held 
on the 13th and 14th of November at Memphis, Tenn., under the auspices 
of the Memphis Alumni Association and Chi Chapter. For the first time 
in many years a distinctly southern city had been selected for our annual 
ooodave, and the result, as had been expected, was a great and glorious 
success. Not since that notably famous convention held at Chattanooga 
had our brothers of the South been given an opportunity of olBFering to 
D K E their far-famed hospitality, and the hearty and loyal manner in 
which their entertainment and fellowship was dispensed, upheld a thou- 
sand-fold the reputation which has so long been theirs. 

That new and excellent hostelry of Memphis, the Hotel Gayoso, was 
the convention headquarters, and nothing was wanting for the comfort 
and accommodation of the delegates and many visiting Dekes, who began 
to arrive in droves on Wednesday morning, the 12th, a full day ahead of 
the opening session. From that time forth, and continuing without ces- 
sati(Mi until Saturday noon, day and night, the Hotel Gayoso was the 
scene and center of a very strenuous existence. 

All but three of the chapters sent delegates, and the Council was rep- 
resented by Dr. H. B. Wilcox, President ; David Bennett Simpson, Secre- 
tary, and Harry Stewart Hall. In addition, a very large number of local 
Dekes gave their constant and loyal attendance, members of the Memphis 
Alumni Association. The undergraduate body of Chi Chapter was pres- 
ent almost to a man. 

Wednesday was given over entirely to social features, the formation 
of new friendships, welcoming of arriving delegates and sightseeing 
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trips, all under the able and hospitable direction of Brother H. C. William- 
son, Jr., Secretary of our Memphis Altmmi. To many of the northern 
visitors, the sights and characteristics of this bustling, enterprising south- 
em dty were of much interest, and various expeditions for sightseeing 
were organized ; the inspection of the Levee, with its thousands of bales 
of cotton, picturesque negco roustabouts and quaint stem-wheel steam- 
boats. A popular and favorite trip undertaken by many was that of 
crossing the Mississippi River into "Arkansaw," by means of a rowboat 
no other mode of transportation being available. Our southern brethren 
were ever on hand to give their aid and suggestions to make everyone fed 
at home, while the **Frisco System," organized by a group of New Eng- 
land del^fates who had arrived together over that route, was much in 
evidence. The barefaced manner in which the merits and advantages of 
the particular railroad were exploited called forth many suspidons that 
the gentlemen in question had received transportation in return for ad- 
vertising privileges, which received further substantiation when this or- 
ganization took to wearing on thdr hats the baggage stickers of this 
company. ; 

The opening g^n of formal entertainment was fired on Wednesday 
evening, when a rousing smoker was given in the Banquet Hall of the 
hotd, at which about one hundred were present. An orchestra had been 
provided with the music of all Deke songs, and added much to the enjoy- 
ment. Much of the success was due to the hospitality and genial pres- 
ence of the local Dekes, among whom may be mentioned Brothers Finlay, 
Wright, Williamson, Nedey, Mallory, MacKay, Ross, MacKellar and 
"Simny South" or "Chi" Brown. Small tables were distributed about the 
room, at which tmique pipes of German wood and stdns of beer, together 
with cigars, cigarettes and every other known form of smokables were pro- 
vided, while later in the evening a luncheon was served. Good fellow- 
ship held unchecked sway, and the festivities were brought to a close at 
a late hour by an impromptu parade in which all hands took part. With 
hands on shoulders, single file, preceded by the orchestra, the entire assem- 
blage marched through long corridors down stairs into the office of the 
hotel, through the lobby to the street entrance and back, meanwhile sing- 
ing and cheering unceasingly. It was an enthusiastic demonstration of 
the real quality of genuine Deke spirit, and among the most earnest and 
active partidpants were noticed members whose hair had b^un to show 
the snow-white marks of Father Time, each and every one of whom 
cavorted as gaily and sang as loudly as the youngest Freshman in line. 
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The first business session was held on Wednesday morning in a room 
provided by the hotel, and was given over to the usual preliminaries of 
organization, which resulted in the election of the following oflScers: 
Matthew C. Brush, Sigma Tau, President ; Marvin H. Brown, Chi, First 
Vice-President ; C. M. V. R. Bumstead, Upsilon, Second Vice-President ; 
R. H. Murray, Delta Delta, and Clayton E. Rich, Nu, Secretaries, and 
J. W. Robinscm, Gamma, Sergeant-at-Arms. 

During the noonday intermission everybody assembled in front of the 
Cossitt Library, where the Convention photograph was taken. 

The second business session commenced immediately after luncheon 
and continued imtil very late in the afternoon. 

The Convention Ball occurred the same evening, starting very late 
and continuing until almost daylight. The flower of Memphis was in 
attendance, and the fair daughters of the dty made a deep and lasting 
impression upon the visitors. Many of the delegates were so smitten 
that it was noised about the following day that several had expressed their 
serious intentions of never leaving Memphis, and it was rumored that an 
organization had been formed for the purpose of obtaining permanent 
employment in the city. 

The last session for the transaction of business took place on Thursday 
morning and was completed by noon. 

General satisfaction was expressed on all sides as to the whole tenor 
of the Convention and its sessions. Many matters of great weight and 
importance were thoroughly discussed and given earnest attention and 
deliberation. A spirit of laudable conservatism and dignity prevailed 
throughout that called forth much favorable comment and praise. 

The afternoon was given over to a trolley ride to the Country Club and 
Driving Park, situated several miles in the suburbs of Memphis. To a 
certain extent the rain marred this function, inasmuch as it resulted ivt 
the diminution of the attendance, but, withal, a number of cars were nec- 
essary, and those who attended were fully repaid for the trip. By vote at 
the morning session, the young women of the city who had been present 
at the ball the evening before, were invited to accompany the party, and a 
large number accepted the invitation. Refreshments were served at the 
Club House, and a thoroughly pleasant time was enjoyed by every one 
attending. 

The Convention came to a close with the Annual Banquet on Friday 
evening, held in the hotel. About one hundred were present, and a rous- 
ing time ensued. The tables were arranged in the form of a very large 
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"U," denoting the unity of the Fraternity, while the decorations were of 
chrysanthemums. The hotel orchestra discoursed music during the service 
of the following menu :

The Menu Cards were in the form of the Fraternity escutcheon, done 
in colors, and bound together by ribbons of blue, old gold and crimson. 
A page was provided for autographs. Upon the arrival of the cofiFee and 
cigars, Mr. Elisha Eldridge Wright, Eta, '88, Toastmaster, called the 
assemblage to order and said : '^Brothers in D K B: The City of Memphis 
has opened wide her portals, and has taken you into her heart, while her 
citizens have extended the right hand of fellowship to greet the fraternal 
grasp of Delta Kappa Epsilon. That you will overlook the lack of mag- 
nificence in your entertainment, in the pleasure that you feel in our hum- 
ble, though cordial, hospitality, is our sincerest wish. This wish I feel is 
indeed gratified in its ver>' inception when I recall the scenes of last even- 
ing, when the brave brothehood of D K E were surrounded by the fairest 
flowers of our Southland, the beautiful women of our city, our proudest 
treasures, carrying in their loveliness our fondest hopes. 

"And now, just at parting, we gather once again at the banquet board 
to once again form the circle of our brotherhood, to once more sing the 
sweet old songs oi D K E^ That circle emblematic of our Fraternity, tak- 
ing its beginning among the snow-clad hills of far Ne^v England, thence 
winding itself around the historic colleges of the East, it stretches across 
the mighty empire of this nation, across the smiling fields of Ohio, under 
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the magnolia trees of Mississippi and Tennessee, until at last it rests on 
the shores of the calm P^fic, and gazes confident and expectant into the 
future destinies of the great Republic of all the ages. We will sing those 
songs that recall those days when our Alma Mater had thrown around 
us her protecting arms, when the world to us put on her most engaging 
countenance and the halcyon days of youth were ever golden. This right 
to both the alumnus and the underg^duate hath its lesson. It teaches both 
that D K Bis not an empty name, but that on our part we are ever ready 
to cast aside the burdens of our daily lives, to cease our daily struggle for 
worldly fame, and join with the buoj'ancy of eager and ambitious youth to 
circle arotmd the altar oiD K E where ever bum brightly the sacred fires 
of fraternity, patriotism and equality. For indeed the heritage oi D K E 
is a rich one. From the time that the flag oi D K E was thrown forth 
upon the breezes that fan good old Yale, from the chapter halls of Phi 
in 1844, down to the present day, when Sigma Rho placed its name upon 
her banner, the men who wore the badge oi D K E, whether they wore 
the blue or whether they wore the gray, or whether reunited and ever 
glorious under our hero Brother Theodore Roosevelt, they stormed the 
hills of San Juan, they have ever been foremost in the march of events, 
dvic and national, that have placed America in the vanguard of an ad- 
vancing civilization, holding aloft the torch of liberty and lighting the 
path of centuries yet tmbom. 

''And so, my brothers, in formally opening this occasion of festivity, 
realizing the poverty of my attainments, I believe that there should be 
delivered to you an address of welcome worthy of our brotherhood." 

Capt. James Lee, Zeta, '53, of Memphis, who had been selected to 
make the Address of Welcome, being absent by reason of illness, Mr. 
Wright called upon the Hon. S. M. Neeley to respond in his stead. 
After apologizing for his unpreparedness. Brother Neeley said in part: 
"It affords me much pleasure to say that we extend to you on behalf of 
all the alumni oi D K E oi this city, and of the Chi Chapter, a most hearty 
and cordial welcome ; a welowne entirely different from and meaning far 
more than the ordinary welcome extended by host to g^est; a welcome 
that throbs with that fraternal feeling which is bom of the strong ties 
of a dose and enduring brotherhood, cordial and happy in its nature, and 
is not for a day, but for all time. 

"It has been many years since some of us first bowed before the shrine 
olD K B; but we recall with happiest recollections those days of fraternal 
affection, which nothing will change and time connot erase. In having 
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you with us we feel that we are the honored ones, and owe D K B 2l 
ddbt of gratitude in taking us back to the happy, jolly, old days when, as 
neophytes, we were initiated into the sacred mysteries. We feel that 
something more than friendship brings us together, and that our affiliation 
here to-night is cemented with the bond of brotherhood that binds us 
together as brothers of blood. 

"I r^jet exceedingly my inability to greet you with elaborate words of 
welcome; but I can say, and say it with all my heart, that each of us 
extends to you the right hand of good fellowship, and embrace each and 
all of you as brothers in D K B" (applause). 

Dr. H. B. Wilcox, President of the Council, having been obliged to take 
an early train for New York, it was necessary to omit the toast, "The 
Council." Toastmaster Wright, therefore, expressed his desire to have 
the assemblage hear from the oldest D K B present, and called upon Mr. 
H. L. Bedford, Chi, '52, whose remarks, in full, were as follows : 

"Toastmaster and Fellow D K B's: This night reminds me of a very 
old saying, that it is the unexpected that happens. I came here to-night 
with no g^ile in my heart, without any intention of inflicting any pain 
upon you. And this occasion reminds me of another old saying, that 
wonders never case. Now, it is a wonder to me that it ever entered the 
cranium of our worthy Toastmaster that I could make a speech. I can 
only account for it upon the hypothesis that he takes it for granted that 
there is a speech in everybody. Another old saying that it reminds me of 
is that the world is full of surprises. Now, I am truly surprised that even 
I had the temerity of responding, but I suppose it is attributable to my 
universal good nature. Even in the puling stage they tell me I was very 
accommodating. When they proposed to administer camomile, cat-nip or 
soothing syrup I always took it. I had a nurse, and my nurse had two 
hands, and my mother was an expert manipulator of the spoon. When I 
was an urchin I was very obliging — ^a peach tree was always convenient, 
and it seemed to me that a slipper was eternally grinning at me from under 
the bed. When I was young I thought I knew a great deal, but now I 
admit that I know very little when I think of it. The proceedings of the 
last hour are not calculated to stimulate talk, but rather produce sluggish- 
ness, therefore I will have to ask you to excuse me, and I express my great 
sorrow that I cannot entertain you, and will content myself by quoting a 
piece of poetry : — 

•* Pity the sorrows of a poor old man, 
Whose trembling limbs have borne him to your door" (applause). 
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At this point Mr. Wright created an amusing diversion by a reference 
to the "red lights" of Memphis, after which he called upon the President 
of the Convention, Matthew C. Brush, Sigma Tau. 

Brother Brush, after expressing his gratification at the results obtained 
by the CcttiventiQn,his thanks for honors conferred upon him, together with 
satisfaction at the imiversal good fellowship that had prevailed throughout 
the Convention, said, in part, as follows : 

"I wish on behalf of the members to extend to the Alumni Associati<»i 
our heartiest appreciation and thanks, and also the Chi Chapter, for the 
courteous and kind and warm-hearted manner in which they received the 
brothers at this Convention. Too much cannot be said to the brothers of 
Chi and the Alumni Association. I wish to mention two names — I do not 
wish to specify that these members have done more than the rest, but we 
have been more familiar with their work — Brother Williamson and 
Brother Mallory. Brother Williamscm, I think we have all noticed, has 
taken a very deep interest in this Convention, and I happen to know per- 
sonally that he has devoted practically all of his time for the past two 
weeks for the perfection of the plans, and we want him to know that we 
q)preciate his kindness. Brother Mallory has worked in helping Brother 
Williamson, and I know that all the members appreciate their efforts and 
kindness. I wish to add in closing that I think it is an exceedingly fine 
diing to have shown in the Convention the conservative spirit that has been 
shown in this Convention. There has not been any effort to hurry or push 
Aing^ in any way, and yet business has been expeditiously disposed of. 

"In closing my words I thank the members very much for their kind- 
ness during the business session, and ask all the members to rise and drink 
to the ladies of Memphis." 

The next toast on the prc^jamme being "The Mother Chapter," Mr. 
Wright, in the following stirring words, introduced Mr. Percy Finlay, Phi, 
&, President of the Memphis Alumni Association : 

"The brightest moment of my life was when, at the University of 
Virginia, I, together with Mr. Neely, who has been sitting by me, was 
invited to join D K E. I felt then (and we were invited to join two or 
three other clubs) and I fed now that D K E is pre-eminently not only 
Mother Chapter of our Fraternity, but at the same time it comes from the 
most intellectual, the most able men — from men of sense, from men of 
means, from men in the trusts and without them, the old Mother Chapter 
of Yale, drink her down, drink her down ! I, for one, while I am as 
jealous of my chapter as I can be, have always bowed the knee to the good 
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old chapter of Yale — Mother Chapter. And I am proud, gentlemen, to- 
night to state to you, and I want every man within the sound of my voice 
to hear me, that 1 want this to be responded to— because it is the unani- 
mous opinion of our Committee — ^by a man who not only by his great 
intellectual ability stands at the head of our profession, the study of law, 
but, thank God, he has shown by his warmness of heart that he recog- 
nizes every man, whether he be low or whether he be high, and I want to 
say to you while he has a big brain, the heart of Percy Finlay is bigger 
than his brain, and I want him to respond to the toast of the old Mother 
Chapter Phi" (cheers). 

Amidst much enthusiasm Mr. Finlay then said : 

"I regret very much that the chapter thus honored has failed to 
send a delegate to this Convention, and that geographical chance has 
thrust the honor and imposed the duty of responding for her upon one who 
can only boast that he is bound by her ties to men who have distinguished 
her by distinguishing themselves. 

"It would be a weary task to name all those sons of Phi who, during 
the past half centur>', have made her name luminous with their glory. 
They have led armies of the United States ; they have been and are now 
Presidents of some of our great Universities ; they are occupying the fore- 
most places at the Bar, in Medicine and in other professions. You will 
find them preaching the Gospel to sinners, you will find them among 
countless sinners who are turning a deaf ear to that preaching. You will 
even find the leader of the Prohibition Party of the United States proud 
of a pin with Phi on its reverse side. You will find them doing so many 
and such diverse things in a manner so thorough, a manner that, whatever 
disposition it may please the Almighty to make of His children in the 
world to come, Old Phi will be represented in every department — even in 
that place to which we have been sending Psi Upsilon for so many years. 

"In this connection let me mention that an Irish gentleman with whom 
some of our guests have been industriously acquainting themselves for the 
past three days heard them cheer Phi, and asked me what, in thunder tones, 
those Indians meant bv hoUerin' 'lire! 

" 'Tis strange, indeed, how our impressions change as to fraternities. 
When I first entered college, unhappy fate located me near the hall of Phi. 
I had always associated such buildings with things which we respect and 
revere, but which we do not care to uncork. A fellow ignoramus, under 
pledge of some solemn secrecy (and I suppose that many of you have 
had the same experience), told me that he had discovered the words for 
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whidi the three mysterious Greek characters stood. He said they were Di- 
abolos Kai Heterai — ^The Devil and others. When the sonorous chorus of 
the marching song, proceeding from the roof of that windowless building, 
smote my drowsy ears at a time when graveyards yawn, I agreed with 
my informant that every member of Phi was trying to be the devil of the 
combination. 

"But when it was my good fortune to be admitted to that Hall as a 
member of this Fraternity, I found that what appeared to be rollicking 
and riotous compani(»iship was in truth genuine and loyal friendship, when 
I fotmd that on the instant of my admission the bonds of friendship with 
even my intimate friends had tightened, the hand clasp had become 
warmer, the greeting more cordial, the interest more intense, and when I 
foand that I was not a member of a single chapter, but of a great frater- 
nity of thousands scattered from one end of the continent to the other, 
that a stranger was no longer a stranger when a word had been spoken 
and the grip given, then, and not until then, I appreciated and understood 
the significance of Delta Kappa Epsilon forever*' (cheers). 

The Toastmaster announced at this point that he woulH call for the 
toast "D K E in the South," and that he would in so doing ask the 
brothers to listen to one whose qualifications for a speech on this subjejct 
were particularly marked. Amid the greatest enthusiasm and constant 
attention, marked by genuine emotion and frequent interrupticMi of ap- 
plause, the following speech was very dramatically and feelingly given by 
Mr. Jonathan Ross, an alumnus of Chi Chapter. 

"Boys, I want you to hear me a little while because I have been given 
a toast that sinks very deep into my heart — it is 'D K E in the South.' 
I am especially glad to speak to you for I have an audience largely of 
northern boys, so that when this invitation came to me a few moments be- 
f<M-e this banquet b^an I accepted it because, God knows, I want to talk 
to you. 

"I joined o\dD K E of Chi, and when I joined it I loved it — and when 
I speak of my own spirit in the South I speak of the D K E spirit at the 
same time. I believe I am a representative of the thought and feeling of 
the South, for not an ancestor of mine on either side ever lived north of 
Mason and Dixon's line. Twenty-three of my mother's name died in 
that fratricidal strife between the Confederacy and the Union, fighting 
against their brothers of the North ; and so I feel to-night in speaking of 
D K E in the South I can extend to my Brothers in the North a feeling 
that is deep, profound and earnest. 
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"Brothers, let us go back to my old chapter of Chi for a moment and 
tell you what the boys did and how the £> iC £ spirit rose above the 
spirit of sectionalism. Let me speak to you of old Chi as she acted when 
the strife between the States came that for a time divided all Americans, 
and when the hatred of my parents and the hatred of your parents, though 
bom of a common language and ancestry, came to such tiger ferocity that 
they went upon the field of battle, each equally earnest, each equally 
honest, each equally brave. When that time came in this little college 
down in Mississippi I am told that almost every student in that institution 
from the preparatory department to the Senior Class volunteered for what 
they believed to be right. Those boys met their brothers of the North 
bravely on many a bloody battlefield, and in that band of students were 
many D K E's. They fought with magnificent bravery the battles of the 
South just as the D K E's from the North fought upon the other side. 
When our "University Grays" came back, the four years of war over, 
country gone, property demolished, hope destroyed, when the whole 
world seemed dark, the spirit of the South seemingly gone, a little band 
of those students came filing into the chapel that during the war had been 
used as a hospital. Many once bright and happy faces were gone, and 
roll-call showed absentees whose graves on battlefields had proved the 
lx>ys to be men when the terrible responsibility of war had come. Many 
whose lives had been as free from care and whose hearts were as full of 
hope as ours came back upon their crutches — many broken in spirit, health 
and strength; many with hatred in their hearts then for the Union that 
had fought them. Thank God that is all past now. But boys, boys, 
look at the triumph of the sentiment oi D K E in the South. Though 
hatred was there, though rankling was there, though filled with sorrow, 
broken in spirit and crippled, the surviving members oi D K B, despite the 
sorrows of war and the hatreds that war had engendered, reorganized 
their chapter oi D K E. That is the spirit oi D K E in the South. Once 
largely a southern fraternity, after the great civil war passed away, the 
only southern chapters, I am told, established before the war that have 
lived continuously through this time, are Eta and Chi. And I say that he 
D K E spirit represented all that was best and strongest in young college 
manhood, and D K E has stood in the lead above all fraternities in the 
South. And now that our brothers of the North have in the last fifteen 
years realized the potency of southern colleges in America and have 
come back into the South, what I want to say to you to-night, boys, in ear- 
nestness and sincerity is, that you make no mistake when you place a chap-

warfare or greed and corruption, the ^irit of D X^ £ in tbe Soath will join 
the spirit oi D K E in the North and West, and side by side they will 
march forward, standing as they always have done, for Honor. Principle, 
Character, Tmdi, and for God and dieir coantry" (fuokK^ed dieers). 

Mr. Wright : '*We expected a good speech from John Ross just as we 
expected a good speech from Percy Finlay and Sid Neely. They are die 
tx^s who have always carried the banner of D K R. bat I think John stole 
a litde of the glory, that oaght to have gone to Chi, away from Hayden 
McKay. While the South has been well represented by old John I think 
Hayden can add just a little bit to it" 

Mr. Hayden Mathews MacKay, Chi, '88, replying to the toast "Chi 
Chapter,'' then said, in full : 

"Mr. Toastmaster and Brothers in D K E: After listening to the ver>- 
brilliant extemporized eflForts of some of my brothers here to-night I am 
satisfied that I labor under a great disadvantage in that my speech is not to 
lie extemporaneous, but is put down as one of the regulars. After listen- 
ing to the g^eat speech of my friend John Ross, I am reminded, however. 
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that I will have to make another speech from the one I had prepared, 
because he has made mine. Just before we assembled here to-night I 
rang up John Ross and told him that we were in a bad fix, that one of our 
speakers had failed to put in an appearance, and we wanted him to relieve 
the situation, and come up and respond to a toast. He asked me what 
the subject was. I told him. He said he hadn't thought about it. I said, 
'John, the best speech I ever heard you make was one that you had never 
thought about.' But I didn't know what a job I was putting up on myself 
until I sat here listening to his speech and realized that he was making 
mine. The only excuse that I can offer for my appearance here in re- 
sponse to this toast is that I believe that Chi is big enough for two 
speeches. As I have walked around this Convention for the last three 
days I have had the great pleasure of meeting representatives from all 
the great colleges of the country. I have experinced a feeling of g^reat 
pride when I announced to them that I was of Chi — I rather expected 
them to turn round and look at me for a long time. Somehow I feel I 
have the right to take my place along with the brothers of old Phi of Yale. 
Chi was organized in 1850, only six years after the mother chapter, and 
she is the eighth chapter oi D K B organized in the United States. Chi 
was organized down in old Mississippi when the knighthood and chivalry 
of that grand old State was truly in flower ; and the boys of Chi in 1850, 
catching the spirit of Phi in 1844, demanded of Mississippi the very best 
blood of all that fair land, and from 1850 down to the present time she 
has stuck to that same principle, and her conduct has ever been such that 
only the best need apply. And if you should need a standard, an example 
by which to direct other chapters, I do not think you can make any mistake 
if you just say — 'be like old Chi.' 

"It is sometimes said that talk is cheap, and that is true, but it is 
equally true that figures do not lie. Look at the record of Chi. Since its 
organization at the University of Mississippi, Chi, oi D K B, has taken 
thirty-eight per cent, of all college or oratorical honors ; it has taken twen- 
ty-five per cent, of all the M. A. degrees, thirty-five per cent, of all honor- 
ary M. A. d^rees, and every one of the Ph. D.'s ever granted by the 
University — ^and it must be remembered that most of the time there have 
been eight or nine other fraternities on the campus, to say nothing of the 
goats, as we called the non-fraternity men. What do you think of that 
record ? So that I feel that I have a right to say we of Chi are entitled 
to a place along with old Phi and all the veterans. I do not care to add 
anything to what has been said of Chi. I find that she is very well known, 
and her record has been such as to cc^nmand the highest respect of the 
sister chapters. 
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'"I have sometimes heard the wisdom of Greek letter fraternities in col- 
kges questicHied, but I believe that so loi^ as love and brotherly sympadiy 
lie at the bottom of all human action and human achievement, the coQ^ne 
fraternity is bound to keep its place in college life. As I sat here to-ni^t 
listening to the song^ oi D K E, witnessing the unbounded enthusiasm of 
this occasion, I am bound to conclude that it is only true brotherly love 
that moves us. I believe in the crflege fraternity because I believe it takes 
the place of the home and fireside the boys have left bdiind them. When 
a yoang fellow first goes up to the University he is full of hope, of ambi- 
tion and not a little conceit, so that he is but illy prepared for the rude 
shock which awaits him in the college community. When he goes into 
the classroom the professors 24>pear to be cold and heartless, the very 
walls frown down on him, and there is no friendly hand because every 
other fellow has his own troubles ; he feels lonely indeed. This feeling, 
added to his natural homesickness, makes him miserable indeed, like a 
stranger in a strange land. But by and by the boys begin to talk to him 
of the fraternity, and finally by a fortunate chance, he lands in D K E; 
the brothers take him by the hand. They tell him that if he seeks honors 
in the classroom they will help him. If he wants distinction on the cam- 
pus, in the field sports, they will be a brother to him. Then it is that 
he feels that he is not so far away from home after all, and it is in the 
Fraternity that the love for our Alma Mater first begins. The spirit of 
true friendship is recognized at once in the Fraternity and it will stand 
any adversity. I have seen them 3rank up a poor innocent, trot him around 
the room a few times amidst yells calculated to frighten him out of his 
wits, then throw him down across a barrel and spank him until he was 
red in the face, and I have seen that same fellow get up and swear through 
his tears that the good kind Dekes who helped him to ride the goat were 
the very best friends he ever had, and that he'd stick to them through 
thick and thin. It has been nearlv fifteen vears now since I rode the 
goat — I believe my friend Ross here helped me, and I remember the occa- 
sion now with feelings of great warmth. They catch the spirit of true 
friendship early and it never leaves them. Long live the college frater- 
nity! Long live old D K Ef Long life and prosperity to old Chi" — 

** And when in after years we take our children on onr knee 
Well tell them that the alphabet begins with D K Er (Cheers.) 

Mr. Marvin H. Brown, Chi, 'oo, then made the closing speech of the 
evening, in which he spdce of the glorious record of Chi Chapter since its 
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establishment in 1850, more than half a century ago, and closed by giving 
a particularly clever poem in which the Gredc names of all the chapters 
were rhymed with much ingenuity. 

The Mystic Circle was then formed, and amidst the strains of ''Hail 
to Our Brotherhood/' the Convention of 1902 passed into memory.

The temporary Chairman of the Convention, Brother F. E. Clarke, 
Phi Gamma, was a prominent figure during the Convention, making many 
suggestions of merit and worth during the business sessions. 



WAGER SWAYNE. 

General Wager Swayne, Phi, '56, died at his home in New York City, 
on December 18, 1902. 

General Swayne was bom at Toledo, O., on November 10, 1834. His 
father, Noah H. Swayne, was Associate Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court. He received his preparatory education in the public 
schools of his native State, and entered Yale College, where he took the 
Linonia Debate Prize, and was a member oi D K E, Scroll and Key, Delta 
Kappa and Sig^a Theta, graduating in 1856. After finishing his course 
in the Cincinnati Law School in 1859, he practiced Law in Columbia until 
the breaking out of the War, when he gave up his business and enlisted in 
the Forty-third Ohio Volunteers, serving with conspicuous gallantry 
throughout the war. He was a Major in his regiment until October 3, 
1861, when he was promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel, and then to Colonel 
on October 4, 1862 ; he was Provost Marshal at Memphis, Tenn., during 
1862 and 1863. He served with distinction under General Sherman 
through the Atlanta campaign, receiving a wound at Salkahatchie, S. C, 
which resulted in the loss of a leg. On account of his distinguished services 
he received, shortly before the close of the war, a commission as Brigadier- 
General, and shortly after its close as Major-General. In 1866, he was 
appointed Colonel of the Forty-fifth Infantry in the regular army, and a 
year later was made a Brigadier-General by brevet, and then a Brevet 
Major-General. In the reconstruction days he was Commissioner of the 
Freedman's Bureau in Alabama, where he led the movement which re- 
sulted in a system of public schools for negroes. 

After retiring from the Army in 1870 he resumed the law business at 
Toledo, remaining there for ten years, after which he came to New York, 
where he soon built up a large practice, having among his clients a large 
number of the great financial interests of the country. 

He was prominently identified with a large number of organizations 
and societies, among them being the D K B Club of New York, of which 
he was at one time President; the Ohio Society, the Association of the 
Bar of the City of New York, the Lawyers' Club, City Club, Union League 
Club, Loyal Legion, Yale Club, and Meadow Club of Southampton. 
When he died he was President of the American Church Missionary 
Society, and one of the Union League Club's Vice-Presidents. 
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General Swayne was a power in the community, one of the foremost 
lawyers of this country, one of its most public-spirited citizens, and a gal- 
lant soldier. But in the midst of an active life he never lost his love and 
interest in his fraternity. 



JOSIAH H. DRUMMOND. 

Hon. Josiah H. Drummond, ex-Attomey-General of Maine, died at 
Portland, Me., on October 25, 1902. He attended Colby University and 
taught school for the first few years after his graduation in 1846. He 
was admitted to the Bar in 1850, and rapidly rose in the profession. He 
was Town Solicitor at Waterville, then City Solicitor of Portland, and 
afterwards General Scdidtor of the Maine Central Railway, General Coun- 
sel of the Union Mutual Life Insurance Company, and Attorney-General 
of Maine. He was also prominent in State politics, being a member at 
different times of both the L^slative House and Senate, and Speaker 
of the House in 1858 and 1869. ^^ ^^ ^^^ ^' ^^ State's most promi- 
oent and influential citizens. He was a member of a number of organiza- 
tions and learned societies, and was conspicuous lor his love and fealty 
to his Fraternity, always keeping in close touch with its affairs. His death 
is a great blow to the boys of Xi, of which he was a charter member; for 
over fifty years his presence, his counsd and his hdp had been at their 
cxxnmand. As Hon. Mark H. Dunnell, another well-known D K E, who 
was in collie with him, calls him, "its father, founder and friend." 



WILLIAM RUMSEY. 



Hon. William Rtunsey, Epsilon, '61, died very suddenly at his resi- 
dence in New York City, on January 16, 1903. 

Judge Rumsey was bom at Bath, N. Y., on October 18, 1841, and 
came of a family of lawyers. His father was Judge David Rtunsey. He 
graduated frcnn Williams Collie in the Class of '61. From college he 
started for the war in 1861 as Aide-de-Camp to Gen. R. B. Van Valken- 
burg. He became First Lieutenant in the first New York Light Artillery, 
was wounded at Fair Oaks, was made Assistant Adjutant-General, and in 
1865 received his commission as Major, and at the close of the vrar he was 
breveted a Colonel for distinguished services. 

In 1863 he was appointed Secretary of Legation in Japan, and he 
served for a year and a half under Minister Van Valkenburg. Returning 
to this country, he resumed hb law studies at Bath and was admitted to 
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the Bar. In 1880, on his father's retirement from the Supreme Courts his 
son was elected to succeed him. He was re-elected in 1894. 

Governor Morton in 1896 assigned Justice Rumsey to the Appellate 
Division in the First Department, and in the five years in which he served 
he won great respect and admiration from the Bar of New York City. He 
retired two years ago to practice law in the firm of Rumsey, Shq)pard 
& Ingalls. Governor Hill appointed Justice Rumsey a member of the 
Committee to revise the Code of Evidence, and "Rumse/s Practice" is 
from his pen. 

Judge Rumsey was a member of a number of societies and clubs, and 
was always prominently identified with the Fraternity.

There is a very pleasant and unique Association of Ddces in Harris- 
burg, Pa., consisting of Brothers Charles Oilman Hyde, Sigma Tau, '96 ; 
J<dm Sdbastian Conway, Delta Kappa, '00, and Freeland Howe, Jr., Xi, 
'94. These brothers first met personally in the fall of 1900 at the Experi- 
mental Filter Plant of the Board of Public Works in Philadelphia, Pa. 
Brother Hyde came from Massachusetts ; Brother Conway from Philadel- 
phia, and Brother Howe from Maine. Brother Hyde was Assistant Engineer 
to the Engineer in charge of the plant ; Brother Conway,Office Assistant, and 
Brother Howe, Assistant Bacteriologist. The brothers realized that the 
"Assistant" business might be necessary at the start, but had dreams of a 
dim, distant future day when they might be associated in charge of such a 
place as that in which they were then working. 1902 finds them in such 
a condition in Harrisburg, Pa., where Brother Hyde is Engineer in charge 
of experiments and construction of a Municipal Filter Plant.

Since the last issue of the Quarterly the Association has had one of 
its r^[ular informal dinners and the usual Annual Banquet. 

The informal dinner and smdcer was given at Kinsley's on the even- 
ing of October 24, 1902, and was unusually well attended, the ntunber 
present being fifty-nine. 

Four dusky coons, sailing under the classical name of ''The .Solian 
Quartette," furnished the music for the occasion. A few drinks, judi- 
ciously and with a reasonable time between drinks, emptied down their 
sonorous and capacious throats, added to the natural melody of their 
voices, and caused them to enter right heartily into the spirit of the occa- 
sion.

Brother Rogers ably handled all questions of parliamentary law and 
kept the wheels of legislation smoothly running. Between a small, but 
determined and loud-voiced minority, who wanted to obstruct legislation, 
and a few rapid-fire hot-air members who came near causing a hot box 
in the wheels, Brother Rogers had to display and did display the discretion 
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and tact of a Nestor combined with the firmness of the late lamented Czar 
Reed.

On motion, the report was accepted "with r^jets." The President 
suggesting that the acceptance of the report with or without regrets didn't 
elect the officers, a motion was made by Brother Harris Williams, Delta 
Delta, '94, to make the r^^ets unanimous. This was ruled out of order, 
as was also Brother Tolman, Delta Delta, '80, whereupon an appeal from 
the chair was about to be taken, when Brother K. H. Goodwin, Pi, '86, 
knowing that an appeal from the chair meant rough-house, in a moment of 
forttmate genius cut the Gordian Knot by moving that the officers nomin- 
ated by the Committee be declared elected. This was passed, violence was 
averted, and peace and quiet ensued. 

Business being now over. Brother Rogers relinquished the chair to 
Brother Vaughan, the Toastmaster of the evening, and newly elected 
President.

Brother Angell spoke principally upon the future possibilities of fra- 
ternities. After tracing the origin of fraternities in the literary and social 
needs of the students, and showing the change in their character as they 
developed, the social end of the partnership, the lion, having absorbed 
the literary, the lamb, tmtil now the fraternities, at least in the larger col- 
lies) are purely social in character; and showing how from poor strug- 
gling societies they have arisen to the position of incorporated bodies 
owning large properties and certain to become more and more largely 
endowed, and at the same time being out of the immediate college super- 
vision and totally disconnected in the management of their affairs from 
the college governing bodies ; and arguing from the changes in the past 
that future changes must come ; the speaker then sought to trace the lines 
along which such changes might come. 

In doing this he showed how American universities of the large type 
were a combined growth of English university ideas and German univer- 
sity ideas, and sought from this fact to find a clue as to the future. The 
speaker's conclusions were that as a speculative possibility the fraternities 
in the large universities might develop along the lines of the English 
collies in the greater English universities, and bear a similar relation to 
the American universities that Balliol College and Christ College bear to 
Oxford University. 

Brother AngeH's address, of which this is necessarily a very poor and 
meagre report, was most highly instructive and entertaining. Of course, 
the flashes of the speaker's wit, the illumination of various points by 
delightful anecdotes (as a raconteur Brother Angell is inimitable), the 
charm of the address by the constant interspersal of story and jdce 
throughout the speculative and serious strain, cannot be repeated or 
imitated. Brother Angell has promised to write out at length for the 
benefit of the Quarterly his speculative ideas on the possibilities of fra- 
ternities in the larger universities. 

Other responses were given by Brother E. S. Whitney, Sigma, '89, in a 
toast brim full of newly-invented- for-the-occasion jokes; by Brother 
McNair, Delta Delta, '03, representing the local chapter at the university; 
by Brother C. W. Whitney, Lambda, '88, who happened to be in the dty, 
and being a loyal Deke looked up the Association and attended its means 
of grace, by Brother Tolman, Delta Delta, '80, who emphasized the or- 
ganic nature and growth of the fraternity idea ; and by Brother Johnston, 
Sigma, '94, who made a presentation to the Association of a handsome silk 
banner with D K E worked upon it in the gules, or and azure of the 
Fraternity by Mrs. Lyford, wife of Brother W. H. Lyford, Xi, '79. 
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A vote of thanks was then extended to Mrs. Lyford, and Brothers 
Pease, Alpha Alpha, '90, and Johnston, Sigma, '94, were appointed a 
Committee to render the same. 

The meeting then adjourned with the Mystic Circle.

Colonel Phelps was thirty- 
seven years old, and was a son of the late William Walter Phelps, 
at one time U. S. Minister to Germany. He attended Yale, and 
was Chairman of the Editorial Board of the Yale Record, He was 
graduated in 1886, and entered journalism, familiarizing himself 
with all its details. From 1886 to 1890 he was connected with the 
Colorado Springs Gazette, 

Coming to New York, he was connected with morning and even- 
ing newspapers as reporter, correspondent and in editorial positions. 
With a thorough training in the practical side of newspaper 
work, he bought a half interest in the Jersey City Bvening Journal, 
and became its managing editor. A year later he purchased the 
Newark Daily Advertiser, Failing health led him a few years ago 
to dispose of his newspaper interests and retire from active work.

Dr. Allen had been Professor of Materia Medica and 
Dean in the New York Homoeopathic Medical Collie, President 
of its Board of Trustees, Surgeon in and President of the New 
York Ophthalmic Hospital and a Fellow of the Academy of Sci- 
ences. He wrote a well-known Materia Medica in eleven volumes, 
several other important medical works and a treatise on botany.

It is our belief that the ideal chapter of Delta Kappa Epsilon is the one whose 
members represent most completely the life of their college; that is, it is that 
chapter whose members are not only "jolly good fellows," but are the recognized 
leaders in every phase of college life. 

This is the ideal, and though few, if any, ever reach it yet all our efforts should 
be directed towards it and every year of existence should show a nearer approach 
toward this perfection. 

In this letter it shall be our aim to show what progress Beta has made and to 
convey, if possible, to our sister chapters some definite idea of the position she 
occupies among the fraternities represented at this University. 

Beta has never believed that "numbers is the sole or the best test of the strength 
of a chapter. There are questions of congeniality and intrinsic worth which, in 
her opinion, are of far more moment, for without these characteristics there can 
be no Unity and this is all essential to strength in the truest sense of the word. 

Our college regulations forbid Freshmen joining fraternities and so our 
membership is restricted to the three upper classes. Nevertheless there are, at present, 
seventeen names on our roll — a membership exceeded by only one of the nine 
fraternities at our University. 

Our prospects for next year are exceedingly bright. In fact it is generally 
conceded that we will have not only the pick of the present Freshman class but 
more men than any other fraternity. 

In athletics Beta holds her own. Brother Dunn was Manager of last fall's 
football team, and Brother Lossiter has been appointed Assistant Manager for next 
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year. This practically means that Brother Lossiter will be elected Manager for the 
following year, in accordance with a precedent never deviated from here. 

Brother Ramsey, who has been on the track team for three years and who 
was Captain last year, will be out again this spring. 

Brother Ramsay holds the college record for the half and quarter mile. 

Brother Green will undoubtedly be first pitcher on this spring's 'Varsity nine 
and Beta will be represented on each of the class teams. 

During the last three years Beta has had almost exclusive control of the college 
publications. In that time she has furnished three Chief-Editors, three Business 
Managers, two Managing Editors, seven Assistant Editors, and three Artists — 
a record which has never before been approached, let alone equalled. 

Brothers Patterson and Shup led their classes at the recent examinations and 
Brothers Doane and Ehringhaus are members of Alpha Theta Phi, the academic 
honor society, which requires an average of 90 per cent on all work for two and 
one-half years. 

In politics Beta is one of a clique known as the "Big Three," which practically 
controls all college elections. 

In the various social and class organizations and fraternities our proportionate 
membership is second to none. Brother Ehringhaus has been elected Chief Ball 
Manager for our next Commencement and Brother Ramsay is President of the 
German Club. These two positions are considered the highest social honors in 
college. 

Our Chapter House, of which we arc justly proud, is still the best on the 
campus and we hope soon to be able to make improvements which will render 
it an even greater source of comfort and pleasure. 

Three of Beta's active members attended the last Convention and they are 
unanimous in their praise of the manner in which they were entertained. We hope 
to be ^ fully represented at Syracuse next fall.

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and frequently tainted with what in common parlance might be termed 
"yellow." Like the scheduled diet of a boarding house, there is sameness 
about it, but in our opinion, there is a satisfactory sameness in the r^^- 
larity of finding, for example, letters from the chapters, reports from the 
altunni associations and news from the alumni in every issue, and ic the 
same part of the book. 

In the management of a fraternity magazine there are three pertinent 
points to be considered — ^the expense, what to put in, and how to get it. 
We are always loth to publicly parade our finances, but it is a factor 
which cannot be overlooked. Counting the cost is a limitation necessarily 
imposed. Every extra page is an additional expense. Consequently, our 
pages must not be lumbered up with unnecessary matter. We have oft- 
times envied some of the works of art produced at sporadic intervals by 
some of our neighbors, and longed to reduce that surplus bank account of 
the Fraternity which has been a source of pride for all these years. But the 
spectacle of observing, after a brief period generally, the efforts at re- 
trenchment on the part of these self-same neighbors has generally con- 
vinced us that the old conservative way was the best. The Quarterly is 
self-supporting. We could say more, but to those familiar, in the slightest 
degree, with the vicissitude^ of fraternity journalism this is sufficient. 

What to put in a fraternity magazine is a question subject to an honest 
variance of opinion. Our ideas on this point, we admit, are more or less 
radical. The fraternity publication, which prints — in the best manner, of 
course — the fullest list of chapter letters, the fullest reports of its alumni 
organizations, the fullest news of its graduates, and the fullest accounts 
of its general fraternity news, in our opinion, most nearly approaches the 
ideal. It is the organ of the Fraternity, and as such should confine itself 
solely to its function as a disseminator of fraternity news, as the general 
medium which binds and cements together its world. Confined to this, its 
proper sphere, we know of no influence more potent in promoting the 
ideals of the brotherhood. It should not be a literary magazine, a comic 
weekly, nor an illustrated Sunday supplement. A glance shows that our 
views are not concurred in by the majority of our contemporaries— or, at 
least, that, if it is, they are unable to fulfill. The pleasant details of a 
summer in the land of the Midnight Sun, or the effect of the Slav up<m 
modem Europe, or a beautiful little sonnet relating with tender pathos to 
the ramblings of Ida, are highly entertaining; or a batch of illustrated 
cuts, with a cartoon or so thrown in, filling in every few pages, as a pic- 
torial exhibition, appeals to the eye; but in a fraternity magazine some- 
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what misplaced, we think. The publications which fill in with stuff of this 
sort invariably shorten up on their fraternity matter. 

To ask how to get the material must geem an idle question to the unin- 
itiated, but we venture to suggest that to anyone, who has had a half-try 
at the job, it strikes home with peculiar emphasis. Not being able to avail 
ourselves of the Associated Press or of a paid corps of correspondents, 
we are compelled to coax our news from our members, who, while at heart 
most willing and obliging, are in act sometimes, not designedly but 
actually, surprisingly remiss. To successfully maintain the Quarterly 
we are dependent very largely upon the chapters, the chapter letters being 
one of the most important features, and the other news we get — or try to 
get — from them, essential. The aid and co-operation we have received 
and are receiving from the chapters has been indispensable, and is much 
appreciated. Our observation, judging from results, is that we have fared 
better in this particular at the hands of our chapters than any other fra- 
ternity. Yet there is room for improvement. On the first call for letters 
for this issue — ^and the longer time asked for was given — we received five 
on time; the first "follow up" brought in a few more; the next two still 
more; but it took a fourth call to corral the stragglers, and even then 
some few omitted to respond. These things disjoint our efforts to be on 
time. The Editor of one fraternity publication told us that he generally 
had to write some of his chapter letters himself, except in cases of a slump, 
when he wrote most of them — ^they read well, but were generally short 
and few. We have never perpetuated this fraud, and it has always been 
our policy to publish these with as little change as possible. 

Without meaning to criticize in any way, we would suggest that each 
diapter designate some good man to do this chapter correspondence, who 
will attend to it promptly, and also pay some attention to the details 
requested. 

The burden of conducting a magazine of this character is not a light 
or easy one. To do this so that it will best conserve the welfare of our 
Grand Old Fraternity has been and is our desire. The help and assistance 
of all is needed. We ask and know that we shall receive it.

At the last meeting of the Board of Trustees of the University of 
Mississippi they adopted a resolution with reference to college Fraterni- 
ties at tfie institution, introduced by a Fraternity man, W. B. Walker 
(Delta Tau Delta). It was decided that no chapters shall in future be 
established without authorization from the Faculty, all the Fraternities 
shall meet on the grounds, and not oftener than every two weeks; no 
student shall be pledged to the Fraternity until he has been in the Univer- 
sity eight weeks, or unless he has completed one year's study ; before a 
student is matriculated he shall affirm that he has not been pledged to a 
secret order; any Fraternity violating these rules shall be debarred from 
the privileges of the Fraternity. These rules seem drastic, especially as 
applied to a State institution, but are necessary concessions to the same 
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sort of anti-Fraternity prejudice which dictated the abolition of the Fra- 
ternity system at the University of Arkansas. — The Shield of Phi Kappa 
Psi. 



One of the last acts of the Phi Delta Theta Convention was the removal 
of an incumbrance on the home of Mrs. Robert Morrison, widow of the 
founder, and granting to her an annuity. Robert Morrison, while a stu- 
dent in Miami, in 1848, conceived the Idea of the Fraternity, and, with five 
others, organized it. After leaving Miami, Mr. Morrison studied for the 
Ministry at Princeton, and after finishing his Theological Course chose 
the West as his field. He was noted as a man whose talents were used 
to free churches from debt, and he unselfishly neglected himself. Several 
years ago Mr. Morrison bought a little homestead near Fulton, Mo., but 
never lived to clear it of debt. When the fact that a balance was still 
owing on the place became known to the convention, it took only a few 
minutes to raise over $2,000, more than enough to pay the debt. — The 
Shield of Theta Delta Chi. 
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PHI GAMMA'S NEW HOUSE. 

On the evening of June 9th the annual banquet of the Central 
New York Association of Delta Kappa Epsilon, which is the 
occasion for the reunion of Phi Gamma alumni, will be held in the 
Dew house, and it is expected that there will be a large and enthusi- 
astic attendance. It is desired that every class which has graduated 
since the founding of the chapter will be represented. In addition 
all alumni of Delta Kappa Epsilon living in Central New York are 
cordially invited, and it is particularly desired that a representation 
be present from all the New York State chapters conveniently 
located. 

The new chapter house, an illustration of which is presented 
herewith, is situated at the comer of Walnut Avenue and Univer- 
sity Place, without doubt the finest site near the campus for a 
building of this kind. The house faces Walnut Park and has a side 
outlook upon the campus, a view which can never be cut off by 
future building in any direction. 

The material is the finest grade of red Akron pressed brick, and 
the trimmings, sill courses, bay windows, etc., are of white Vermont 
marble. The foundations are of Onondaga limestone. The illus- 
tration shows the house and lot before grading. 

A description of the interior arrangement of the house will, be of 
interest. One of the attractive features is the spacious central hall, 
which is wainscoted high in dark oak, with oak beam ceiling and 
dark green decorations, lighted by a handsome stained-glass window 
over the landing of the staircase. Heavy oak newel posts and 
spindles of tasty but massive design characterize the staircase. 
The living-room to the right of the hall is done in oak, dark Austrian 
finish, wainscoted 6 feet high and with a massive oak beam ceiling. 
One passes into this room from the hall through a wide doorway 
with heavy Doric columns of oak, polished and fluted and with 
ornate capitals of special design. At the end of this room is a 
beautiful fireplace, carved in oak, with columns 5 feet high. In 
this are panels which contain the coats-of-arms of the Fraternity and 
chapter. The south side of the room has a semi-circular bay 
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window, lo feet in diameter, overlooking the campus. It is easy 
to picture in the imagination the times coming in a room like this. 

The dining-room is finished in silver gray oak, and the walls are 
decorated with tapestry of a soft shade. Light oak and light 
decorations prevail in the small reception-room in the front of the 
house, which it is intended shall be handsomely furnished. The 
floors down stairs throughout are of birch, stained to suit the color 
schemes of the various rooms. 

Particular attention is called to the arrangement of the lower 
floor in regard to banquets and other social functions. A table 
seating one hundred people can be conveniently run across the 
entire house, through the wide doors of the dining and living rooms, 
and extending if necessary down the hall. In the case of receptions 
the side door arrangement will be found convenient for guests who 
wish to leave without passing through the front of the house. 

A cozy little smoking-room is tucked away in a comer at the 
back of the house. No provision has yet been made for its decora- 
tion, but the possibilities are great. 

The dormitory system, which has proven eminently successful 
in many of the principal eastern chapter houses, will prevail, and 
thus the whole second floor will be devoted to study-rooms, while 
the sleeping-rooms are on the third. The study-rooms, of which 
there are seven, will accommodate at least fourteen men. They arc 
finished in North Carolina pine, and the walls are decorated in 
water-colors. All the rooms have an unsurpassed outlook over 
park and campus, and arc well lighted. The quarters for the 
servants arc located on this floor, and arc arranged in the back of 
the house entirely separate from the students' rooms. 

The third floor, devoted to sleeping-rooms, has seven dormitories 
with two single beds in each. The rooms are provided with mov- 
able '' sanitary " wardrobes, the latest substitute for closets, a system 
which has been tried with pleasing results in other modern chapter 

houses. 

The chapter-room on the third floor will be one of the attractive 
features of the house. It will easily seat a very large chapter, has 
high ceiling and special arrangements for ventilation. The deco- 
ration of the chapter-room will be of a fitting character, and designs 
are now under way. The third floor has a large bathroom, with 
closets, wash bowls, stationary tub and shower baths. A toilet- 
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room is placed on the second floor, while the first floor is provided 
with a washroom. 

The house is fitted throughout with electric lights and gas. 
Many special features of decoration have been worked in, and 
more are contemplated. All the door knobs are of antique bronze 
of special cast, bearing the letters A K E. It is intended later to 
work in many decorations of Delta Kappa Epsilon character, as 
money is given for the purpose. 

The chapter house, as a whole, is the subject of a great deal of 
pride to the Association and to the chapter. It is the culmination of 
over twenty years of work and expectation on the part of loyal 
Dekes, and is without dispute one of the notable chapter houses of 
the country. The next annual convention of Delta Kappa Epsilon 
has been secured for Syracuse, and next October Phi Gamma will 
show off the house to her sister chapters with a great deal of justi- 
fiable pride. 

The Central New York Association of Delta Kappa Epsilon, 
which was organized five years ago, has been the active means of 
completing the project of many years' standing. The alumni of 
many chapters have been enthusiastic in the work, and are looking 
forward to the time when it will be a rallying point for all Dekes 
in Central New York. Special club-house features will be inau- 
gurated for their benefit, thus providing a home for the brothers of 
all chapters of the Fraternity. 

It is particularly desired that all Dekes within reach of Syra- 
cuse will be present at the Commencement Banquet in the new 
house on the evening of June 9th. 



THE NEW HOME OF SIGMA RHO. 

On Wednesday, April i, 1903, the Sigma Rho Chapter left its 
.old home among the pine trees at Mayfield and moved into its 
new house on the campus, where it is now well settled. 

The new building is situated on the west side of Lasuen Street, 
or Fraternity Row, as it is often called, about two city blocks from 
the University buildings. At a higher elevation than almost all 
of the other houses on the campus, it commands a beautiful view 
to the east of the lower part of San Francisco Bay, and beyond the 
imposing range of mountains, with Mt. Diablo and Mt. Hamilton 
rising high into the air. To the west and south, only six miles dis- 
tant, lie the wooded slopes of the Coast Range Mountains, while to 
the north the eye has no desire to travel further than the Uni- 
versity. 

For the erection of our house several members of the chapter 
formed a corporation known as the Delta Kappa Epsilon Association 
and sold stock at ten dollars a share. Thanks to the Delta Kappa 
Epsilon alumni on the coast and to the fathers of some of the men 
in the house, we have now raised enough to almost pay for the 
house ; and in place of the rent which we paid while living in our 
old home, we have simply to pay interest on the subscribed money. 
In time we expect to be able to redeem outiiside stock, so that the 
house will be in the hands of a body of Dekes. 

The building is three stories in height and New England 
colonial in architecture. To one driving up the Row it presents a 
very beautiful appearance, with its massive front pillars and large 
side porches. It is painted white, with green trimmings, and a 
slate- colored roof. 

Up to the present time we have had no chance to beautify the 
grounds, but in time a large lawn, with shrubs and trees, a wide 
road looping around by the south side steps, and a cement walk in 
front of the house and another leading to the door will improve the 
whole appearance a great deal. 

Just within the front door is a small vestibule landing, on each 
side of which is a window seat, the one on the left being hidden by 
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I half partition and spindles. A step leads up to the main hall, at 
the back of which one's eye is met by the stairs, which rise to a 
landing between the first and second floors. This far the stairs are 
without banisters, but are enclosed by large blocks rising one above 
the other, and on which are potted palms. 

The landing is lighted by a large window of small panes, similar 
to the windows all over the house, and over it is draped a large 
Delta Kappa Epsilon flag, visible from the vestibule. 

In the front of the house, to the left of the reception hall, as one 
enters, is a small smoking-room, with an immense open fireplace 
and a window seat running the whole length of the room. With a 
number of easy chairs and a mass of pillows on the window seat, this 
room becomes very comfortable and cosy. 

Back of this is a large reading-room ; in the middle of this is a 
massive table, with the letters J K E carved on the top of it, and 
along the walls run extensive book shelves. This room is wainscoted 
almost to the ceiling, and the walls are covered with fraternity and 
athletic pictures. 

From here French windows open out upon a porch running the 
whole depth of the house. 

To the right of the hall is the dining-room, separated from the 
hall by a great sliding door. It is finished in redwood ; at the front, 
windows look out upon the Row and the sorority houses on the 
other side of the street ; at the back is a fireplace and a sideboard. 
French windows open out upon the north side porch, and through 
these can be seen the University buildings, with the arch and 
Meqnorial Church overtopping the rest. 

We have an exceedingly fine dining-room set. The table is oval 
in shape and stained black, as are also the high straight-backed 
chairs. 

The great number of windows make the whole house very light. 
All the down-stairs floors are maple, and all the rooms can be opened 
out so as to make dancing or entertaining of any kind very easy. 

To the back of the hall and dining room are the kitchen, pantry 
and a telephone and coat room. 

From the first landing the stairs divide into two flights, conduct- 
ing one to the second floor. Here there are seven bedrooms, three 
in front and four in back. The stairs leading to another landing 
again divide, running to the third floor, where there are four more 
bedrooms and a large chapter- room. 
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With a chapter house of which any Deke might be justly proud, 
Sigma Rho anticipates an unquestioned supremacy over the other 
Fraternity chapters at Stanford. 

The old house which the chapter occupied was the first Fraternity 
house at Stanford, and, although it once served its purpose, is now 
very much out of date ; its accommodations are poor, and, situated 
as it is so far from the University, makes rushing very difficult. 

During the past few years the tendency of all the Fraternities 
has been to move from Palo Alto and neighboring towns to the 
campus, until at present the Phi Kappa Psis are the only crowd not 
living here. 

The chapter is now composed of fourteen men, all of whom live 
in the house. Conservatism is one of the leading principles of the 
chapter's policy. We believe that in a small chapter the men 
become more intimate with one another and the Fraternity spirit is 
stronger. Though the house will easily accommodate twenty-two, 
we do not look forward to having a membership of more that 
eighteen at any time. For next semester we already have one man 
pledged and are working on six others, so expect to have no trouble 
in getting what we want. 

A combined chapter banquet, a Delta Kappa Epsilon Club 
dinner and college athletic events have kept us in close touch with 
Theta Zeta. 

Fraternity spirit is continually growing at Stanford. Theta 
Delta Chi has recently granted a charter to a body of petitioners, 
and there is some talk of re-establishing the inactive chapter of Phi 
Gamma Delta. 

We have recently received visits from Brother Connolly, Delta 
Chi, and Brother Walling, Delta Delta. In the latter part of May 
we are going to have a house warming, and only regret that more 
Dekes cannot attend it. We hope, however, that no one in the 
neighborhood of Sanford will ever leave without visiting the Sigma 
Rho Chapter. 

4KE AT YALE. 

When I was asked last winter to write a short article regard- 
ing the changes in the society system at Yale, particularly as af- 
fecting Delta Kappa Epsilon, I hesitated to do so at the time, and 
thought that it would be best to wait until there had been a year's 
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trial of the system, and the opportunity had been given to see how 
the plan worked. However, I think that sufficient time has now 
elapsed to prove the wisdom of this change, and this new system^ 
which I believe is a matter of interest to Yale Graduates, and to all 
members of the Delta Kappa Epsilon Fraternity, may briefly be 
stated as follows, with the reasons therefor : 

For many years Delta Kappa Epsilon, together with the other 
two Junior fraternities, was a great power in the college life of old 
Yale. However, when Alpha Delta Phi became a general four- 
year society, and the classes became so large that the membership 
of Delta Kappa Epsilon and Psi Upsilon were constantly increased,, 
and especially because of the rise of the small and very secret 
Sophomore societies, the influence of the Junior fraternities began 
to wane. Matters went from bad to worse, until the agitation 
against the influence of the Sophomore societies, which began about 
six years ago to take definite and organized form, brought matters 
to a crisis, and finally on the advice, and with the assistance of many 
members of the Faculty, and a number of graduates, a scheme to 
reorganize the social system of the first three years was drawn up 
and put at once into effect. 

The Sophomore societies went out of existence, and were merged 
with the Fraternities, and they agreed to take in no new men. Each 
of the three big societies are now made practically three-year Frater- 
nities, and they take in early in the fall 20 men from the Sophomore 
class, 4 from the Junior class, and 3 from the Senior class. In the spring,, 
just before Easter, 8 more men are taken from the Sophomore 
class, and 3 Juniors and 3 Seniors are elected. This makes a pos- 
sible total membership in one class at the end of the Senior year 
of 38 men, although they are not obliged to take in the total. A 
Campaign Committee is elected from the first 20 men taken in 
Sophomore year, and it has the management of the election of the 
20 men from the following Sophomore class, and the future elections 
of their own class. All elections, however, are subject to a vote of 
the society at large, although it is customary for each class to vote 
only on their own members. 

The three fraternities of Delta Kappa Epsilon, Psi Upsilon and 
Alpha Delta Phi, pledge themselves not to do any work during 
Freshman year, but from the beginning of Sophomore year the field 
is open, and instead of the old cut-and-dried manner of electing 
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men, where two campaign committees got together and divided the 
men, there is now considerable rivalry, and matters are left to take 
their own course as in other colleges. This makes it more interest- 
ing, and the rivalry engendered, if kept within bounds, is a healthy 
incentive to loyalty. This change is one distinctly away from the 
Harvard type of open social class club organizations, and is right in 
line with the American College Fraternity idea. The writer, as 
chairman of a reorganization committee appointed by Delta Kappa. 
Epsilon (the first as far as I can learn) ten years ago, brought in a 
report suggesting very much the plan just adopted, and he believes 
that the social life and system at Yale escaped a very real danger 
when the choice above suggested was made. The hall has within 
the last few years been rebuilt, and, instead of the small, over- 
crowded and uncomfortable house the older graduates remember, 
the present members have a handsome three-story building, well 
furnished, electric lighted, and a place where men can go every 
-evening and have a pleasant time. With four fraternities on prac- 
tically the same basis, more men from each class can enjoy society 
life than formerly at Yale, while the present system, with a smaller 
number in each society, and greater rivalry and better feeling 
among the members of each society, will result in abetter and more 
helpful influence on the college life, as well as the strengthening of 
each society. Nothing of importance can be judged at a distance, 
or by those who expect great results in a very short time. The 
first real trial can be had next year, as then only will there be no 
class in Delta Kappa Epsilon not including members of the late 
Sophomore societies. But it is only fair to them to say that, as far 
as one who is greatly interested can learn, the members of the 
abolished societies, both undergraduates and former members, have 
acted in a perfectly open and honorable way, and have, in many 
cases, helped to bring about the present conditions. On the whole, 
the new plan has certainly proved as successful as could reasonably 
be expected. 

By^ reason of the recent changes, briefly referred to above, the 
future will see Phi, the mother chapter, still doing business at the 
old stand, and stronger at Yale than ever before, and loyal always 
to the great Fraternity founded at New Haven over half a century 
ago.

Delta Kappa Epsilon Association of Washington. 

Captain R. E. Peary, the Arctic explorer, was the guest of honor 
at a smoker given at Rauscher's on April 17, 1903, by the Washing- 
ton Alumni Association of Delta Kappa Epsilon, and delivered an 
interesting address on his adventures in the frozen north. Captain 
Peary believed that the north pole could be reached. " There are 
only three questions about the discovery of the pole," said Captain 
Peary. One is, " Can it be done ?" Another, " What will it cost ?" 
and the third, " Is it worth while ?" It can be done without ques- 
tion, by making a start far enough north. I am of the opinion that 
the expedition should not start from the north of Europe, but from 
the north of North America. The best base of operations is Grin- 
nell Land. 

" From this point a dash to the pole would be only five hundred 
miles in length, and could be accomplished. I have made a longer 
trip across the ice than that, the difficulty heretofore being that the 
start was made too far south. I believe the climatic conditions 
surrounding the pole are similar to those prevailing elsewhere in 
the Arctic zone. The discovery of the pole is merely a question of 
skill, gained by experience. All the discoverer needs is a suitable 
ship, a base of supplies in Grinnell Land, and an outfit. This re- 
quires money, and what is needed now is somebody to put up the 
funds.'' 

At the conclusion of Captain Peary's remarks refreshments were 
served, and the Fraternity men enjoyed a sociable evening until 
after midnight.

EDITORIALS. 

We call the attention of all to the coming Convention to be held 
at Syracuse, N. Y., in November. The full program will be pub- 
lished in the next issue. 

We extend our best wishes to our newest Alumni Association, 
the Ohio Valley Association, organized this last April. 



We have again failed to receive letters from all our chapters. 
Without our particularizing, a glance through the Quarterly will 
show the delinquents. We dislike to thus emphasize the shortcom- 
ings of the brethren, but we are compelled to do it. To require 
three letters a year does not appear to us unreasonable, and we can 
not see any valid excuse for a chapter's failing to comply with this 
request These chapter letters are as important as their other re- 
ports. To successfully maintain an organization of the magnitude 
and importance of our Fraternity, it is essential that the regulations 
and requirements, made for the preservation of its integrity, be ob- 
served, and that these careless habits, which some of us seem to 
have so easily acquired, be corrected. 

It is our endeavor to issue the Quarterly regularly on the first 
of November, February and June, these dates giving the chapters 
time to complete their respective organizations and get in running 
order after each of the vacations. We have always sent regular 
notices for the chapter letters a considerable time before these 
dates, generally as many as three, or more, to some of the chapters. 
These notices will continue to be sent. We would suggest that 
each chapter appoint a fixed time for the preparation of their letter, 
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making this time shortly after they assemble after each of these 
three vacations, and that they have some one competent man take 
the responsibility of preparing or having it regularly prepared and 
ready to be sent on promptly when called for. 



The last half century has witnessed a remarkable growth of the 
fraternity chapter house system. In 1855 the old Delta Kappa 
Epsilon " house " at Kenyon, the old log cabin, whose wide cracks 
had to be filled in with mortar to shut out eavesdroppers, was its 
sole exponent. From this crude beginning the idea gradually 
took shape, but its growth was so slow for the next twenty-five 
years that even by that time there were comparatively few chapter 
houses in existence worthy'of the name. During the '80s it took a 
new start and from that time on, particularly during the past decade, 
its progress has been almost phenomenal. During the last few 
years hundreds of thousands of dollars have been invested by fra- 
ternities in the erection and equipment of their houses, so that 
to-day they form an important part of the college plant. 

The Fraternity which cannot now show a large proportion of its 
chapters housed in buildings owned by them is behind the times. 
The majority of our chapters now own their houses — but it is a close 
majority — and a large proportion of the remainder occupy rented 
houses. The importance of a chapter having a house, either in fee 
or by lease, cannot be overestimated. It has become almost essential. 
We fully realize that in this, as elsewhere, money is the great and 
overtowering obstacle, but even this has been overcome in many 
instances right in our midst, where it seemed almost impossible. 
Land can frequently be acquired on favorable terms and mortgages 
placed advantageously, and expenses reduced, so that what appeared 
a herculean task becomes a mild business transaction. The main 
thing is to get everybody, alumni and undergraduates, interested, 
and by interested we mean deeply concerned, concerned not merely 
in a few pleasant recollections of by-gone days in college, or in 
merely passing their present four years getting the best they can 
themselves and letting their future brethren go, but concerned in ful- 
filling their duty to their Fraternity and to their chapter. It should be 
not only the privilege, but the duty, of every one, who has felt the 
fostering care of his Fraternity when he was most in need of it, to 
contribute something of his energy and his means to that Fraternity.

Sixteen crews will take part in the regatta which will be held in 
Poughkeepsie in June. This will make the regatta the largest ever 
held over the course. 

The new Beta Theta Pi house at Michigan will represent an 
investment of $32,000, the material being native granite and pressed 
brick. It is in the Greek style of architecture and will accommo- 
date twenty-four men. 
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Theta Delta Chi will enter Stanford April 25, we are informed. 
The new chapter will number fourteen, and a house recently vacated 
by Delta Kappa Epsilon will be taken. This will make thirteen 
fraternities at Stanford, besides the four sororities. — Scroll. 



Delta Kappa Epsilon has the only house at Lafayette, being per- 
mitted to occupy it because it is on the campus and rented from the 
trustees. Sigma Chi has a lodge on the end of the campus, but is 
not allowed to live in it. 



The Yale News, the oldest college paper in the United States by 
more than a year, celebrated its twenty -fifth anniversary on January 
28th. Herbert W. Bowen, United States Minister to Venezuela, 
was the founder of this paper, which first appeared in the form of a 
small sheet, about 6 inches by 9. 



The Viceroy of Nankin, acting for the Chinese Government, has 
presented the Columbia University Library with a set of the first 
issue of the great Chinese Encyclopaedia, in recognition of the fact 
that Columbia is the first American university to establish a course 
in Chinese. — The Scroll. 



The plain unjeweled pin has for some time been the only author- 
ized badge of the Fraternity, but by further official action Frater- 
nity jewelers are now forbidden to manufacture and sell any other 
style emblem. It is far neater and more tasteful than the jeweled 
pin once so common, and it is gratifying to know that the latter is 
now under as effectual a ban as the Fraternity is able to put upon 
it.

The new Semitic Museum at Harvard was formally opened in 
February. This is the first museum in the world devoted exclu- 
sively to Semitic culture. The collections illustrative of Babylon- 
ian, Assyrian, Hittite and Palestinian archaeology, ethnology, etc., 
are already large, and are expected to increase rapidly. Mr. Jacob 
Schiff, of New York, is the donor of the large and beautiful museum 
building. — The Scroll. 
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The fraternities at the University of Chicago are discussing 
with President Harper his proposal for the University to provide 
permanent homes for all the fraternities in college, the houses 
to be in the same locality, near the campus, but not to include 
cuisines, the men to eat at the University Commons. The matter 
is having the serious thought of all the students, and a committee 
comprising a representative from each fraternity has been appointed 
to consult with the President. — The Scroll. 



Beta Theta Phi has long led in the number of houses which its 
chapters occupy, but was last year overtaken by Phi Delta Theta, 
The directory in the October Beta Theta Phi shows that 45 of its 
65 chapters occupy houses. Of the 68 chapters of Phi Delta Theta, 
45 now occupy houses (not counting flats rented at McGill and 
Washington). Of the 45 Phi Delta Theta houses, 14 are owned by 
chapter-house associations, while the chapters at Ann Arbor, Indiana, 
Purdue, Auburn and Missouri own building sites. — The Scroll^ Phi 
Delta Theta. 



Sigma Alpha Epsilon bought a house at Cornell last fall. Stock 
and bonds of the chapterhouse corporation were issued on January 
I, 1903. The bonds run thirty years, at 4 per cent, interest, and 
are secured by a second mortgage, or deed of trust. The voting 
membership of the corporation is based on the stock, which is 
made up of 20,000 shares of $1 each. For every paid subscription 
to bonds before January ist one share of stock was issued as a bonus 
with each bond, and the balance of the stock is to be sold at par. 
To complete the purchase a loan of $2,000 was secured from the 
general fraternity upon a second mortgage. It was hoped to lift 
this mortgage soon by sales of stock and bonds. Each initiate must 
purchase at least one $25 bond. A sinking fund is planned. — 
Scroll. 



Nineteen universities of the United States are placed by Dr. 
Rudolf Tombo, Jr., Registrar of Columbia University, in the class 
of the ''largest universities/* The student enrolment given is 
as follows: Harvard, first, with S»4Si; Columbia, second, with 
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5439; then Chicago, 4,315; California, 3,805; Michigan, 3,764; 
Minnesota, 3,505 ; Cornell, 3,402 ; Illinois, 2,951; Wisconsin, 2,884; 
Northwestern, 2,875; Yale, 2,816: Pennsylvania, 2,578; Nebraska, 
2,289; Syracuse, 2,020; Indiana, 1,648; Stanford, 1,493; Missouri, 
1,408 ; Princeton, 1,377, and Johns Hopkins, 686. The size of the 
teaching staff at each university may be best stated in relation to 
the student enrolment. Johns Hopkins University has one instruc- 
tor to every four students : Cornell has one to eight ; Yale, one to 
nine ; Columbia, Harvard, Northwestern and Pennsylvania, one to 
ten ; California, Minnesota and Syracuse, one to twelve ; Nebraska 
and Princeton, one to thirteen ; Michigan, one to fourteen : Missouri 
and Wisconsin, one to fifteen. Harvard has the largest faculty, 533. 



An editorial in the November Beta Theta Pi gives a table of the 
membership of the chapters of that fraternity on November i, 1902, 
showing that the 65 active diapters had 12,029 members, the 23 
inactive chapters 1474 members, names counted twice jj(>\ net total 
membership, 12,727. The Editor also says that last November Delta 
Kappa Epsilon hadi4,i69 members, and Phi DeltaTheta, 11,720. As 
a matter of fact. Phi Delta Theta had 11,476 members February i, 
1902, as shown by official reports, which number certainly exceeded 
11,800 by initiations to November i. As shown in the review of 
the Beta Theta Pi catalogue in The Scroll^ December, 1899, the ex- 
cess of the membership of Beta Theta Pi over that of Phi Delta 
Theta is largely due to the adoption by Beta Theta Pi of the alumni 
of the Alpha Sigma Chi and Mystical Seven fraternities, the Sigma 
Delta Pi society at Dartmouth and other local societies chartered 
by Beta Theta Pi, However, the figures given for Delta Kappa 
Epsilon, Beta Theta Pi and Phi Delta Theta are for the enrolment, 
taking no account of deceased members. Prior to 1883 Delta Kappa 
Epsilon and Beta Theta Pi eadi had a very much larger member- 
ship than Phi Delta Theta. The 1883 edition of Baird's " American 
College Fraternities," gave Delta Kappa 6,300 members, Beta Theta 
Pi 5,000, Phi Delta Theta 2,600. The great growth of Phi 
Delta Theta has been since 1883. Many of those initiated before 
1883 are now numbered among the silent majority, and of course, 
both Delta Kappa Epsilon and Beta Theta Pi have suffered losses 
from death more than has Phi Delta Theta. It is probable that the 
present living membership of Phi Delta Theta is larger than that of 
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either Delta Kappa Epsilon or Beta Theta Pi. That it is larger 
than the living membership of Beta Theta Pi is almost certain. 
Indeed, nearly nine years ago Mr. A. P. Jacobs, Psi Upsilon, a 
statistical expert regarding f ratemies, asserted that Phi Delta Theta 
had the second largest number of living members. Reviewing the 
last (1894) edition of the Phi Delta Theta catalogue, he compared 
the membership of Delta Kappa Epsilon, Beta Theta Pi, Phi Delta 
Theta and Psi Upsilon, and said in the American University Maga- 
Miue^ August, 1894: ''As the proportion of deceased members in 
Phi Delta Theta is very small (less than seven per cent), this society 
undoubtedly stands second in respect to numbers of living repre- 
sentatives.'* — The Scroll

GAMMA BETA AND HER NEW CHAPTER HOUSE. 



The Gamma Beta Chapter was chartered in the autumn of 1874, and 
was duly installed and the first meeting held on the 25th day of November 
of the same year. It will, therefore, very shortly enter upon the thirtieth 
year of existence. 

About 1865, a local society known as the Alpha Chapter of the Fra- 
ternity of Psi Phi was founded in Columbia College, and it was this 
organization that nine years later, after a successful and prosperous 
career, merged itself into D K E,to remain ever since one of the integral 
parts thereof. That Psi Phi was originally intended for a national organi- 
zation cannot be doubted. Not only does the designation of the Alpha 
Chapter show this, but an examination of the records of thirty years ago 
brings to light the fact that steps were taken looking towards the establish • 
ment of a chapter at Harvard University in 1872, and one in the Stevens' 
Institute of Technology in the following year, 1873. The latter effort was 
admittedly a failure, but the former had made some progress and was 
under way at the time when the society went out of existence. It is 
evident that there had arisen among the members a strong feeling towards 
an extension among other colleges, or, failing in this, the affiliation with 
scxne large general fraternity, although this spirit met with some vigorous 
opposition. 

This tendency, then, resulted in the fall of 1873 of the sending of an 
application for a charter to the 27th Annual Convention of Delta Kappa 
Epsilon, then in session at Easton, Pa., which application, however, was 
laid over for one year, without action. Mr. Thomas S. Ormiston, a 
member of Nu, at the College of the City of New York, had entered the 
Class of '75 in Columbia at about this period of the society's history, and 
had received permission from Phi Chapter to join Psi Phi, having been 
elected to membership therein. Ever a Deke of the utmost and deepest 
loyalty, Mr. Ormiston's efforts added fuel to the fire which was already 
burning so brightly in the heart of this sturdy little organization, and it 
was undoubtedly due largely to these efforts that the society was ultimately 
landed safely in the fold, and with the gentleman in question as one of the 
charter-members. 
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All these things, however, were not accomplished without much 
diplomacy, argument and earnest effort. Psi Phi having been established 
nearly a decade had a v^ry considerable and strong list of alumni, and 
when it became noised about of the steps that were under consideration 
by the undergraduate members of the society the discussion and turmoil 
occasioned thereby was of no small moment. Many former and g^duate 
members, and indeed some undergraduates, were opposed to the making of 
a move that would thus obliterate their local identity. On the other hand 
a large proportion favored the project, requesting only that, if possible, 
they might be initiated into D K B zt the time of the installation. One 
very earnest and active undergraduate member of the society, now ^ 
prominent member of the New York Bar, and something of a figure in 
politics, fought so bitterly that in an excess of enthusiasm he appropriated 
the constitution of the society, repeatedly refusing to give it up, and during 
the meeting at which the final and decisive vote was taken, the same 
gentleman, by a sudden and well-executed flank movement obtained 
possession of one of the minute books and quickly vanished from the 
room, never to return. Undeniably the esprit de corps of this little societ) 
was very high, and while some of its members were carried away by their 
enthusiasm therefor, the majority saw the benefits to be derived by the 
alliance with a great and powerful national organization, and the applica- 
tion for a charter from D K B was accordingly fervently urged, and these 
efforts became duly rewarded by the 28th Convention in 1874 creating 
the Beta Charter of Delta Kappa Epsilon. 

So much, in brief, for Psi Phi, these thirty years out of existence. 
This vigorous little body, after a long life of success and prosperity, 
relinquished her identity to become the founder of a strong and powerful 
chapter. God bless old Psi Phi! May her memor>' remain ever green, for 
through her came into being Beta oi D K B, afterwards known as 
Gamma Beta. 

Beta began her career with a membership approximating 18 or 2C. 
The names of 33 men appear on the charter, but nearly one-half of these 
were alumni of Psi Phi, signers of the petition. Rival societies there 
were aplenty, the most formidable being Psi Upsilon, founded in 1842; 
Delta Phi in the same year, and Delta Psi in 1847, ^^^ very old chapters 
and strongly established. The total PVaternity representation at the 
time did not exceed six societies; to-day it is three times that number. 
From an institution of a few hundred students Columbia has grown to be 
a great university of many thousands, and the fraternity expansion has 
been a natural outcome. 
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Psi Phi had been established in the School of Arts, but its member- 
ship had gradually broadened, so that Beta's members were drawn from 
the Academic, the School of Mines and the Law School. Occasional 
mention is made, too, of members from the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons. Several of the charter members were already Dekes from 
other chapters, taking courses in the professional schools of the University, 
and they were necessiarily of great assistance to Beta, their experience 
being of value. However, the chapter seems to have quickly adjusted 
itself to the new relationship, and apparently took but a short time to 
become an ardent, full-fledged and active member of Dekedom. Un- 
fortimately for us of a later day, to whom each and every detail of the 
chapter's early life is of interest, the designation of the meeting places is 
veiled more or less in obscurity. The fact that the meeting was held 
"at the usual place," as set forth in the records, throws but little light 
to-day. In the minutes of Psi Phi occasional references are made to 
rooms on Broadway at various locations near Union Square, and the 
Beta Chapter, during the first year of existence, apparently held forth 
first "in the rooms on Fourth Avenue/' and later on in 14th Street, near 
Fifth Avenue. Surely any or all of the above-mentioned places were far 
removed from the college, which was then at Madison Avenue and 49th 
Street, but it is probable that a majority of the members at that time 
resided below 23d Street, thus desiring that the rooms be easily accessible^ 
in the evening. 

The years from the installation of the chapter up to the early '8o*s 
may be called the formative period of her existence, and the interests and 
actions of the members were such as would characterize such an organiza- 
tion. College politics formed an ever-present subject of discussion, at 
times growing to a fever heat. Alliances, attempted coalitions, rejected 
propositions, charges of bad faith against other societies, all served to 
keep the pot boiling. Debates on the weightiest subjects of the day were 
strenuously argued and eventually settled to the satisfaction of all parties. 
Matters of national importance were given great and careful consideration. 
Some of the results of later years showing the judgment and discretion of 
the young orators. Spain, for example, was repeatedly rebuked for her 
barbaric and oppressive rule in the Island of Cuba, and the United States 
was as often called upon to intervene. Frequent consideration of the un- 
ceasing question of the Harvard chapter showed earnest attention to the 
details and welfare of the Fraternity at large. That the meetings did not 
consist entirely of these heavier matters may be well believed. Fines of 
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various small sums for inattention and "disorder" were not tmcommon. 
One must necessarily refrain from giving the names of the guilty parties, 
but it is of interest to note that the most persistent offenders of those days 
are now among the most honored altunni, many of them occupying the 
highest positions in the realms of Medicine, Education, Literature and 
Law. The social side, too, was far from n^lected. Annual suppers and 
dinners seem to have come with surprising frequency, and to the entire 
enjoyment of all. 

The prominent athletic sport of Columbia at the time was rowing, a 
branch in which she often excelled, and Beta displayed a particularly 
ardent interest therein. The Psi Phi Boat Club, composed of members 
of the chapter and named after the parent organization, owned a shell, 
by name the Columbia, and Beta supplied oarsmen for some of the Blue 
and White's most famous crews in the 70's, during the period when the 
great Intercollegiate Regatta was held annually at Saratoga Lake, with 
contestants numbering from ten to fifteen. The '74 crew, in particular, 
winner from a large number of entries, had as a member Edward S. 
Rapallo, of Beta, '74 Arts. The only material evidence of this rowing 
club that has come down to Gamma Beta is a small red and white flag, 
formerly used to decorate the shell, together with a photograph of the 
Columbia boat house of those days, both of which are carefully cherished. 

During these earlier years the names of many men stand out promi- 
nently for their devotion and earnestness. Members who had graduated 
some years before continued to visit the meetings, advising, assisting and 
doing all in their power to further the interests and welfare of Beta. This 
brief sketch would not be complete without some acknowledgment of the 
devotion and unflagging interest shown by Brothers Ormiston, Macy, 
Babcock, Thompson, Booth, Embury and Holbrook. 

In October, 1878, the 32d Annual Convention was held with Beta, 
and great indeed were the preparations therefor. Dues were increased 
and assessments levied for the purpose of properly carrying out so 
momentous an occasion, the Convention Committee, with Arthur Macy 
as Chairman, being instructed to "spread itself." It was a gfreat success, 
and a deficit of $130 was duly reported and as quickly accepted. Evidently 
it was well worth the money. Shortly thereafter, too, the purchase of a 
billiard table was authorized, to be paid for in instalments, a charge for 
the use of the same being also ordered until the debt had been liquidated. 
Apparently the popularity of this amusement was very great, as the use 
of the table during the meeting hour was prohibited by resolution soon 
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after its purchase. Surely the joys of chapter life were many indeed, and 
rapidly growing. 

During the same year the Columbia chapter of Alpha Sigma Chi, a 
fraternity founded at Rutgers College in 1873, and now long since 
defunct, revolted, and overtures were made to Beta for its absorption. 
This proposition was at first looked upon askance and with decided dis- 
approval, but inasmuch as the applicants had decided to join some other 
fraternity in any event, had practically severed their relations with Alpha 
Sigma Chi, and were desirable men, they were finally admitted, some 
eleven or more in number, at one time, thus swelling the ranks of Beta 
to hitherto unheard-of proportions. It is doubtful, however, if even with 
this addition the chapter was as large as the average one of to-day. In 
1879 ^ catalogue of the Fraternity was issued under the direction of 
the chapter. 

Reunions of the alumni were being held from time to time, the first 
years of indecision, inexperience and doubt were rapidly passing, and 
Beta was fast becoming an influential and powerful chapter of Delta 
Kappa Epsilon. This establishment on a firm and lasting foundation, 
had not, however, been accomplished without much effort and an un- 
swerving devotion and loyalty. The way had been far from smooth at 
times, the future in doubt, but Beta's sons successfully weathered the 
storms that crossed her pathway, placing her in a strong position, from 
which she has never receded. 

For several years, beginning in 1881, the chapter pursued the even 
tenor of her way, nothing occurring that would call for special notice or 
attention. At tfiis time the rooms occupied were at No. 124 Fifth Avenue, 
showing the beginning of the uptown movement even then. The rental, 
$600 per annum, proves the broadening out and enlarging scope of the 
society. The disbursement of this amount annually for rent would doubt- 
less have been viewed with horror at the time of the installation and for 
several years thereafter, but the passing of time brought increased mem- 
bership and requirements, together with an enlarged income. The institu- 
tion of the Council and Quarterly drew much interest and attention from 
the chapter, and no small amount of effort was expended in obtaining 
subscribers for the latter, for which purpose a complete list of the alumni, 
up to date with accurate addresses was compiled. In 1884, the charter 
which appears to have become lost, was restored to the chapter, through 
the Council, for which Beta was deeply grateful. 

It was not until the year 1886 that a storm appeared on the horizon 
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which later developed into a tempestuous gale, at one time shaking the 
society to its very core, and assuming a more than ordinarily threatening 
appearance. In all her thirty years of existence it is doubtful if any more 
trying period was passed in the life of the chapter. 

Shortly previous to the 38th Convention, held at Washington in 
January, 1887, a movement for the re-establishment of scnne of our old 
Southern chapters, so unfortunately rendered extinct by the Civil War, 
assumed strength and influential backing, especially with regard to the 
chapter at the University of North Carolina, originally chartered in 1851, 
under the designation of Beta, and inactive from 1861. The probability 
of the revival of any of these chapters had seemed very remote, and 
apparently the designation of new chapters with the former names of 
those long out of existence seemed an easy solution of the problem. 
Subsequent events, however, proved the extreme inadvisability of this 
proceeding, which, fortunately, had occurred in but two instances. Upon 
applying for revival the North Carolina petitioners and alumni, of whom 
there were a strong list, naturally and somewhat rightfully requested that 
their old name of Beta be restored to the chapter at its reinstatement. 
Beta of Columbia was then thirteen years of age, and had arisen to an 
influential and powerful position in the Fraternity as well as in Columbia, 
and the relinquishment of the name under which they had worked loyally 
and successfully for so many years was a proposition that met with any- 
thing but enthusiasm. A tentative suggestion from the Council that the 
chapter be called Beta Beta received no warmer reception, and from that 
time forth there began a period of discussion and negotiation with the 
Council that extended over two years, and called forth all the energies of 
the chapter, together with the efforts of the alumni. The North Carolina 
chapter was duly revived at the Convention of 1887, and assigned the 
name of Beta Alpha, the Columbia contingent steadfastly refusing 10 
recede from their position. This arrangement as to name, however, 
proved to be only a makeshift, and ultimately the name of Beta was again 
granted to our Southern brethren. Names suggested to the Columbia 
body by the Council were quickly rejected or entirely ignored, and no 
effort was made to arrive at a choice among the members. "Beta it 
must be," said Beta of Columbia, notwithstanding Beta of North Carolina, 
and the situation was decidedly strained. The final and satisfactory settle- 
ment of this unfortunate matter was not consummated until the 42d 
Convention, held at Cincinnati in 1888, where one last heroic stand was 
made, resulting in the surrender of Beta of Columbia, and her acceptance 
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of the name Gamma Beta. It is of interest to note that on this occasion 
the cause was pleaded by Brother Clarence Lexow, '75, afterwards State 
Senator, and still later Chairman of the Senate Investigation Committee 
which some years ago took such a deep and personal interest in the 
governmental affairs and conditions of New York City as to shortly there- 
after readjust and change its entire municipal complexion. While un- 
successful, Brother Lexow's efforts before the Convention were so loyal 
and of such a painstaking character that the chapter presented him with a 
lasting souvenir in recognition of their gratitude and appreciation. 

Despite their contention of and fear for loss of position and prestige 
if deprived of their old name, Gamma Beta appears to have more than 
held her own under the new designation, gaining in strength year by 
year, and for ten years following the momentous occurrences just 
chronicled little out of the ordinary occurred to disturb her tranquil 
existence. Conventions were held in New York in 1890, and again in 
1894, the latter the famous 50th Anniversary of the foundation of the 
Fraternity, at both of which she was represented in full force. 

The Twenty-fifth Anniversary of the founding of the chapter was 
fittingly celebrated on the 15th of December, 1899, by a complimentary 
dinner held at the Hotel Savoy, given by the undergraduates and alunmi 
to the charter members. For weeks in advance an active campaign had 
been made in search of the original members, and replies were received 
from a very gratifying proportion. Eleven charter members were in 
attendance, viz. : Brothers Augustus P. Barnard, '68 ; R. Clarence Dorsett, 
'72; Edward S. Rapallo, '74; William Babcock, '75 J Martin E. Wald- 
stein, '75 ; Frank Drisler, '74 ; Aymar Embury, '76 ; Francis N. Holbrook, 
75; Dr. J. Arthur Booth, '78, and William Henry Haldane, '72, who 
acted as Master of Ceremonies. Telegrams and messages of regret came 
from several others, notable among which were those from Brother 
Ormiston, '75, in California at the time; Brother Charles Waldstein, '75, 
Professor of Archaeology in Cambridge University, England; one from 
Brother W. J. Adams, '72, and from Clarence Lexow, '75. The total 
attendance was about one hundred. 

An intensely interesting feature of the evening was the initiation into 
Delta Kappa Epsilon of Henry Augustus Whiting, '66, founder and father 
of the Psi Phi Society in 1865. Mr. Whiting's professional duties as an 
engineer had carried him to the far comers of the earth during the inter- 
vening years, and while he had been deeply interested in the welfare of 
the society, and heartily in accord with the alliance with D K B, \i had 
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never been his privilege to take advantage of the opportunity for initiation 
therein, much to his regret. Business affairs having called him once more 
to New York, he again took up the matter, and his desire soon came to the 
ears of the chapter. A special dispensation was applied for and granted 
by the 53d Convention at Springfield, permitting Gamma Beta to tak** 
unto herself this loyal gentleman who had been a Deke at heart all 
those years. 

The performance of the entire initiatory ceremonial was turned over 
to and put in the hands of the charter members, and in a room especially 
provided for the purpose. Brother Whiting was, nearly thirty years after 
his g^duation, welcomed and initiated into the chapter for whose being 
he was so largely responsible. Later in the evening he delivered a cliarm- 
ing and scholarly address, which went deeply to the heart of every 
listener. 

Each and every one of the charter members made a speech to the 
boys, the predominant tone being "old times" of twenty-five years back, 
and it was easily to be seen why Gamma Beta has even been surcharged 
with a spirit of good fellowship and loyalty, for with such a foundation 
laid in 1874 it could scarcely have been otherwise. During the evening 
a number of valuable presents were made to the chapter by the charter 
members, all in the nature of Memorabilia. For the undergraduates 
Brother Mortimer W. Byers, '98, responded in a ringing speech that 
aroused the gfreatest enthusiasm, fairly carrying the assemblage off 
its feet. 

The Committee in charge of the affair had been indefatigable in an 
effort to make the occasion a memorable one, and that it was such is due 
largely to their untiring energy, and particularly to the devotion and work 
of their Secretary, Brother Roelif Hasbrouck Brooks, '00. The entire 
occasion was assuredly one of the milestones in the life of Gamma Beti, 
and the remembrance of it will ever linger in the hearts of those present. 

With this recital of the celebration of Gamma Beta's quarter century 
of existence we may bring to a close this brief account of the more 
important happenings in her active and busy life. From 1899 to the 
present date the chapter has steadily and regularly advanced in prosperity 
and strength. While her sons have been winning fame, honor and 
recc^;nition in their life work, the undergraduate members have brought 
to themselves and the Fraternity recognition and prominence in their own 
field, the University. Honors in scholarship, on track, football field and 
crews, all of which are so dear to the heart of the undergraduate, have 
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come with regular frequency, a detailed enumeration of which would be 
superfluous. 

The founders of the chapter in 1874 builded better than they knew. 
From the small beginning of thirty years ago Gamma Beta has developed 
into a powerful and sturdy chapter with a total membership of 408 men. 
FnMn a modest organization with a place for an occasional meeting once 
in a few days, she has become a prosperous chapter with a splendid house 
of her own, and a concrete and loyal body of undergraduates and alumni 
whose influence and devotion has ever been g^ven in her interest. 

Her honors in the Fraternity have been many and frequent. Five 
times has the Presidency of a convention come to her door, in 1878 at 
the 32d Convention, in 1879 at the 33d, at the 35th in 1881, and more 
recently in 1885, when Brother John Vernou Bouvier, '86, presided over 
the 38th Convention, while the memory of the famous 55th held at 
Washington in 1901, with Brother Howard S. Harrington, '99, as Presi- 
dent, is still fresh in the minds of those whose pleasure it was to attend. 
Representation on the Council has been hers in the regular order of 
procedure, and Brother Hervey Van Alen Anderson, '84, now dead, was 
Secretary, as was also Brother Richard Cobden, '86. Other members have 
been Brother Edward W. S. Johnston, '86, the late Herbert A. Kings- 
bury, '79, and C. Murray Rice, '91, who served two terms, while the 
present Council representative from Gamma Beta is President of that body. 

Any discrimination in favor of alumni of the chapter whose fame and 
position in the world is greater than that of others would be obviously 
unfair. Suffice it to say that Gamma Beta has sent out into all walks 
of life a coterie of many sons whose successes and accomplishments will 
ever redound to her credit. Scattered over the four comers of the earth 
will be found Mining and Civil Engineers, sons of Gamma Beta; promi- 
nent at the New York bar are many others ; among leaders of the world 
of Finance, men whose names are household words, are those who pledge 
their allegiance to her ; sons of the Church, as well, she claims for her own ; 
in Art, Architecture, Literature and Medicine ; in the realms of business 
life, and even in the Professor's chair of a far-off English University, will 
be found Gamma Beta Dekes. For those of her children who have 
brought renown and fame upon themselves, as well as their Fratemit}' 
and chapter. Gamma Beta is proud, but her heart beats just as warmly for 
those who have not found their paths laid in as pleasant places, but whose 
loyalty and devotion has ever been given to her. 

In 1897, Columbia University removed from Madison Avenue and 
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49th Street to its present site on Morningside Heights, and from this time 
forth undergraduate conditions and life took on an entirely new aspect. 
The headquarters of the chapter had for many years been in a room or 
suite of rooms, visited once a week for meeting purposes, and occasionally 
oftener by groups of men who might happen to drop in for a short time. 
At one time Gamma Beta shared with Nu a floor in the Delta Kappa 
Epsilon Club, then at 435 Fifth Avenue, which arrangement, however, did 
not prove satisfactory, and was abandoned. The last downtown meeting 
place was at No. 557 Fifth Avenue, near 46th Street, where the entire 
upper floor was attractively fitted up, and this was given up only by 
reason of the University removing to ii6th Street. But despite all that 
was done for the enjoyment of the members, chapter house life in thi 
real sense of the word was lacking, and this statement applies also to 
every society at that time in Columbia University. 

Prior to the opening of the college year in the fall of 1897 steps were 
taken to meet the new conditions and requirements, and the house at the 
northwest comer of Manhattan Avenue and 119th Street was leased, 
furnished, and soon occupied to its full capacity by men making it their 
home. This was Gamma Beta's first chapter house, and the undergraduate 
spirit was gfreatly stimulated thereby. Day by day, however, the necessity 
of eventually housing the chapter in a property of their own became more 
evident. A committee of earnest alumni, drawn from many classes, and 
known as the Building Committee, was therefore appointed, and the matter 
taken up with great care and attention. The purchase or building of such 
a property in a great city like New York is necessarily one of no small 
amount of difficulty. Many of our chapters in the smaller college towns 
are handsomely and adequately housed in properties, the total cost of 
which will scarcely equal the value of the small piece of ground necessary 
for such a project on Manhattan Island. During the gradual working 
out of this problem the chapter had, for various reasons, such as lack of 
room, inadaptability of houses, etc., found it necessary to move once or 
twice, remaining, however, by necessity, in the immediate neighborhood 
of their first home, viz., in Manhattan valley, it being impossible to lease 
a building on the hill, near the University. This in itself was an enormous 
handicap, not only because of the distance required to be traversed to and 
from college, but also on account of the tremendous height to be climbed 
in so doing. 

In the spring of 1903, the Committee, after a great amount of thorough 
and painstaking work, incorporated itself into the Beta Association, this 
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name being chosen out of deference and compliment to the original 
chapter, for the purpose of acquiring the property No. 608 West ii3^h 
Street. The officers and members of this association are Aymar Embury, 
'76, President ; John T. Conover, '98, Vice-President ; Howard S. Harring- 
ton, '99, Secretary- ; William H. Maxwell, Jr., '00 , Treasurer, and Thomas 
S. Ormiston, '75; Benjamin D. Woodward, '88; William R. Brincker- 
hoff, '93; Harry Stewart Hall, '98, and Allan B. A. Bradley, '02. A 
canvass was made among the alumni for subscriptions, meeting with 
gratifying results, and the property was accordingly purchased for $30,000 
in May last. 

The house is considered ideal for the purpose, and Gamma Beta feels 
herself to be congratulated on the acquisition of the same. It is a four- 
story American basement light pressed brick and limestone front 
dwelling, situated within a few feet of Riverside Drive, and three short 
blocks from the University. The building is a full 25 feet in width, an 
unusual condition in the location in question, is 65 feet in depth, and built 
upon a lot 100 feet and 11 inches deep. It was erected by a gentle- 
man for his own use a very few years ago, and has absolutely no 
speculative element whatever in its construction. There are fourteen 
rooms in all, amply providing for the chapter needs. 

The entrance is through two limestone pilasters, surmounted by an 
entablature, the vestibule being finished with tiled floor, oak trim, and 
with heavy glass doors set in the same wood. On the first floor, immedi- 
ately to the right of the hall, is the grill room, fitted up with Mission 
furniture, hung with sporting prints, decorated with steins and other 
appropriate fittings. This room is wainscoted very high with oak trim, 
the walls being covered with yellow burlap. There is a large deep-yellow 
glazed tile fireplace and mantel, with iron fixtures and ornaments. Im- 
mediately to the rear is the dining room, connecting by a wide doorway. 
This room is trimmed, as is the one preceding it, with high wainscoting, 
and walls covered with blue burlap. It is connected with the kitchen by 
a butler's pantry. The second floor contains on the front a very large 
parlor, wherein is placed the billiard table, couches, small card tables, etc. 
The woodwork is a rich mahogany, with a handsome mantel of the same 
wood, which is set off by Empire decorations worked out in gold. The 
walls are green-gray in tone, and are hung with pictures of Columbia 
athletic teams, photographs of the University, as well as a large collection 
of pictures of the buildings of sister chapters, acquired from time to time. 
Behind this room, between it and the library, and at the head of the 
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staircase, is a large foyer hall, used almost exclusively as a lounging 
room, and for the nightly gatherings about the fireplace. It is connected 
with the parlor and library by wide entrances in oak, with Ionic columns, 
the entire floor presenting a particularly attractive vista. The walls are of 
deep-red burlap, and are hung with implements of sport, fencing foils, 
snowshoes, golf clubs, etc. A comfortable window couch, the piano and 
a staircase seat complete the details. The library, immediately in the 
rear, is one of the largest rooms in the building. It is filled with large 
and comfortable leather and Morris chairs, a writing table, and smaller 
ones with student lamps thereon. The room is trimmed in oak, with a 
beautiful mantel and fireplace, and handsome built-in bookcases, with 
leaded glass doors, for the chapter library. The walls above the wain- 
scoting arc done in green burlap, hung with oil paintings and engravings, 
while over the fireplace and extending along the westerly wall are a series 
of casts, portions of the Panathenaic frieze. The floors of the two lower 
stories are parquet in every room. The third floor has on the front a 
large meeting room, extending across the full width of the building and 
used exclusively for the ofiicial gatherings of the chapter. There are also 
a large bath and two bed rooms and store room. The top floor contains 
a bath, storage rooms and five chambers. Provision is made for servants' 
rooms in the basement, while a back staircase extends from cellar to roof. 
The main stairways are trimmed in oak, the walls being in red burlap. They 
are hung, on the first floor, with Gibson prints, while at the head of the 
stairs stands a quaint, old-fashioned clock. On the second-floor wall, 
along the stairway, are a series of autographic photographs of many of the 
charter members. 

That Gamma Beta is justly proud of her ownership in this property 
cannot be denied. At last she has come into her own, at last she is occupy- 
ing her chapter house, and may she continue so to do from now until the 
end of time.

Gamma Beta, '98. 
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Eliphalet Nott, D.D., LL.D., for sixty-two years President of Union, 
is often spoken of as the "Father of College Presidents." He was elected 
to that position in 1804, soon after his celebrated sermon on the death 
of Alexander Hamilton. It has been said that that sermon made him 
President. Very few students of the olden time who have not taken 
delight in selecting for their orations extracts from that wonderful 
sermon. Dr. Nott was the first President to give encouragement to Greek 
societies. He claimed they helped him govern college. He was elected 
(but unswung and not initiated) an Honorary member of Theta Chi; it 
having been necessary to elect him in order that the chapter might take in 
the "Nott Prize Scholars." There are many anecdotes and traditions as 
to his methods, and especially his ability to find out and anticipate 
escapades planned by the students. How he did this was a great mystery, 
and many theories were formed in regard to it, one of which was that his 
knowledge of human nature enabled him to select from every class that 
entered Union certain men whom he could use as his detectives, to report 
to him what was going on and what was expecting to be done. However 
that may be, he seemed to have a wonderful faculty of getting on to 
things and nipping them in their bud. It is said that on one occasion a 
half a dozen or more fellows conceived the plan of entering the Doctor's 
carriage-house at midnight, drawing it to the woods near by, taking it to 
pieces and hanging the pieces on the trees. Those engaged in this plot 
were positive sure that no living soul except themselves knew of the 
plan. So at the appointed hour they started to carry it out, and when 
they had reached the edge of the woods, the door of the carriage opened 
and Dr. Nott said: "Now, young gentlemen, if you please, you may 
draw me back." They knew better than to refuse and drew him back 
and left him in the carriage in the carriage-house and that was the end of 
the matter. The boys had to tell of it themselves. On another occasion 
a party of them had planned for a supper, and as the hour approached 
the discovery was made that the committee appointed for that purpose 
had failed to provide some chickens; so while a number of them were 
assembled in one of the rooms, a committee of three was appointed to 
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visit the Doctor's hen-roost. While two entered the coop, cme stood 
guard to give the alarm if any one approached. One of the two climbed 
to the roost, took a chicken by his neck, wrang it, handed it down to his 
comrade, replying, "That is old Prex." He then wrang the neck of a 
second, and handing it down, said, "This is Madam Prex." The third one 
was treated in like manner and named "Miss Prex," remarking as lie 
handed the last chicken down, "I guess that will do." He came down to 
the floor of the coop and discovered that his companion had disappeared. 
Expecting to find him outside, he walked leisurely out and found that both 
had disappeared. He then went to the room where the boys were as- 
sembled, found them in great commotion and demanded to know what 
they had done with the chickens. Both protested that they had not seen 
any. The one who stood guard said that the first thing he knew a man's 
hand was on his shoulder and he had no time to give the alarm. The one 
who was placed to receive the chickens replied that as he saw a man come 
in one door of the coop he rushed out the other ; so it was a mystery as 
to what had become of the chickens until the next day when the three 
yotmg men were invited to dine with the Doctor. Of course, they couW 
not refuse, and when they came to be seated at the table they discovered 
that chickens was the meal. After g^ce, the Doctor said to one of th''. 
young men who was something of a wag, "Well, my son, which will you 
have, some of old Prex, Madam Prex or Miss Prex?" To which he 
replied, "Well, I believe I will take a little of Miss Prex as I think that 
will be more tender." The boys had a good dinner and received a lecture 
on robbing hen-coops and that was the end of the discipline. You can 
imagine that it was sufficiently severe and it was said that from that time 
on Doctor Nott's hen-coop was never robbed. He had very many 
peculiarities and some times in an indirect way authorized things to be 
done that he would not have consented to on other occasions. Here is 
one: The students relied upon the college janitors for their fuel, which 
was usually hickory wood. They had a large quantity on hand at all 
times, but they did not like to sell it until cold weather came as it would 
then bring a better price. One spring there came an unusually cold time 
in the latter part of April, rain and sleet and freezing weather. It caught 
most of the boys without fuel. They seldom bought more than a quarter 
or half a cord at a time, as that they could pile in some place in their rooms. 
The janitors refused to sell wood, so one night the fences of the college farm 
suffered very materially in order to get fuel. The next morning Dr. Nott 
g^ve the students quite a lecture on the laws of health and importance of 
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seeing that their rooms were properly warmed, and closed up by saying, 
"Young gentlemen, be sure that you have fuel for such weather as this, 
but spare the college fences. Fuel you must have." This was said with 
a sort of a blink and a smile which the students interpreted in such a way 
that that night the janitors' wood piles suffered very materially, and the 
day following they were willing to sell any quantity of wood rather than 
to have it stolen or "ragged" as the students called it. It is said that the 
Doctor used frequently in addressing students, especially at the beginning 
of the year when the new men had come in, to remark while talking upon 
the evils of tobacco and wine, that those two substances or the use of 
them, he believed had shortened his days thirty years. As he was eighty 
years of age when the writer entered college, he had at that time ceased to 
make use of that argument. He lived to be ninety-three years of age. 
What would it have been had he never used wine or tobacco.

WILSON S. BISSELL. 



The Alumni Association of Western New York, and the Fraternity 
as a whole, have suffered a great loss in the death of Wilson S. Bissell 
which occurred at his home in the City of Buflfalo on the sixth day of 
October, 1903, after an illness of a few months. 

He was one of the foremost lawyers of this city, and among his pro- 
fessional friends was recognized as the ablest corporation counsel in the 
western part of New York State. 

Mr. Bissell was the son of the late John Bissell and was bom in 
New London, Oneida County, N. Y., on December 31, 1847. When a 
boy of five years his parents moved to this city, and here he had the 
benefit of a public-school education. At sixteen he went to the Hopkins 
Grammar School in New Haven, Conn., to prepare for Yale College. 
Entering college in 1865, he was g^duated in the Class of '69. During 
his college days Mr. Bissell was known to Yale men as "Big Biss." He 
was popular with his fellow students and was elected to membership in 
Delta Kappa Epsilon soon after entering. He was not an athlete, but a 
lovable, hearty young man. 

After leaving college he came at once to Buffalo and entered the law 
offices of Laning, Cleveland & Folsom, one of the most prominent firms 
in the city of that day. The relationship with Mr. Cleveland which began 
when Mr. Bissell was just from college ripened with years into a warm 
personal affection and a close political friendship, and in time they became 
associated in the practice of the law. 

The only public office Mr. Bissell ever held was that of Postmaster- 
General, which was offered to him by President Cleveland in 1893 during 
his second term of office. 

Before that time he had earnestly avoided the strife for place, but when 
the honor of a cabinet office was literally thrust upon him he felt it a duty 
to accept. He served two years, and his administration was marked by 
practical business ability, coupled with an excellent conception of the 
needs of the department and a careful effort to introduce reforms where 
they were aeeded. 
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During his residence in Washington he identified himself with the 
Washington D K B Alumni Association and was for a period President 
of the Association. After his return from Washington he devoted him- 
self more closely than ever to his law work and was seldom drawn into 
the hurly-burly of life. He was, however, a public-spirited citizen always 
and was interested in the welfare of the city of his home in a quiet, rather 
than in a spectacular, way. 

Although a lawyer, Mr. Bissell was not a public speaker. His 
practice was large, having among his clients some of the largest corpora- 
tions doing business in this city and the western part of the State, but his 
work was mostly that of a counsellor, and he seldom appeared in court. 
One of the very few public addresses he ever made was that delivered at 
a dinner given for Grover Cleveland by the Cleveland Democracy of this 
city in May, 1891. That was the last time Mr. Cleveland was in Buffalo 
until he was called upon to attend his funeral. 

Mr. Bissell was prominent in the Democratic Party without being a 
pronounced politician. In 1884 he was one of the Presidential Electors 
on the Democratic ticket, and was privileged to cast his ballot for his 
former law partner, Grover Cleveland, for the office of President of 
the United States. While the latter was in the White House, Mr. Bissell 
continued to practice law and act as delegate to State Conventions. He 
was elected a member of the State Constitutional Convention in 1890, 
and his ability as a lawyer was recognized by Governor Hill in 189 1 when 
he appointed him to the Commission which revised the judiciary article 
of the State Constitution. 

While Mr. Bissell did not participate actively in social matters in the 
dty, he was a member of the University Club, Ellicott Club, Buffalo Club, 
of which he was twice the President, and the Country Club, of which he 
was a prominent member. He was a member of Trinity Episcopal 
Church. He was also Chancellor of the University Club, and a Trustee 
of the Buffalo Historical Society. By the alumni of Yale College he was 
held in high esteem and had served as a Trustee of the University for 
several years. 

Upon Mr. Cleveland's arrival in the city to attend Mr. Bissell's 
funeral he took occasion to testify to his character and close friendship 
for Mr. Bissell which covered a period of many years. He said : 

"I was exceedingly shocked to receive the unexpected news of the 
death of Mr. Bissell. It is, indeed, a sad errand that calls me to my old 
home after a long absence. I knew Mr. Bissell for more than thirty 
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years, and have been associated with him in every vocation of life — as an 
intimate friend, as an associate in professional business, as a co-worker 
in high and important public duty. With this full opportunity to know 
him I have no reservations when I say that I regarded Mr. Bissell as 
pre-eminently an affectionate, sincere, useful and able man. Such men 
cannot be well spared." 

In 1889, Mr. Bissell was married to Miss Louise Sturges, of Geneva. 
He left, beside the widow, one child, Margaret Bissell, who is twelve 
years old, and a brother, Arthur D. Bissell, Vice-President of People's 
Bank of this city, who is also a member of the D K E Fraternity from 
Phi, and a prominent member also of our D K E Alumni Association. 

Mr. Bisseirs funeral occurred at Trinity Church on the afternoon of 
October 9th at 4 o'clock, at which the Rev. Cameron J. Davis, the Rector 
of the church, who is also 2l D K E from the Trinity Chapter, officiated, 
assisted by the Rev. Mr. Sturges, a brother of Mrs. Bissell, and Bishop 
Walker, of the Diocese of Western New York. 

It was attended by Ex-President Cleveland; Hon^ John G. Carlisle 
and Hon. Hoke Smith, Mr. Bissell's colleagues when he was a member 
of the Cabinet ; President Hadley, of Yale, and a large number of business 
and personal friends from all over the country. 

Delegates from the D K E Association of Western New York, the 
Bar Association, Yale Alumni Association, and of many societies of 
which Mr. Bissell was a prominent member, were also in attendance. 

The following members of ihtD K E Association of Western New York 
were appointed a committee to represent the Fraternity at the funeral: 
Sheldon T. Viele, President of the Association ; Hon. Louis W. Marcus, 
S. M. Clement, Robert W. Day, William Edward Foster, Edwards D. 
Emerson, Thomas B. Lockwood, Sherman S. Jewett, Frank E. Sickels and 
Frederick B. Hartzell. 

His remains were cremated and the ashes interred in Forest Lawn 
Cemetery. 

Mr. Bissell always retained his interest in the Fraternity and num- 
bered many of its members among his closest friends. His death is 
deeply deplored by all.

D K E AT SYRACUSE. 



When old Genesee College was moved from Lima to Syracuse, in 
1870, and became Syracuse University, it boasted no Greek letter fra- 
ternities. It brought with it, however, the remnants of the Scroll and 
Pen Chapter of the Mystic Seven. The disintegration of that society 
a few years previous, and the transformation of its only other northern 
chapter, the Owl and Wand at Wesleyan, into Gamma Phi of D K B, had 
left the Scroll and Pen Chapter at Syracuse little more than a local 
org^ization. But the former close connection with Wesleyan was kept 
up, and nobly aided by Gamma Phi a charter was finally secured from 
the Convention of Delta Kappa Epsilon, held in 1871, and Phi Gamma 
oi D K B was installed November 17, 1871. Such was the beginning of 
organized D K B 2it Syracuse. 

At that time Syracuse University was small indeed. Housed in one 
building, it was almost unknown save to the denomination which founded 
it. Its growth, however, has been phenomenal, and hardly equaled in 
university history. In thirty years the University has grown from forty 
to twenty-five hundred students, from one building to nine, not counting 
two in process of construction, and a ten-story business block, the home 
of the College of Law, which is the property of the University. 

Two years after the entry of Delta Kappa Epsilon came Delta 
Upsilon. In 1875, Pi of Psi Upsilon was chartered, and others came 
in rapidly, until now seven men's general fraternities are represented by 
chapters at Syraaise. 

With all this progress at Syracuse D K B has kept pace, and the 
growth of her influence in the University and the city has been com- 
mensurate with that of the University in the college world. 

The seventeen charter members of Phi Gamma soon secured quarters 
in the old Weiting Block on Salina Street, where lodge rooms were main- 
tained for many years. In 1881 the chapter was visited by a disastrous 
fire which completely destroyed the lodge rooms and all chapter records. 
The building, however, was immediately rebuilt, and the new lodge 
rooms even excelled the old. Thus the Phoenix of our chapter escutcheon 
is truly symbolical.

Here centered D K B interest in Syracuse until the advent of the 
chapter-house system. Phi Gamma was among the first chapters to 
adopt this, and in the later eighties secured the house at 1305 East 
Genesee Street, which remained the chapter home until 1899. The boys, 
however, were loth to give up the old lodge-rooms in the Weiting Block 
which for so many years had been the Mecca of local Dekes, and it was 
not until 1892 that they were finally abandoned, and lodge rooms were 
fitted up in the chapter house. 

The old house in Genesee Street was never all that we could desire. 
But to many of us who had our D K E birth there, and spent in it our 
fraternity childhood, it was home indeed, and many of our most cherishetl 
memories must ever return there. 

The final abandonment of the old house was brought about by the 
immediate prospect of a home of our own. For many years a chapter 
house has been the cherished hope of the local Dekes. Gradually plans 
have matured and funds have accumulated until the result is the structure 
on Walnut Park, which we shall be proud to show to the Fraternity at 
the coming convention. This house is not the gift of any one alumnus; 
in fact there is hardly a son of Phi Gamma who has not done his share. 
Nor have Phi Gamma Dekes been alone in the work of building. We have 
had most substantial assistance from many Dekes of sister chapters 
We owe a great debt to Brother Louis Merril, of Sigma ; Brother HeflFron, 
of Mu, and many others who have contributed heavily in money and time. 

Syracuse has been the scene of two national conventions, one, the 
Twenty-ninth Annual Convention in 1875, and the other, the Forty-ninth 
Annual Convention in 1895. 

We remember little about the former convention, except that it was a 
gieat occasion for the baby chapter, and was the second landmark in our 
chapter history. 

The 189s Convention, however, is still very vivid in our memory, and 
we think must ever be. It was only a few nights since that Brother 
Alsever was telling that on the night of the smoker at the chapter housf, 
which opened the Convention, he heard a terrible, yet joyful noise while 
yet four city blocks distant; and that on arriving he learned that th? 
police had already telephoned four times that unless there was less noise 
they would be obliged to interfere. But to the everlasting glory of the 
Syracuse police it is recorded that the smoker proceeded uninterrupted and 
unimpaired until an early hour. A most conspicuous feature of that Con- 
vention was the reception given at the Century Club. Undoubtedly It 
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was the finest D K E social function, and the most representative in its 
character, that has ever been held in Central New York. 

No small part of the influence exerted by Delta Kappa Epsilon in 
Syracuse is due to the Central New York Association. This is an 
incorporated organization, and as such built and owns the Phi Gamma 
Chapter House. It has at its head William Nottingham, Phi Gamma, 
'76, and its Board of Directors comprises some of the best known pro- 
fessional and business men of this section. The Board of Directors holds 
meetings regularly, and transacts no small amount of business relative to 
the association and the local chapter. Banquets of the Association are 
held twice in each year, one on the evening of Washington's Birthday and 
the other during Commencement week. A membership of nearly two 
hundred, which the association enjoys, invariably insures a large attend- 
ance at these gatherings, and g^eat is the outpouring oi D K B en- 
thusiasm. By far the best and the largest of these banquets was th; 
one held during last Commencement at the new chapter house, and which 
was made the occasion of its opening. Alumni returned from great 
distances, many of whom had not seen each other for years. Three 
charter members of the chapter were present. Neighboring chapters 
sent delegations, and altogether the occasion was most memorable. 

The local chapter comprises twenty-seven men. The ancient "D K E 
goat," renowned for his great size and weight, only recently browsed upon 
our lawn, and nine right good fellows were added to its membership. 
Composed of an excellent body of men, located in a fine house, and backed 
as it is by priority of establishment and a most stable alumni association, 
the chapter never was stronger than it is to-day. 

Such, in brief, is Delta Kappa Epsilon at Syracuse. Represented by 
active men in all branches of college life, and by enthusiastic alumni in 
the professions and business of the town, Delta Kappa Epsilon is no 
small factor in the daily life of the city.

EDITORIALS. 

We call attention to the article of Brother Harry Stewart Hall, the 
President of the Council, on "Gamma Beta and Her New Chapter House/' 
which appears in this issue. It is a model of the kind. 



As announced elsewhere, the Convention will be held at Syracuse, 
N. Y., on November 11 to 14, 1903. Elaborate preparations have been 
made by our Syracuse brethren for both the business and entertainment 
ends. The last convention held at Syracuse was in 1895 and our recollec- 
tions are still vivid of its great success. This convention promises even 
more, and the indications are that it will be a record breaker. We hope 
it will. To accomplish this, extra efforts must be used to have a full 
representation of delegates from every chapter and a full attendance 
of the alumni. At the Washington convention in 1901 every chapter 
was represented. This should be the record of every convention. 
We urge the chapters and the alumni to make these extra efforts to 
secure a large attendance. 



The extension question is absorbing the fraternity world. In this 
question we are vitally interested. We have been and are being beset with 
applications for charters from bodies of students from universities and 
colleges of all grades and descriptions. Many of these applications are 
pressed with a vigor almost irresistible. We are met with arguments of 
all kinds. We are told that our numerical supremacy is in danger of 
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usurpation, that other fraternities are surpassing us in the number and 
equipment of their chapter houses, that our chapter lists are few and need 
increasing in certain localities, and so on. 

Within the last decade we have seen the chapter rolls of a number of 
fraternities enlarged beyond all reasonable proportions and their member- 
ship increased commensurately. If members, without regard to quality, 
and long chapter rolls, without regard to the institutions, locality or 
men, are what they want — and it appears to be — their policy is well 
observed. Extension of this character is not what we need. We can- 
not afford it. Indiscriminate extension is bound to disintegrate a fra- 
ternity. The establishment and maintenance of chapters in institutions 
of like standing and the admission of men, into those chapters, of similar 
character and requirements preserve the integrity of the organization and 
of the brotherhood. Numerical strength is important, but not so essential, 
we apprehend, as the preservation of that fraternal bond which can only 
be maintained where there can be affiliation. Affiliation is impossible 
when incongruity exists. 

On the other hand we do not advocate that our gates be forever closed. 
This, we think, would be as unwise as the other extreme. We have seen 
fraternities decay from their own inertness. 

We think that the following pertinent points in an application should 
be carefully considered: The standing and character of the institution, 
whether it is a desirable locality; the quality of the men, whether thev 
are of the required standard ; the position a new chapter would occupy in 
the institution, whether it would rank with the existing societies ; and, if 
all the above are satisfactorily answered, whether or not the proper time 
has arrived and the circumstances are fit for extension in this direction. 



Somebody remarked to the old lady that time flew rapidly. "Yes," 
always reaching for the classical and ornate, "terrible fidget." She 
wasn't far out of the way, however. 

A man crossed my path recently and asked me if I were me. I 
informed him I recognized my own photograph. Then we looked at eacli 
other and shook our heads. I told him the person he named for himself 
was a beardless youth with dark hair and plenty of it. I suggested it was 
a case of mistaken identity. Then he reminded me I was looking across 
a gap of forty odd years, and we fell upon each other's necks and said. 
"Howdy !" I couldn't look at the straggling gray hairs on his head like 
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pins in a pincushion. I could only see the bright-eyed boy who strolled 
by my side through the old Blue Gate or bowled at my shins in cricket. 

But the truth remains some of us are growing old. We can't run 
the conventions any more. We go to the Fraternity dinners, and like 
Uncle Reuben we "jine in the singin"* but the whooping it up must be 
done by the later growth. We hand down the Fraternity as a legacy. 
The young men of the present and the future must invigorate and 
perpetuate it. We look to them to select the material and forge the new 
links in the great chain of Brotherhood. 

No matter how long a man lives, the associations connected with his 
college career never forsake him. Other things fade from his memory, 
but these associations abide with him. The most cherished feature of it 
all is the Greek letter fraternity. The chapter was a tabernacle. Thev 
who went in and out were the beloved. The ivy clings to its walls green 
and beautiful forever. 

One going along a woodland road early in the day notes the moss- 
covered rock, the graceful bush, the wildwood blossoms and the little 
brook with its "tinkling tune." On retracing his steps as the sun goes 
down the details are unnoticed and he sees only the subdued, golden tint 
enriching it all. So as we look backward over the trail of our departed 
years it is all softened by the mellow tenderness which envelops it. It is 
the glow of the sunset and not the splendor of morning ! But our hearts 
are with the boys of to-day. We are with them in all their work, their 
sports, their fellowship. Hold fast to us, dear fellows ! You belong to 
us and we belong to you.

THE FIFTY-SEVENTH CONVENTION. 



A most memorable occasion was the Fifty-seventh Annual Con- 
vention, held at Syracuse, N. Y., with the Central New York Asso- 
ciation and the Phi Gamma Chapter, November 11, 12, 13, 14, 1903. 
In point of attendance the Convention was especially noteworthy, 
equaling, if not exceeding, any previously held by the Fraternity. 
The headquarters were at the Yates, the scene of the Forty-ninth 
Convention in 1895. Wednesday noon, the nth, saw the Yates 
overflowing, and until the close of the Convention, on Saturday, it 
was a most exciting and excited place. 

Four chapters were unable to be represented, but from all of 
these came the most cordial of Deke greetings and the heartiest 
good wishes for the prosperity of the Fraternity and the success of 
the Convention. At least five chapters were represented by more 
than ten men each, and many delegations were four or five strong. 
The local Alumni Association was in constant attendance, and Phi 
Gamma, to a man, was ever present. 

A most happy feature of the Convention was the open hospitality 
of Phi Gamma's fine new home on Walnut Park. Its arrangement 
is admirably suited to such functions as it was honored with during 
convention week, and its constant use gave to the whole Convention 
a true fraternal setting. 

There was held the opening smoker on Wednesday evening, a 
true Deke occasion in the home of Dekes. Punch and smokes were 
there in plenty, and great was the joy of the evening. The house 
could not contain the spirit, and the lock-step march, headed by Phi 
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Gamma's fake band, found its way out one door around the comer 
and in at the side. Brother Baker, of Beta Phi, executed some most 
wonderful songs, and the local chapter's ancient and honorable fire 
brigade, ably assisted by visiting brothers, proceeded to answer an 
alarm, and, after an exciting gallop down the hall, extinguished the 
imaginary blaze on the davenport and gallantly rescued the fortu- 
nate occupants, who were promptly resuscitated at the punch bowl. 
It was a happy time and a fine opening for a most successful 
convention. 

The business sessions of the Convention were held in the 
assembly room at the Yates. The first on Thursday morning. At 
noon the Convention Photograph was taken in front of the City 
Hall. It shows about one hundred and seventy-five men — an 
unusually large number. 

Thursday afternoon was fully occupied by the second business 
session, at which a large amount of important business was trans- 
acted. 

On Thursday evening a reception was given at the chapter 
house in honor of the delegates. The entire house was thrown 
open and was beautifully decorated with palms, smilax and chrys- 
anthemums. Kapp's orchestra furnished music, and an elaborate col- 
lation was served. More than six hundred of Syracuse society were 
present during the evening, in the latter part ot which the dancing 
was commenced and continued until an early hour. The occasion 
was especially significant to local Dekes, in that it was the house 
warming of their new home. 

Pi long session Friday morning finished the business of the Con- 
vention. Each session was replete with earnest discussion and 
careful consideration, and the dignity and intense interest displayed 
was an inspiration to every Deke present. 

Friday afternoon a drag ride about the city gave the delegates 
an opportunity of viewing the beauties of Syracuse. The principal 
streets of the city were traversed and the University campus was 
inspected. Several hours were thus spent in a most enjoyable 
manner. 

The banquet on Friday evening, in the main dining-room of the 
Yates, was the crowning feature of the Convention. Nearly two 
hundred were present. Kappa's orchestra furnished music, and with 
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the many fraternity songs and Deke yells there was " something 
doing " every minute. The " Old Guard " and its pledglings were 
very much in evidence throughout the evening, and they fully sus- 
tained their reputation.

The menu cards and favors were unique. Each delegate found 
at his plate a delicate china ash tray of circular design, decorated 
with the Fraternity escutcheon in colors. Just fitting in this was the 
menu card in white, bearing on its front the rampant lion in gold 
and on its reverse the escutcheon of Phi Gamma Chapter in colors. 

Brother Henry T. Dawson, Phi Gamma, '8i, was Toastmaster, 
and opened the speechmaking by introducing Brother Willoughby 
G. Walling, Delta Delta, '99, who spoke on " Expansion." Among 
other things he said : 

" Delta Kappa Epsilon has always been in favor of an intelligent 
form of expansion. She has always stood for growth and has never 
stood still. Delta Kappa Epsilon was first founded in the New Eng- 
land States, and from there soon spread to the South. Delta Kappa 
Epsilon has always realized that to maintain the position which her 
charter members intended her to maintain she must keep her eye 
on the whole country, and she must realize that changes are taking 
place, that the center of population is at one time in one place, at 
one time in another ; that the big institutions are in the West, and 
that the character of these institutions is changing. 
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** Delta Kappa Epsilon has expanded in the past. She has had 
to meet many changes. In war time she had to show her strength. 
She was left with a great heritage by that war, as no other frater- 
nity had so many soldiers fighting on both sides as did Delta Kappa 
Epsilon. She lost more active members in killed and wounded than 
the number assembled here to-night. But she arose from the strain 
and in a few years stood with redoubled strength to meet her 
rivals. 

" Delta Kappa Epsilon is no insular, provincial fraternity. We 
are not Delta Chi's nor Sigma Phi's, but we are Dekes and we stand 
for more than the smaller fraternities. This has always been a 
great safeguard to us and has kept us from falling into a self-satis- 
fied rut. 

" Our first expansion was in New England, and New England to- 
day is filled with chapters. The South offers us no new field. We 
have chapters in the big colleges of the South. The new State 
universities are perhaps the field. The smaller colleges in the West 
do not have the same characteristics as do the colleges in the East. 
Those in the East are able to maintain their prestige by their follow- 
ing. Those in the West have not this advantage, they have all the dis- 
advantage of the eastern college and none of the advantages. If we 
expand in the West it will not be because the western chapters need 
support, but it will come about when the institutions in the West 
gain so high a plane in the educational world as to give additional 
strength to the Fraternity. The Fraternity as a whole does not need 
a more numerous chapter roll, but we do need to take advantage 
of every chance ot increasing the prestige of Delta Kappa Epsilon. 

** Delta Kappa Epsilon is in a most prosperous condition. Twenty- 
three of the chapters own their own houses, and they own five 
temples in addition to these. In the next two years eight more 
houses will be built. I have made a canvass of the entire Convention 
and find there is a decided movement for each chapter to own its 
own house in the near future. 

" Since the inception of Delta Kappa Epsilon our policy has been 
to look far into the future with a view to maintain our attitude as a 
large, catholic, national. Fraternity. 

'' Delta Kappa Epsilon has always stood for expansion. She has 
added laurel after laurel to her treasures, but she has never rested 
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on her laurels. She will have to expand some day, perhaps, not 
because we are forced by weakness, but because we are not a static 
body. We will not expand because we are weak, we will not ex- 
pand because we need strength, but we will expand because our 
ideals demand that we keep the greatest possible position m the 
college world." 

The Toastmaster next introduced Brother Charles Van Voorhis, 
Beta Phi, '90, whose toast was " Our Fraternity — The Kids." 

He said in part: 

"The subject given me was 'The Kids/ Instead of talking 
about anything and anybody I am limited to ' The Kids.' Dr. 
Holmes said at a banquet once 

* We are 20, we are 20, who says more ? 
He is drunk— show him the door.' 

" We are all 20. We are all kids. The difficulty the Toastmaster 
had in calling us together to-night showed that conclusively. We 
are all Idds and we are all enthused with the enthusiasm that Delta 
Kappa Epsilon is the only fraternity. I am reminded of a story of 
old Kentucky. A man was in the early stages of death. He awoke 
from his lethargy, and seeing the clergyman at his side, said 'What 
are you doing.' The clergyman replied, 'You are dying and I 
am preparing you for a better land.' The old fellow aroused him- 
self at that and said, ' That ain't so. There ain't no better land than 
Kentucky.' There is no better fraternity than Delta Kappa Epsilon, 
and I am glad and proud to be a member, and I am glad to be here, 
I am glad to have met you, and I propose the toast ' Delta Kappa 
Epsilon, may she always prosper, and may she always be in the 
future what she has been in the past and more.' 

Toastmaster: " When I was a green Freshman, I was told what 
great men the Dekes were, and Will Wood and Will Nottingham were 
pointed out to me, and I looked at them with veneration, and thought 
what great men they were, and wondered if I ever would be as 
great as they. Then one day, in an evil moment, a Sophomore told 
me that Will Nottingham never told a lie. From that moment he 
was no longer a deity, and he fell way down in my estimation, for 
I could not think much of a man that never told a lie. It has been 
said that the Alumni Association consists of two classes of men, 
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those that went through college and those that didn't. It reminds 
me of a story of the little girl who was asked by her mother if she 
had her Sunday-school lesson. The little girl said she had. Then 
the mother, after asking her questions and finding out that she didn't 
know, asked her if she knew where little girls went that told lies. 
* Yes/ she replied, * they go to hell, up on the Hill at Syracuse.' 
That was a poser and her mother asked her where she got that 
notion, and found out that the little girl had overheard her brother 
tell his father that if he sent him up to college on the Hill that year, 
he was going to raise hell. 

Hon. John D. Teller, Epsilon, '68, was then introduced. He 
spoke on " Our Alumni, Otherwise the Boys," as follows : 

" Brother Toastmaster and Brothers in Delta Kappa Epsilon : 
From the complimentary introduction that I have just received, I 
assume that it is expected of me to raise hell. I do not know why it 
has been decreed that men must be punished for eating and drinking, 
but I know I have been punished in the anticipation of this speech, and 
I am sure you will be punished in listening to it, and all because you 
came here to eat and drink. It seems to me that the effect of my 
being here and speaking to you resembles somewhat the application 
of a remark made to a certain distinguished Kentucky judge. He 
had retired from active professional life and had done that which 
so many of us desire to do when our means permit — retired on a 
farm and practiced agriculture. This judge, in preparing for 
agricultural life, had made a study of the subject and had formed 
many valuable theories. He had a Pennsylvania Dutchman on his 
farm who was a practical man. The farm was not a very produc- 
tive one, and the farmer, after plowing it and seeding it and working 
over it, took the owner of the farm out to look it over. The Judge 
said to the Dutchman : ' John, I have been studying up this matter 
of raising wheat, and I think if you would drag this farm over it 
might improve the crop.' The old Dutchman turned to him and 
said : ^ Mine Gott, Jedge, don't you tink dot farm looks bad enough 
now ?' 1 do not know how I am going to improve this occasion, 
although I might raise hell. 

" But entering into the formal subject which I have not prepared, 
I would like to remind you that the Convention at which the hand 
of fellowship was extended first to our southern brothers after the 
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Civil War, was held at Ann Arbor in 1866. I was a delegate then 
from the Epsilon Chapter. Raines, of Rochester, was President and 
I was Secretary, and the only other eastern delegate was from Ver- 
mont, and there was the first step taken towards the return of the 
Southern brothers after the war. At that Convention the initial 
step was taken towards the admission into our Fraternity through 
the Lima College, of the chapter by which we are now being enter- 
tained. I have very pleasant memories of that Convention. As a 
matter of history I take the liberty of mentioning these facts. 

" I find upon the card for this evening that I am expected to talk 
on * Our Alumni, otherwise the Boys'. Representing Epsilon I find 
that Brother, William Allen Dyer was to speak on 'Alumni Interests, 
From the Cradle Up.' I am sorry to learn that he is kept away by 
illness and so is unable to be here to-night I sent out to find out if 
some of our delegates were not here to stand behind me and back 
me up, but they had all returned — to be at chapel to-morrow morn- 
ing or something like it. Perhaps they thought I might roast them 
for something that happened the last time when I was there. I 
know the boys failed to whoop 'em up like they used to when I was 
there, but the chapters here to-night certainly have not failed in 
this regard. I wish to say that when I was invited to speak I was 
told I might speak upon the influence of Delta Kappa Epsilon in 
the professions. 

'' It is a strange sensation for an old fellow to come back after 
years of absence from the academic life, after having plowed fields 
of greater or less productiveness. We feel like a prodigal son on 
his return to the paternal roof. We enjoy becoming part of the 
early associations, but are conscious of the grime of the world wc 
have collected. Our hair may be gray and the huskiness of our 
speech betrays how early our academic life was, yet there is much 
that we have observed in our association with the world, not the 
least of these being the benefits that society at large has derived 
from the associations, from the activities and from the example of 
college fraternity men. While I have not kept very closely in touch 
with our chapter men I remember very well the character of the 
men that were selected by us at Williams for membership, and my 
acquaintance with men of other chapters down to the present time 
has not changed by idea of the ideals we adhere to — that is, of men 
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that we believe to be the best qualified to be members of our beloved 
Fraternity. They were not men who relied exclusively upon the 
achievements of their ancestors. They were not men handicapped 
by great wealth. They were not men who thought the chief aim 
of college life was to take the highest honors, but they were men 
who appreciated that college was to give them an equipment for 
their life's work, and that upon what they got in college depended 
their future. I think we make no mistake by having that kind of 
men in our Fraternity, and while it is sometimes difficult to distin- 
guish D K E me from other societies as far as usefulness is con- 
cemed, yet I think that Delta Kappa Epsilon represents the best 
type of any college fraternity, and whatever good may have been 
accomplished to the world through such organizations may be 
largely attributed to our own Fraternity, both on account of its pur- 
pose and its high ideals. 

"I have a theory. There may be those who have more time to 
study the subject who may be able to give more statistics on the 
other side than I who have not had much time to study the question, 
but ray theory is that the college societies have been largely influ- 
ential in bringing about reorganization in the various business 
institutions as well as the professions of the world. Reorganization 
typified by fraternal spirit — and there is no form of business, no 
institution, no business, whether in capital, or labor or the profes- 
sions, that has not something to say in the way of commendation 
for that influence that has been exercised, and that has been most 
potent, in its effects. Take it in the ministry. The Church is 
accomplishing more than it is in the pulpit by its fraternal work. 
The Young Men's Christian Associations have become club houses 
in which the young men are brought together, and thus they 
take more interest in the work of the Church. The Medical 
Profession has been benefited, and those branches of Medicine 
which were warring together at one time are united now. The 
law perhaps above all else has been benefited by these fraternal 
influences. It is loyalty to society ; regard for the interests of others ; 
common principles ; a desire to ameliorate the professions. While 
it is but a theory of mine I firmly believe that the college societies, 
the influence in college of the fraternal relationship, the fraternal 
desire to better society in which all have a common interest, is 
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working a great reform through these same agencies in the various 
departments of life. 

'^ Not long ago I was attending the Court of Appeals, being in a 
case in which a neighbor of mine was my opponent. We were 
together one day when he handed me a letter and asked me to read 
it. It was from a son of his. He had two sons and both were royal 
Dekes. It read, * We are very much interested in your plan for 
this case and are in suspense as to its outcome. We hardly know 
which side to be on, but the boys seem to think it will go against 
you. If you win out it will be a family victory, but if Teller wins 
out it will be a Delta Kappa Epsilon victory.* That boy is only 
two years out of college. Next year he will try the Master's Oration 
at Hamilton. This year we elected him to the highest municipal 
office in our city. The man I mention is Dick Drummond, of Ham- 
ilton. I did not tell you that to say that because of his loyalty to 
Delta Kappa Epsilon he won our adherence in his political contests, 
but to show you that men who are loyal to our society are the 
highest men in the world, and he is only one of many that I could 
mention. Loyalty to others, loyalty and interest in the welfare of 
one's associates is a potent factor in life's work, and the men that 
observe that loyalty will be long remembered by their fellow men. 

" My effort to-night reminds me somewhat of a celebrated west- 
emer that I heard of. He was a cow-boy, and was a true member 
of western society. He died as a true member should die, with 
his boots on. As he commended himself to his fellows, on his death 
they were very desirous of remembering him with some suitable 
memorial. They thought about it a great deal and finally decided 
to erect a monument to his memory. Then they thought the mon- 
ument would be incomplete without some suitable inscription char- 
acteristic of him. They finally decided to have one of their number 
write an epitaph for the monument, and this was what was inscribed : 
' Here lies Bill Jones. He done his damndest.' I have done the 
same." 

Brother L. P. Smith, Chairman of the Alumni Association, then 
said : " It was with deep regret that we learned this morning that 
Brother Dyer, who was down for a speech to-night, was detained 
on account of illness at his home, and was unable to be with us. 
We have since been able to secure a substitute whom the Toast* 
master will introduce.'' 
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Toastmaster: ''I attended a banquet last summer and Judge 
Ginsley was one of the speakers, and he spoke under the head of * Our 
Common Good.' He told of a case that happened in his court one 
day. A very prominent case was up for trial, and the only witness 
was a six-year old girl. The judge was in grave doubts whether or 
not the girl knew what she was telling about and so he called her 
up to him and said to her, ' Do you mean to say you heard all the 
proceedings that you have told about?* * Yes, sir.' 'Do you 
know what a lie is?' 'Yes, sir.' * Well, what is it?' *A lie is 
an abomination unto the Lord, and a very present help in time of 
trouble.' 

" I will now present to you Brother Harry Stewart Hall, Presi- 
dent of the Council, so well known to you all.'* Brother Hall re- 
sponded for the Council : 

" I would like to say just a few words regarding the Council 
and its workings, feeling that the delegates and others present may 
be interested to learn of the workings and doings of that body. 
The members of the Council deem it a great pleasure to have the 
opportunity of attending a convention, for, entirely aside from the 
social features, which are a source of so much enjoyment to us all, 
it is a very interesting and instructive occasion. Once a year are 
we permitted to meet Delta Kappa Epsilon in entirety, or practically 
so, with her delegates and representatives gathered together, and to 
learn at that time the various views and opinions of the chapters on 
matters of import and bearing on the welfare of the Fraternity is of 
no small assistance in shaping and directing the policy of the Council 
during the balance of the year when that body is acting as the 
executive head of Delta Kappa Epsilon. 

" The Council, as doubtless all of you know, consists of ten mem- 
bers, three of whom are appointed each January by the chapters, in 
order of their establishment, each to serve for two years, so that 
representation comes now to each chapter about once in ten years. 
Phi, however, has a permanent representative, elected by her each 
year, and this position has for several terms past been more than 
acceptably filled by Dr. H. B. Wilcox. In addition to the seven 
active members, there are three auxiliary or ex-officio ones in the per- 
sons of the Secretary, the Editor of the Catalogue and Quarterly 
Editor. Our Secretary is Mr. Simpson, and there is scarcely an 
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item of history or Delta Kappa Epsilon lore which is not at his very 
finger tips. A past roaster in the art of diplomacy, and the origin- 
ator of a system by which the important points and considerations 
are reached at once, and the unimportant ones eliminated, together 
with a particularly genial personality, has made this gentleman's 
services almost invaluable to the Council, and through it to Delta 
Kappa Epsilon. During my own term of office this fact has been 
strongly impressed up)on my mind. The second member we have 
with us to-night in the person of Dr. A. Norton Brockway, seated 
at my right, whose undertaking in the publication of the 1900 Cata- 
logue is so well known to us alL A book of 12,000 or more names, 
correctly classified and accurately arranged — think of it, gentle- 
men ! — and entirely a labor of love, with the time to accomplish it 
taken from the spare moments of a busy professional life. And I 
honestly believe that the Doctor can at this moment tell you the 
name and address of each and every Deke in that volume, his age, 
whom he married, and the color of his hair and eyes. The Editor 
of the Quarterly is the third ex-officw member. Brother Jesse 
Grant Roe, and any more unenviable position than his seems to me 
scarcely possible. His experience, however, has inured him to the 
hardships of his life, until he has now reached that stage where, after 
sending out eight or more successive appeals for chapter letters, to 
a great proportion of which no attention has been paid by the re- 
cipients, he can, almost at the hour of going to press, calmly seat him- 
self at his desk and with one hand write 90 per cent, of the chapter 
letters himself, graving the minutest and most interesting details of 
life at the various seats of learning represented, while with the other 
he deftly writes an editorial on the ever-present subject of expansion. 
And promptly on time the Quarterly appears in its usual brown 
garb, and the excellence of the issue is noted and commented upon 
by alumni and undergraduates alike. 

'* These, gentlemen, are the members of the Council whose names 
are known to all, from the youngest Freshman initiate here to-night 
to the man who has been out of college for a generation. We of the 
youngs element, when we go to a smoker as last evening, find 
within a few moments that some enterprising soul, with an eye to 
the economy of breath and time, has deftly inscribed in lead pencil 
our cc^^omen upon a previously immaculate and pristine collar. 
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But can anyone here remember the time when it was considered 
necessary to do this in the cases of either Simpson, Roe, or Dr. 
Brockway ? 

" The Council, though it changes on the first of each year as re- 
gards three of its members, loses but little power in the workings of 
the machinery, and quickly adjusts itself with a smoothness of 
action. No small amount of business is transacted from the end of 
one term to another, much of which is disposed of only after mature 
deliberation and consideration. Many matters arise which never 
come before a convention, especially in regard to applications for 
charters, numbers of which are presented of such a nature and from 
sources that cannot warrant more than passing attention. To these 
applicants the Secretary sends a courteous and carefully worded 
reply, gently but firmly disposing of the matter. Those petitions 
which are deemed worthy of investigation or possible consideration 
receive the most thorough attention, and Delta Kappa Epilson may 
be assured that when a decision of that character is announced from 
the Council it has been arrived at only after careful thought and 
serious attention. 

" The Council's members are many of them very busy men of 
affairs, gentlemen to whom the comparatively small amount of time 
given each month to the meetings is a positive sacrifice, and whose 
regularity in attendance proves their loyalty to an interest in the wel- 
fare of Delta Kappa Epsilon. Gamma Phi's own representative, an 
exceedingly busy man in the business world, is almost always in his 
accustomed place, and displays the keenest interest in the policy of 
the Fraternity. And, after all, it must be borne in mind the 
Council is really little else than an Advisory Board to Delta Kappa 
Epsilon during the 363 days that it is not in convention assembled, 
and that the power and actual ability to move and do lies in the hands 
of the chapters, so that what government there may be on the part 
of the Council is that of a very light hand. 

" For the Council, then, in closing I congratulate Delta Kappa 
Epilson on the success of this Convention, together with apprecia- 
tion and thanks to our local brothers for the hospitable reception 
they have accorded to all of us, and give it as my earnest opinion 
that if following conventions be as has this one, both as to social 
features and as to the earnestness and thought which has character- 
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ized the transaction of business, then for the future Delta Kappa 
Epsilon need have no fear.'^ 

Toastmaster : " If there is any one that can tell us where we are 
it is Williamson. He speaks on ' Our Present Status — Especially 
After the Banquet.'" 

" Mr. Toastmaster and Brothers : It seems to be the order of the 
evening to begin each toast with an anecdote, so I guess ' it is up 
to me ' to follow suit. Brother Dawson's story of Mary and the 
effervescing of her father, reminds me of a very similar one which 
occurred when I was in Prep. School. It was in English grammar, 
one that the Professor was giving the class exercises on the mean- 
ing^ of different words — having them write sentences containing 
the words in question used in its proper sense. Among those sent 
to the board was one Rogers, who was told to write a sentence con- 
taining the word * excavate.' Rogers appeared very much puzzled 
and embarrassed, and after fumbling with the chalk several minutes 
finally gave up and said : ' Professor, if you will tell me what exca- 
vate means, I will try to write you a sentence.' 'All right, Mr. 
Rogers,' said the Professor, ' The word excavate means to hollow 
oxxV After thinking a few moments, Rogers put the following sen- 
tence on the board : * I hit the baby and the baby excavated.' 

" Before proceeding, I have the following communication, which 
has just been handed me : ' Alpha of Alpha Phi sends best wishes 
to the Delta Kappa Epsilon Fraternity in convention assembled.' 
Accompanying this thoughtful compliment, is this beautiful bunch 
of chrysanthemums. 

" * Our Present Status ' — The toast assigned me will admit of 
almost an unlimited speech. As applied to those present, judging 
from the hilariousness of some of the brothers, and especially to 
their experiences of last night, I think a volume could be filled. 
The hotel management is evidently expecting a repetition of last 
night's performance after this feast — judging from the number of 
^ cops' stationed throughout the house. I see one just outside 
yonder door, but he looks * easy,' and besides, where is there a 
Deke who is afraid of a ' cop.' 

" ' Our Present Status,' as applied to the Fraternity generally, 
gives us great cause for congratulation. We are now, as we have 
always been, the recognized leaders of college Fraternities, both in 
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the number of our members^ and especially in the success and pres- 
tige of our separate chapters as regards the class of men initiated. 
Go to any institution where there is a chapter of Delta Kappa 
Epsilon, inquire as to the standing of the different fraternities rep- 
resented, and invariably Delta Kappa Epsilon will be in the lead. 

" In the East, our prestige is unquestioned. The majority of our 
chapters, as well as our oldest being located there. Consequently 
our alumni are stronger, and the interest in the success of our Fra- 
ternity is more agitated. As a proof of our recognized leadership, 
weare placed at the head of the great fraternity triad, composed of 
the three greatest college fraternities, being Delta Kappa Epsilon 
first, then Alpha Delta Phi, then Psi Upsilon. 

" In the West and on the Pacific Coast, we have some of our very 
best chapters. We have placed them in institutions of greatest 
prominence and brightest futures. Such institutions are springing 
up rapidly with the constant growth and development of that sec- 
tion of our country, and if we, as a Fraternity, wish to keep abreast 
of the times, we must not be too conservative in the establishment 
of new chapters, when, of course, the conditions are satisfactory. 
I have been much interested in the application of the University of 
Illinois for a chapter, and hope we can ultimately find it to our 
advantage to grant them a charter. I regret very much that the 
application of the University of Texas has been refused, because, 
being from the South, I am interested in the development of our 
Fraternity there. At present our chapters in that section are few 
and far between. Our alumni are widely separated, and conse- 
quently concerted action is difficult. I would like to see several 
chapters of Delta Kappa Epsilon installed in the South in the near 
future, for at present we are looked upon as almost exclusively a 
northern fraternity ; and this, of course, often works to our disad- 
vantage. It is true our colleges in the South are not so large nor 
so numerous as in the East, but the class of fellows is of the best, 
and we can promise you shall have no cause to complain of our 
initiates. Those of you who attended the Memphis Convention will 
remember the magnificent speech of Brother John Ross, in which 
he said : * Boys, we are lonesome down here ; place more chapters in 
the South, and I'll promise you will never regret it.'* 



\ 
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" Brother Walling has just referred to the part Delta Kappa Epsi- 
lon took in the Civil War. This reminds me of a fact of which I, as 
a member of Chi Chapter, am exceedingly proud : When the call to 
arms was sounded on the historic old campus of the University of 
Mississippi, every one of the members of Chi Chapter of Delta 
Kappa Epsilon enlisted in the local company, the University Grays, 
and fought for the Confederacy. When peace finally came and the 
survivors returned to the University to resume their studies, the 
Dekes were the first among the fraternities there to recognize their 
chapter, and they stand to-day, as always, the leaders in that insti- 
tution. 

•* We are under great and lasting obligations to our hosts, the Cen- 
tral New York Alumni Association and Phi Gamma of Delta Kappa 
Epsilon, and also to the friends of Delta Kappa Epsilon in Syracuse, 
for the unbounded hospitality showered upon us during our visit 
here. Those who attended the last Convention have been most 
extravagant in their praise of the pretty girls of Memphis, but judg- 
ing from the young ladies present at the reception and dance last 
evening, 1 wish to say that those of you who did not attend the 
Memphis Convention can rest assured that you have been equally 
as well rewarded at this one — which is saying a great deal. 

'' In closing, I propose a toast to the young ladies of Syracuse and 
to our hosts — May their success always be as great as they have 
made that of the 57th Convention." 

Toastmaster: "The play of Hamlet without Hamlet would be 
very uninteresting. We have some of the old war horses of the Fra- 
ternity with us, and I want to ask a few of them to speak. I will 
call upon Brother Henderson, Tau, *68.*' 

Mr. Henderson : '* Mr. Toastmaster and Brothers in Delta Kappa 
Epsilon. I had no intention of making a speech when coming here, 
but suppose I have to make the best of it now. Our first President 
was Ambrose P. Kelsey. It was largely through his efforts that our 
house was built, and when we had our house warming I presided. 
We had with us at that time a gentleman well known as a humorist. 
In speaking I said what I could for Kelsey, remarking that Kelsey 
was entitled to a great deal of credit for what he had done for us. 
This humorist leaned back and said, ' If he did not have credit he 
could not have done it.' Now we do not depend on credit. Our 
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house is paid for, and every Deke is entitled to its hospitality, and 
we invite you all to come and share it. 

'' I graduated in 1868. It is a great regret to me that our house 
has been closed in Harvard. I want to speak for the old men of the 
Fraternity. I want to say to you that the secret of eternal youth is 
to be a Deke. To preserve the vim and vigor of youth is to be a 
Deke. If Ponce de Leon had been a Deke he would not have had 
to go chasing around after the fountain of eternal youth, but would 
have been alive to-day. Be loyal to your Fraternity, and keep up your 
fraternity spirit and you will live as long as Dr. Brockway, who 
graduated in 1857. Keep up your interest in Delta Kappa Epsilon, 
keep up your associations with the boys, and you will live as long as 
Dr. Brockway, if you don't die younger." 

Toastmaster : '* We have another gentleman with us to-night, who 
is going to make a little speech — you all know him, he is a corker. 
Brother Baker, Gamma Phi, is the man. ** 

Mr. Baker : '' Mr. Toastmaster and Brothers in Delta Kappa 
Epsilon. That was the first time in my existence that I have been 
called a corker — it has generally been an uncorker. I have noticed 
that most of the speakers to-night are members of the Bar. I do not 
believe I have ever seen a body of young men clamor with more 
persistence for admission to the Bar than I saw last night. As I 
stopped on a corner this morning waiting for a car the night clerk 
of the Yates was talking near by with a friend who had not been in 
the city for the past three or four days. The friend said, ' How are 
you doing at the Yates ?' * Fine,' was the answer. * How is busi- 
ness ?' • Rushing.' ' Well, that's good. How many people did 
you sleep over there last night ?' ' Not a damn one,' was the reply. 

" There were a couple of Irishmen employed on the Erie railroad 
as hostlers. One day they were working on one of the engines, 
cleaning it up, when Pat asked Mike, ' Mike, did yez iver run an 
engine ?* ' No,' replied Mike, * I never tried to run an engine, but 
I can run an engine as well as any of the suckers what draws their $75 
a month for it.' Pat said, * Well, let's try to run this one.' So 
they got up on it, and Mike opened the throttle, and they ran the 
engine back and forth. Finally, they ran it into the round house, 
then backed her up with a whizz, but couldn't stop it, and the whole 
business, engine and Irishmen, landed in the pit. Pat was sorrowful 
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and said, * Mike, I thought you said you could run that engine ?' Mike 
said, * Didn't I run that engine into the round house?' Pat replied, 
* Sure, yez did, but why didn't yez keep it there like the other fel- 
lows do ?* * Why didn't I kape it there, yez fool, why didn't ye 
shut the door after I got it in there ?' 

*' There was a Jew in Rochester named Lecherstein, who failed. 
He had no assets, and a couple of hundred thousand dollars liabili- 
ties. He called a meeting of his creditors and said to them, " I have 
nothing to give you, nothing left but my poor body. Take my poor 
body and divide that among you. Will you take it and divide it 
up ?' One of the creditors said, * Well, Lecherstein, who owns 
that fine house over on Adams street that is worth $5,000 ?' * Oh, my 
poor wife, she owns that; that's all she's got ' * And who owns that 
fine $40,000 farm down by the seaside ?' * My poor son, he owns 
that ?' * And who owns that fine business block in the center of the 
city ?' * My other poor son owns that. I have nothing but my 
poor body.' An Irish creditor was there and said, * If his poor 
body is the only thing he has got left, let's divide that up, and give 
me the g^ll.' 

" There was a production of Faust given in a western city. The 
man that played Mephisto was of aldermanic proportions. There 
was a trap door in the center of the stage through which Mephisto 
was supposed to descend to the lower regions. Faust told Me- 
phisto to go to the lower regions, and the latter, in making a hasty 
exit through the trap door, got stuck, and was unable either to go 
one way or the other. The curtain was rung up, disclosing Me- 
phisto, stuck on his way to the infernal regions. A gallery god 
thereupon yelled out, * There's a chance for us yet, fellows, Hell's 
full.' And so I guess there is chance for us all yet.'' 

After which came the Doxology and the Mystic Circle, and the 
Convention was at an end. 

The closing events in the entertainment of the delegates was 
the Brown-Syracuse football game on Saturday afternoon. Those 
who stayed for the game witnessed a hard-fought struggle filled 
with spectacular plays. 

And thus the Fifty-seventh Convention became a memory — a 
happy memory in which mingle pleasant events, and days and nights 
of stirring Delta Kappa Epsilon enthusiasm.

THOMAS UNDERWOOD DUDLEY. 



Thomas Underwood Dudley, Eta, '55, Episcopal Bishop of Ken- 
tuckjj died very suddenly on January 22, 1904, at the home of his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Elizabeth W. Aldrich, in New York City, where 
he had been called by her illness and death. The funeral was 
held at Louisville on January 27th, the twenty -ninth anniversary of 
his consecration as Assistant Bishop of Kentucky. 

Bishop Dudley was bom in Richmond, Ya., in 1837. He was 
the son of Thomas and Maria Friend Dudley. He was educated 
at the University of Virginia, and was graduated with honors 
from that institution in 1855. He received there also his mas- 
ter's degree, and was till the breaking out of the Civil War a 
Professor of Latin and Greek in that university. He joined the 
Confederate Army at the outbreak of the war, and was assigned to 
the Commissary Department. He rose to the rank of Major. After 
the war he decided to study for the Episcopal ministry, and went to 
the Virginia Theological Seminary, at Alexandria. 

Dr. Dudley was ordained a deacon in the chapel of the seminary 
by Bishop Johns on June 28, 1867. His diaconate was spent at 
Emmanuel Church, Harrisburg, Va., where he aided in building a 
church. He was ordained in the priesthood on June 26, 1868, and 
in January, 1869, became assistant at Christ Church, Baltimore, suc- 
ceeding to the rectorship about a month later, on the death of the 
Rev. Henry A. Wise, Jr. There he remained until he was conse- 
crated as Assistant Bishop of Kentucky. The ceremony took place 
in Christ Church, Baltimore, on January 27, 1875, Bishop Smith, of 
Kentucky, officiating, assisted by several other bishops. 

In 1884, on the death of the venerable Bishop Smith, Dr. Dudley 
became Bishop of the Kentucky diocese. His work made him 
known throughout the country, for he was prominently connected 
with the missionary movement among the colored people and with 
the general conventions of the Church, and was in demand as a 
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forceful, magnetic, earnest public speaker. The Morton Church 
Home, the House of Innocents, Trinity Hall and the Diocesan School 
for Boys are among the results of his work in his own immediate 
field. In 1 891 he was specially engaged in missionary work in this 
city. 

He received the degree of Doctor in Divinity from St. John's, 
Md., in June, 1874, and from the University of the South; the de- 
gree of D. C. L. from King's College, Nova Scotia, in 1890, and the 
degree of LL. D. from Griswold College, Davenport, la., in June, 
1892. 

In connection with his work among the colored people of his dio- 
cese he became Chairman of the Commission for Church Work among 
the colored people. He was also much interested in educational 
work, and was Chancellor of the University of the South, at Sewanee^ 
Tenn. 

About 1899 Bishop Dudley was elected General Secretary of the 
Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, to succeed the Rev. Dr. William S. Langford, who 
died in office, but he declined the place. 

At the last general Convention of the Episcopal Church Bishop 
Dudley was chosen Chairman of the House of Bishops, and he held 
that office at the time of his death. Bishop Dudley was the author 
of several books of lectures and sermons. One of his best known 
addresses was that delivered before the Congress of Religions at the 
World's Fair in Chicago. 

He left surviving his widow and nine children — Miss Katherine 
Dudley, Mrs. James Fitzpatrick, Mrs. Tevis Goodloe, Mrs. William 
A. McDowell, Mrs. Harry R. Woodward, Miss Gertrude Dudley, 
Thomas U. Dudley, Jr., John R. Dudley, and Aldrich Dudley. 

Bishop Dudley was a member of numerous societies and organ- 
izations, but to none was he more devoted than to Delta Kappa Ep- 
silon. He was a life member and for years a Vice-President of the 
Delta Kappa Epsilon Club of New York, and had been president of 
the Delta Kappa Epsilon Alumni Association of Kentucky since 
1885. He was a great favorite at all Delta Kappa Epsilon gather- 
ings and a frequent attendant at conventions. Mr. Dudley was a man 
of distinguished personality and genial presence, and beloved by all 
who came in contact with him. His death is a loss to all, but to 
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none more than to our Fraternity, to whose calls he always re- 
sponded and for whose welfare none have been more stanch and 
true. 



JONAS HUTCHINSON. 



Jonas Hutchinson, Pi, '63, a prominent member of the Fraternity 
and of the Chicago Alumni Association, and a Judge of the Cook 
County Superior Court died from heart failure at his home in Chicago, 
on Thursday, December 17, 1903. After an illness of only one 
week, his death came as a great shock to his friends and colleagues. 
Although for a long time he had suffered from stomach trouble, 
during his twelve years on the bench Judge Hutchinson had worked 
longer hours and more continuously than almost any other judge. 
For the punctuality and consideration which he gave to cases, he 
was held in esteem by all lawyers who practiced before him. 

Jonas Hutchinson was bom in Milford, N. H., January 10, 1840, 
being the youngest of nine children. His father died when he was 
but a child, annd at the age of sixteen he was called to aid in the 
support of his mother from his earnings as a grocery clerk. By 
hard work he made his way through Appleton Academy and Dart- 
mouth. He then began reading law in the office of Sweetzer & 
Gardiner, of Boston, and was admitted to the Bar at Manchester, 
N. H., in 1869. In the same year he came to Chicago and was ad- 
mitted to the Bar of Illinois, in April, 1869, entering the office of 
Gookins & Roberts, afterwards Roberts & Hutchinson. In 1876 he 
married Miss LiCttie Brown, of Lexington, Ky., and to them were 
born two children, Helen and Jonas, Dartmouth, '05. Both children 
and the widow survive Judge Hutchinson. He was a life-long 
Democrat, standing firmly by the principles of his party. He was 
elected to the Bench in November, 1891, to fill out the unexpired 
term of Judge Altgeld, then Governor-elect. His recognized abil- 
ities as a lawyer, however, won for him the vote of many Repub- 
licans, both then and in 1898, when he was elected for a second term. 
His services for his party were recognized by Mayor Cregier, who 
appointed him Corporation Counsel in 1889, which office he held 
until the end of that administration. His second term on the Bench 
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would have expired in December, 1904, and it is the opinion of 
many politicians that the enviable reputation he had made would 
have entitled him to renomination by his party. Aside from his 
office, Judge Hutchinson was a man of domestic tastes, fond of his 
home and his family, and surrounded by a host of warm friends. 
The practice of law has always been his business, save for a few 
years, when he taught school and represented a publishing house. 
Judge Hutchinson became active in local politics soon after became 
to Chicago. He resided in the First Ward, and in 1876 he was 
elected President of the First Ward Democratic Club, an incumbency 
which gave him considerable power. In 1888 he was elected Chair- 
man of the Democratic County Central Committee, and held that 
office until he was elected to the Bench. All his life he had been a 
hard worker, and by his friends that is believed to be the real cause 
of bis break-down and death. 

The funeral took place on Saturday, December 19th, 1903. 



THREE GENERATIONS IN DELTA KAPPA EPSILON. 



Now that our great Fraternity is approaching the venerable age 
of sixty years, it is to be expected that an occasional grandson of an 
early member is to be found within its ranks, but the first instance 
of three generations of Dekes of which the Quarterly has heard is 
that of the Dnimmonds in Maine. Up in that good old State where 
the Dekes are many and loyal, — ^sons of Bowdoin where Theta has 
flourished since 1844, and of Colby where Xi was established in 
1845, — ^h^ name of Drummond is one honored of all men and no- 
where more than in Delta Kappa Epsilon. 

Josiah Hayden Drummond, lovingly known as '* Father Drum- 
mond " to generation after generation of Colby Dekes, was the 
founder of Xi. His name comes first on its charter and he was its 
first presiding officer. Until his death in the fall of 1902, he never 
failed to preside over the reunion of the alumni in the old chapter 
hall during Commencement week. It was at the last reunion he 
attended, June, 1902, that the boys, young and old, showed their 
feeling toward him by the presentation of a massive silver loving 
cup. Father Drummond held almost the place in Masonry that he 
held in Delta Kappa Epsilon, and at his death was undoubtedly the 
most prominent Free Mason in the country, and the highest living 
authority on Masonic subjects. He held high political offices in 
Maine, and could have held higher ones would he have accepted 
them. He was a leading lawyer of the Maine Bar. In many lines 
he was active and in all he was successful, winning the esteem of all 
men and leaving a life record without a stain. 

His son, Josiah Hayden Drummond, Jr., was also a member of 
Xi, graduating from Colby in 1877. He is a Portland lawyer, a 
leader at the Cumberland County Bar, and has represented his 
county in the Maine Senate. It is not too much to say of him that 
he bears an honored name in worthy fashion. His two sons, Joseph 
Blake Drummond and Wadleigh Beau Drummond, both entered 
the Freshman class at Bowdoin College, last fall, and on October 23d 
were members of the strong delegation taken into membership by 
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Theta Chapter of Delta Kappa Epsilon. With such ancestry it is 
hardly necessary to say that they are of the stuff that the best 
Dekes are made of. The former played left end on the 'Varsity 
eleven, last fall» and the latter has been elected Manager of the 
Freshman track team. They are fine, manly fellows, and very 
popular with their class and fraternity associates. 

Such in brief outline is the story of three generations of Drum- 
monds as Maine Dekes, the father in Xi, '46 ; the son in Xi, '^7^ and 
the two grandsons in Theta, '07. Sons of Dekes we have had in all 
the older chapters of the Fraternity for many years, but if there is 
another instance of three generations, the Quarterly and Dekedom 
in general would like to know about it.

" Whereas, it has pleased the Divine Will to take from us our

EDITORIALS. 

The next Convention will be held with the Northwestern Associ- 
ation and the Delta Delta Chapter at Chicago. 



A glance at the names and number of chapters represented on 
the General Committee, every one of whom is actively interested 
in the matter, of the New Alumni Organization of New York City, 
portends an Association stronger than ever before in this strong- 
hold of Delta Kappa Epsilon. 

The thanks of the Fraternity are due to our Syracuse brethren 
for the great success of the last Convention. The arrangements 
throughout were admirable. The opening of the beautiful new 
house of Phi Gamma, with its attendant functions, was an 
additional attraction. 



The large attendance of alumni was very gratifying. It is 
always a pleasure and an inspiration to see the older heads around, 
and it must be a pleasure and an inspiration for them to be around. 
We have always contended that conventions are unequalled as 
stimulators of fraternity spirit among both old and young. We 
think none who were there are prepared to dispute this contention. 

An important duty, incumbent on every chapter, is the careful 
preparation and preservation of their records. By- records we 
mean the comprehensive term. To more fully define, we mean not 
merely the minutes of meetings, with an occasional elaboration by 
way of interpolation detailing the features of some dinner or some 
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ceremonial function, but a record of their members, including their 
home addresses, their period of active membership, their honors in 
college, the address and business of each alumnus and ex-member, 
a list of deaths with the places and dates, and in brief a biog- 
raphical outline down to date of every member as far as the same 
is possible. These records should be accurate and authentic. We 
fully realize that this is a job difficult in the extreme ; but we are at 
the same time fully impressed with the idea that it can be done, and 
done well. Every chapter should have one or more statisticians, 
whose business should be to carefully and more or less continually 
and continuously compile these data. This office of statistician 
should never be allowed to become vacant, as it is these little lapses 
that make big holes. 

According to our unwritten law our next Catalogue is due 
in 1910. The Catalogue Editor is kept busy during this ten 
years' interim preparing the next Catalogue. It is essential that 
the information and data furnished him be full, accurate and down 
to date. The sources of the great bulk of this information must 
necessarily be from the chapters themselves. Unless the chapters 
keep these records complete and down to date from year to year, it 
becomes almost an impossibility to obtain the requisite information 
within the allotted time, and the result is either along-delayed cata- 
logue or a publication replete with inaccuracies. 

These remarks do not apply to all of our chapters, as some of 
them, we are proud to say, have already systematized their methods 
in the desired particulars, with the gratifying result, that their 
records are generally complete and ready for use. The g^eat 
majority of our chapters, however, have not as yet attained this 
degree of perfection — most of them being short by several degrees. 

We cannot too strongly impress upon these chapters which are 
still delinquent the urgent necessity of a reform in these matters. 

The importance of preserving a complete and accurate history 
and record of the Fraternity events and of its men is self evident 
For this, not only is the co-operation and help of the chapters nec- 
essary, but more is demanded of them. They must shoulder the 
burden and do the work, as it is only through and by them that 
this work can be done. The responsibility rests upon them. The 
Fraternity depends upon them.

A chapter of Theta Gamma Delta has recently been re-established 
here, with about fifteen men, after efforts extending over several 
months. This makes the fourteenth fraternity represented here. — 
Stanford Litter in Beta Theta Pi. 

Twenty-two general fraternities were represented at Cornell last 
year. Their total membership was 603, making the average mem- 
bership 27. Phi Delta Theta, with 38 members, had the largest 
chapter ; Sigma Alpha Epsilon was next, with 36, and Delta Phi, 
with 18, was the smallest chapter. — Record^ Sigma Alpha Epsilon. 



Chi Psi has active chapters (which it calls " Alphas ") at Union, 
Williams, Middlebury, Wesleyan, Hamilton, Michigan, Amherst, 
Cornell, Wofford, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Rutgers, Stevens, Georgia, 
Lehigh, Stanford, California, Chicago; and dormant chapters at 
Bowdoin, Columbia, Princeton, North Carolina, C. C. N. Y., Fur- 
man, South Carolina, Mississippi, Virginia, Brown and Rochester. — 
The Scroll. 
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Sigma Nu has prohibited members of collegiate chapters from 
joining the Theta Nu Epsilon Fraternity, unless permission shall be 
granted by the High Council to members of a chapter to do so, on 
application of two-thirds of the members of that chapter. This 
fraternity has also increased the salary of its editor to one thousand 
dollars. — Delta Tau Delta Rainbtnv. 



Statistics compiled by the Delta Upsilon Quarterly of twenty-four 
" Greek letter " societies in American colleges and universities show 
a total number of 830 active chapters and a membership of 162,864, 
The list does not include the Phi Beta Kappa, the graduate fra- 
ternity, whose first chapter was organized at William and Mary 
College, Williamsburg, Va., in 1776, and which has now fifty- three 
chapters and a membership of over 11,000 surviving. — Phi Delta 
Gamma. 

Delta Psi's chapter house at the University of Virgfinia is declared 
to be the costliest chapter home in the South. Over $20,000 was 
expended in its structure. The University of Virginia seems 
strangely backward in taking hold of the chapter house question, 
particularly in view of the number and strength of fraternities rep- 
resented and the lack of adequate dormitory facilities. Delta Kappa 
Epsilon owns a small house, while Beta Theta Pi and Delta Tau 
Delta rent houses and Kappa Alpha a flat. — Kappa Alpha Journal. 



The first Greek Fraternity of colored students in the United 
States has been organized at Indiana University. The name of Alpha 
Kappa Mu has been adopted. The total membership is ten, which 
includes all the colored people attending the University. A con- 
stitution was adopted and chapters will be established in all the lead- 
ing negro colleges. It is expected to make Wilberforce, Ohio, the 
second chapter. A badge is now being designed. — Sigma Alpha 
Epsilon Record. 

The Philadelphia papers state that Pennsylvania now has the 
finest athletic field in the United States. When the new gymnasium 
and improvements to Franklin Field have been completed, an 
expenditure of $500,000 will have been made, claimed to be the 
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largest amount a University ever spent for the physical develop- 
ment of its students. The gymnasium, costing $350,000, extends 
across one end of the oval, the amphitheatre, to seat 25,000 persons, 
encircling the field in the shape of a horseshoe. — Caduceus of Kappa 
Sigma.

P. K. O. F. C, Thirteen Club, O. W. L., and othtrs.— Caduceus of 
Kappa Sigma.

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THE NEW YORK ASSOCIATION DINNER. 



When the Club was dissolved last fall a general committee, 
composed of representatives of thirty-eight Chapters, was selected 
for the purpose of the organization of an alumni association. The 
first meeting was held at the University Club on January 30th, and 
the Delta Kappa Epsilon Association of New York formally 
organized, to promote and maintain the general interests of the fra- 
ternity and to cultivate social intercourse among its members, and 
the following officers elected : President, Whitelaw Reid ; Vice- 
Presidents, Charlton T. Lewis, John J. McCook, A. Barton Hep- 
burn. Dr. John P. Munn, and Frederick B. Jennings ; Secretary, 
James Anderson Hawes; Treasurer, Walter B. SaflFord; Executive 
Committee — Charles F. Mathewson, Chairman, and Lewis G. 
Burchard, John Sage Fiske, Hugh R. Garden, Hugh S. Jarvis, 
James C. McGuire, John DeWitt Warner, and Evert Jansen 
Wendell. 

The new association was launched in an eminently befitting man- 
ner by a reception and dinner at Delmonico's on April 15th. It 
had been five years since a general reunion of the Fraternity had 
been held in New York City, and the occasion was ripe for one of 
the old-time New York dinners — and this was certainly one of 
them. An informal reception was held before the dinner in the 
large parlors, and the banquet took place in the large banquet room. 
Over one hundred and fifty were present. The prominent feature 
was not so much the size of the gathering as the quality. It has 
been a long time in the history of New York Dekedom since such 
an array of distinguished members were marshalled together. As 
one participant put it, the one large table at the front of the feast 
has heretofore generally been able and ample to accommodate the 
big men, but at this gathering they spread out over most of the floor 
space as well. 

The Committee on Dinner were: Hugh R. Garden, Chairman ; 
James Anderson Hawes, James Clark McGuire, Walter B. Safford, 
Evert Jansen Wendell, and Frank S. Williams. 
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The Committee on Speakers : A. Barton Hepburn and John J. 
McCook. 

The whole affair was a great success and particularly gratifying 
to the new association. 

After the viands had received their due and proper attention, 
the Toastmaster, Charlton T. Lewis, opened the after proceedings 
with the following remarks : 

" It is with regret that I interrupt any fraction of your frivolity, 
but the time has come for us to unite our thoughts and our atten- 
tion upon the special programme of the evening. When virtue is 
lacking, vice is always ready and expected to take its place, and as 
the distinguished virtue of our Association in the person of its hon- 
ored President finds it impossible to be here to-night, I am com- 
pelled to represent him in the capacity in which you have placed 
me. 

" Fortunately you expect nothing of me but to preserve order — 
and such order as a gathering of Delta Kappa Epsilon men is 
capable of preserving I shall take pleasure in enforcing this evening. 

" I am here only to welcome you to the first gathering of the 
Association. May it be the first of many hundred, and live on 
through the years of our children's children. 

" We come from a world, in which in our ordinary life the chief 
characteristic, to which at least our attention is directed, is that of 
the differences which tend to separate us from the practical. In our 
professions some of us are entirely devoted to a sort of friendly 
warfare. In other lines of business and in political life, as Brother 
Grout knows, the object is crowd out the young man. But when 
you come into this Association we distinguish ourselves by leaving 
all that behind us. We have no longer any differences to think of; 
all we have to attend to is that which binds us one to another. 

"That I deem as the great characteristic to-night between the 
world that lies within these walls and the world that lies without. 
Outside all is conflict, all to some extent is warfare, more or less, 
while here all is peace, harmony, brotherhood. 

" Darkness has dawned in the far East, while herein this far West 
land of sunset all is peace and prosperity, and it is as citizens of the 
United States that we welcome one another here to-night. 
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** We are fortunate in having still another tie that binds us, a feel- 
ing of brotherhood and fraternity, and we, as -^ -AT j&'s, know 
that if it had not been for the hard work done in that little 
Athenian province fourteen hundred years ago and the bequest then 
made to their posterity, our children might be still in ignorance. 

" All are welcome to all that Delta Kappa Epsilon can give, and 
accept these blessings in our hearts and our minds in fellowship 
and brotherhood, and then pass them along to our successors. 

" I am sure you will all be glad to do honor to the head of the 
United States and join with me in drinking now to the health of the 
President of the United States. After this toast was drunk, the 
Toastmaster read the following : 

" I wish it were in my power to be with you to-night. With 
best wishes for a most successful dinner I am sincerely, Theodore 
Roosevelt.'' 

The Toastmaster : "I have read many letters to a similar effect 
from many distinguished members of the Fraternity, and will simply 
mention their names, as the letters are so much of a uniform tenor 
that you can hear them all from your own imaginations. 

"They come from our President, Whitelaw Reid, from ex-Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Fairchild ; ex-Secretary of the Navy John D. 
Long ; Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts ; Senator Beveridge, Gov. 
Black ; from President Arthur T. Hadley, of Yale, Judge Henry E. 
Howland, and our old friend, Peter B. Olney, who is well known 
to all of you. 

** Now, my friends, we have with us to-night one of the members 
of Delta Kappa Epislon, who I think I may safely say has carried 
his emblem of the Fraternity a little farther North than any may 
here. 

" Commander Peary, who was identified many years ago with 
the movement for an interoceanic canal and who did such splendid 
service in the survey of the territory through which some day that 
canal will no doubt pass, in very early life had his attention called 
to the fact that there were still worlds to come, that there was still 
a large section of the earth which the human race had not invaded, 
and he made up his mind that if energy, perseverance and silence 
could accomplish it he would be the first of the human race to set 
his foot upon the North Pole of the earth, a place where, as you 
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know, there is no East, no West, no North and no South, but all is 
like the President of the United States or the American flag. Com. 
mander Peary is with us to-night, and he is going to tell us some- 
thing of his experiences, and I bespeak (although I hardly see any 
necessity for doing so) your earnest attention." 

Commander Peary said : 

" Mr. Chairman and Brother Dekes: The bouquet which your 
Chairman has tossed at me has completely floored me; I have for- 
gotten entirely what I was going to say. Sitting here to-night I 
have naturally been carried back thirty-one years to a time when a 
red-headed young fellow commenced life. I remember with some 
amusement the care and deliberation which I exercised in consid- 
ering the advantages of the different fraternities as presented to me 
by this society, and the feeling of exultation I had when I became 
a Deke. Gentlemen, when a man has been connected with a thing 
for thirty years it ought to be a pretty good thing. Delta Kappa 
Epsilon is all right, may she live long and prosper ! 

** The Chairman of the Committee of Arrangements, Col. Mc- 
Cook, is well aware that I could dream of but one thing, the top of 
the earth and the North Pole, and the Stars and Stripes, and he has 
requested me to come here to-night, and he and your Chairman 
have suggested that I say something to you on this subject. 

"Gentlemen, there has got to be something in a subject which 
has attracted and enlisted the attention and the efforts of the civil- 
ized nations of the world, and some of the best men in the world, for 
nearly four centuries. I am going to tell you something of the 
Arctic. 

" Gentlemen, to explain all the points of the Arctic would take a 
a lifetime. 

** Why do I want the North Pole ? Because it is the last great 
geographical prize any nation has to offer to the world as a trophy. 
For a ship I want a powerful steamer that can crush her way. 
Why am I confident that I can do it ? I have had twelve years' 
experience and it lies within ray power to wield all the resources 
and services of the most northerly tribe of Esquimaux. I am, as it 
were, one of them. 

" It would cost $200,000 to fit out such an expedition, or about 
one-fourth as much as was spent last summer to keep a certain 
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mug in this city, and this race for the Pole is a race, when you 
compare it with the International Yacht Races at Sandy Hook. 

"From the 6th of January until the 19th February, iSgg, was 
one of our worst experiences; in 81° 44' North longitude we had 
completed a run in the midnight of the great arctic night, and had 
finished all of our provisions and lost some of our dogs, and on the 
19th of February a run of 250 miles had been made before the 
return of the sun, with the sleds going over this vast field of ice. 
The mean temperature during these periods was 53**, and the real 
temperature was 65°, below zero. I am telling you something that 
I know all about. 

" In this connection I am reminded of a question that has been 
asked many times : What is the charm of the arctic regions, and 
what is the attraction ? 

" Gentlemen, I can tell you the feeling that comes to a man 
when he reaches a place where no human foot has ever trod before 
and where no human eye has ever looked before is one of the things 
that pays directly and incidentally for all this great trouble and hard 
work. 

" The place we are talking about is a little less than 3,000 miles 
in a straight line from this building to-night. It is a place where 
there is no east, no west, no north. My first plan is to get the ship 
which will make the trip to a most northern point on the 65th 
Meridian, and then possibly in the early February, of the succeeding 
winter, start from that place with the dogs and sledges for the 
remainder of the 420 nautical miles intervening between that point 
and the Pole, across the Central Polar track. The point which I 
have reached is a place four times farther north than has been 
covered in four different years in previous arctic journeys. 

" Many have asked me, ' Why are you so confident in regard to 
the matter, when you yourself have failed ?* With the proper help* 
I can force my way through the ice to the objective point, with the 
help of the Esquimaux. I have worked and travelled with them, 
and I can count upon their absolute loyalty. 

** One question I am asked is, * What is your personal interest in 
it ?' It is simply because I cannot help it. It is simply because I 
cannot drop the subject which has occupied my efforts for so many 
years, and I cannot stop until I reach the top ot the earth, the North 
Pole.

" Mr. Chairman, you must pardon me for being so serious ; I know 
it is not good form, but I cannot talk of the North Pole with levity. 

" It is of the greatest importance to the scientific world, to the 
geographic world, and to all the world, that this one great spot, 
hitherto unexplored and untrod by the foot of man, be found, and it 
is eminently fitting that this great country of ours, the leader among 
the Nations of the earth, be the first to attain this honor. It is my 
intense desire that I, as a citizen of the United States of America, 
may be the first to plant there our emblem, the Stars and Stripes." 

The Toastmaster: " We have here with us to-night a man who is 
well known to all of you, tor his justice, his impartiality and his 
integrity, and we are going to hear from him with regard to the 
formation of this Society and the history of it, and I therefore ask 
for your earnest attention to Mr. Charles F. Mathewson." 

Mr. Mathewson spoke as follows : 

" Mr. Chairman and fellow members of Delta Kappa Epsilon : I 
didn't recognize the description of the next speaker. I had an idea 
the Chairman was referring to Col. McCook. Nor do I understand 
precisely upon what theory he has arranged the order of the 
speeches this evening. In looking at the card I labored under the 
impression that I would, of course, come later. I think he must be 
very much in the same condition as the clergyman, the absent-minded 
rector. The organist after playing the prelude turned and said, 
' What would you play next V * I don't know,' answered the rector, 
' What kind of a hand have you got?* and for some unaccountable 
reason he seems to have pushed me forward, instead of waiting for 
the heavy artillery which should precede me, and when I say 
* heavy' I use it in a metaphorical sense. Commander Peary 
hasn't been through much worse than we have this winter. 

" It was with the greatest reluctance that I consented to appear 
before the members of this Association to-night, when I was chosen 
to give a description of the formation of this Association, involving 
as a condition precedent the retirement of the old d K E 
Club. Some one had to do it, to be sure. When I asked 
for an explanation I was told I must do so as Chairman of the 
Executive Committee. I put two and two together and it reminded 
me of the incident that occurred in a church down East, which had 
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a debt of about $2,500 to raise. The clergyman made every endeavor 
to raise the sum required. He was unable to do so; $2,250 was the 
limit, and he said they would be obliged to abandon it unless they 
could raise $250 more. They were that amount short. Thereupon a 
stranger in the rear of the church arose and said, ' Pastor, I have 
listened with great interest to your statement and I sincerely realize 
the effort you have made. I will give the $250 required to make up 
the difference.' Whereupon, after hesitation, the clergyman fell 
upon his knees and began his supplications, and said, ' Oh, Lord, 
we thank Thee for this timely succor.' 

" The A K E Club was founded some years ago. 
Other clubs were formed ; the Harvard, the Yale, and one club after 
another, and all these took from the membership of the A K E 
Club, but the J K E Club is not dead — ^it is only sleeping. 

"The ^ K E Club had a most serious and alarming effect 
upon the A K E members in this city, especially so 
upon a Presbyterian clergyman not far from us, and who may 
possibly have been seen present to-night. I will not mention his 
name. So disturbed did he become that he was stricken with 
nervous prostration. A physician was sent for and after consider- 
ing for some time he said, * My dear sir, there is one thing which I 
shall prescribe,' I think he said. * You must take at least one hot 
scotch daily ; it will do you a great deal of good.' ' Oh,* replied the 
clergyman, * that will be utterly impossible ; it would become known 
in my household and would spread over the parish, and the result 
would be scandal without limit.* ' Oh, no, not necessarily. I will 
tell you what to do, have a cup of hot water sent up in the morning 
to shave, and I will bring a bottle of scotch and you can put it in 
the corner of the closet and mix it in the morning.' * Well,' he says, 
I will try it.* 

"The doctor returned in two weeks and met the better half of the 
clergyman at the door. She looked quite ill. He looked very well, 
and I said, * well, how is the patient getting on, — well ?* ' Well, 
physically he seems to be a good deal better,' she replied, * but he is 
losing his mind.* The doctor said, 'What do you mean ? ' ' Why,' 
she said, * Doctor, he is shaving six and seven times a day. * 

" James Anderson Hawes, of Yale University, saw the necessity 
of, at least, a general association. He obtained a long list of distin- 
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guished names, including my own, and called a meeting of the rep- 
resentative men of each chapter of the University Club. The 
response was spontaneous and large. Some of the most distin- 
guished of our chapters were present. It was unanimously agreed 
that the A K E Association should be established in the 
City of New York. A constitution was adopted providing that 
an annual meeting should be held, and also providing that there 
should be an Executive Committee. Officers were elected, the 
Hon. Whitelaw Reid, President, and among the Vice-Presidents 
some of the distinguished gentlemen whom you see here to-night 
An Executive Committee was formed, and I was induced to become 
Chairman of the Executive Committee. We intended to make it a 
body of representative Dekes, and, we believe, the largest 
A K E membership of any of the Clubs. The question is, 
will you support it, will you maintain the Association, or shall it be 
dropped ? In forming the Association the charge was made nominal, 
simply enough to support the ordinary expenses — $3 a year — and 
all of you, if you have not already, will have an opportunity of be- 
coming members and it will be presented to you in a very touching 
manner. 

" One face I cannot refrain from mentioning is absent to-night 
One of our younger members, one of the last Board of Governors 
of the J K E Club, a man in the prime of his life, one 
who was as beautiful in his life and disposition as he was attractive 
in his profession ; one of the Committee which was appointed by 
the University Club and one of our most enthusiastic supporters, 
who after an illness of four days, passed away, I think, within the 
last weeks— Mr. Gardiner Abbott, of Massachusetts. If the dream 
of the philosophers be true, that the spirits of the deceased ever 
ever return to look ovei the things in this mundane world, I know 
that the spirit of Gardiner Abbott is here to-night, as interested as 
any one in the body in the success of this banquet and in the hope 
for the future. 

" I have nothing more to add in regard to the formation of 
this Association. It lies with you. Here it is. Will you, Dekes, 
support it ? Will you maintain A K E as an organization in the 
City of New York, or will you allow it to pass forever out of 
existence ? 
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" If yes, now is the time to doit by this insignificant contribution 
to keep her here. 

" If no, then the responsibility rests with you." 

The Toastmaster: ** It seems a very short time, only a few days 
ago, though the days are really more numerous than that, that a 
noted gentleman of Delta Kappa Epsilon in the City of Brooklyn 
began to attract only general attention in and out of that borough, 
then one of the principal cities of the Union, by the influence he 
was exerting in that place, and when he succeeded in his purpose 
he was very naturally and properly recognized as the suitable per- 
son to sit at the door of the treasury and prevent the wild waste 
extravagance which some had anticipated might result from 
the consolidation, and he is here with us to-night, the only man in 
the history of the human race who has ever been elected to one 
of the most responsible and important offices in the greatest city 
of America by both of the two fiercely contending parties. I 
now have the pleasure of introducing to you the Hon. Edward M. 
Grout.*' 

Mr, Grout spoke as follows: 

" Mr. Chairman and Fellow Dekes: As I heard the Arctic explorer 
tell of his experiences it had a familiar sound, these periods of great 
tribulation, of intense hunger, of cold — frozen feet, it needed but a 
little imagination to transfer the scene from the nearness of the North 
Pole to the nearness of the City Hall in this city. One can go 
through the campaign and meet the chilling blast of a Jerome and 
not know whether it is six months day or six months night at the 
North Pole. One might sit in the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment with a new President of the Borough of Brooklyn and not 
know whether his feet are cold or warm, and in the darkness of 
New York politics one may be nominated upon all tickets and not 
know until the eve of election whether he is a candidate upon any. 
It shows how near we must be to the temperate zone. Faithful are 
the Esquimaux. More faithful are they that seek places tor their 
friends after election. Sustaining are your dead dogs. Not less sus- 
taining are those who continue to get their bread and butter at the 
hands of the party in power. There arc tricks in all trades but 
ours, and there are no tricks in our trade of politics in the City of 
New York. If you doubt it, make a fight for autonomy in your 
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home borough and see your friends go to a cockfight, when the 
fighters for autonomy are seeking to keep the lid on, and on the next 
night the holders down of the lid invade a prizefight in the Borough 
of Manhattan. I wish that Commander Peary would come down 
here and infuse life and warmth into the Citizens' Union. They 
need a leader and it may be that in the next campaign it may fall to 
the fate of one or the other of the two great parties — I think we 
have three in the City of New York, the Republicans, Democrats 
and the Citizens Union, with the Brooklyn democrats on the side- 
it may be that in the next campaign Commander Peary can make a 
deal with one of the others. New York is cosmopolitan. He may 
be the leader of the Citizens' Union in this campaign and of the 
Democrats in the next — there is no diflFerence, if only he is intent 
upon doing the thing which ought at that moment to be done, and 
in my three months' experience, brief as it is, I find that the func- 
tions of my office at least are in no worse condition with George B. 
McClellanas Mayor than they were with Seth Low as Mayor; that 
it is as possible to comply with the provisions of the Charter, as to 
the auditing of bills for payment and the raising of money for that 
purpose, passing upon the various questions which come before the 
boards, with a Tammany Hall Mayor as with a Republican Mayor 
— with Mr. McClellan as with Mr. Low, without characterizing one 
as a Republican and the other as a Democrat. In either event the 
situation of the sworn official in the performance of his duty is pre- 
cisely the same as by one as it is by another. It is simply to do 
what seems to be right and practical at that moment, and I have 
never seen the moment when there was any party politics in the 
auditing and payment of any man's bill, or in the passing or refus- 
ing any provision for a public improvement on any matter which 
came before the boards of which I have been a member. 

" Commander Peary thinks that reaching the North Pole is a busi- 
ness proposition. I expect that the whole New York contingent of 
Jerome's anti-Jerome bill will find the North Pole a desirable sum- 
mer resort, and the penalties that Jerome would put upon them 
would be less expensive than to retain Senator Brackett as counsel 
for the defendant. 

** I suggest as a possible improvement over present conditions, 
which perhaps would meet the views of thousands of our citizens. 
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that Commander Peary might raise his money effectually and equip 
the expedition in a most advantageous way, if be would offer to 
District Attorney Jerome the first mate's position, and to Police 
Commissioner McAdoo the second. New York would cease to be 
the Arctic regions, which many complain that it has been during the 
past fifteen months.'* 

The Toastmaster : " I have just received this telegram from 
Washington, D. C: * To the Delta Kappa Epsilon Association, the 
Washington Association sends greetings and good wishes. C. F. 
Langworthy, Sec y.* And this from Boston : * Greetings from the 
Delta Kappa Epsilon Association of New England. Here's to your 
good health, and your families' good health, and may you live long 
and prosper. — T. Morris Strong, Alfred E. Burton, Daniel W. 
Haskins, Roswell B. Burchard, Edwin Denneritte, Allan W. Jack- 
son.' 

" It is moved and seconded that immediate answers be sent to 
both Associations, sending our greetings and wishing them the 
most enjoyable evening they ever had. The Secretary will send the 
dispatch. 

" Our next business in order is the delightful one of listening to 
an address from the representative son of Delta Kappa Epsilon, and 
the worthy son of a sire whom we have all learned a long time ago 
to honor. I have the pleasure of introducing Mr. Frank K. Pen- 
dleton.'* 

Mr. Pendleton said : 

" Mr. President and brother Dekes: — When I was asked by our 
friend Col. McCook if I would appear here to-night andjattend this 
dinner and say a few words on behalf of the graduates or repre- 
sentatives of Delta Kappa Epsilon in Harvard, I was taken aback 
and surprised, as I had not understood that we of Harvard had stood 
very high in the councils of the Fraternity. 

" I will presume, however, to appear before you to-night, at least 
for the purpose of showing my gratitude, and as a graduate member 
of the old Dickey club of Harvard, to the gentlemen who are re- 
sponsible for the continuance and maintenance of the organization 
of Delta Kappa Epsilon here in the City of New York, and I think, 
gentlemen, that we owe them a debt of gratitude, that after five 
years' intermission you have succeeded in giving and bringing about 
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a dinner here to-night, such as we have got, and which I hope will 
be repeated from year to year hereafter. 

" The first club, association or organization of any kind or 
description to which I have ever belonged to was the ^ K E q{ 
Harvard, and a curious coincident or fact, for which there is no ex- 
planation that I know of, it has never been my good fortune to 
attend a single reunion or meeting oi J K E since I graduated 
from college a great many years ago, and, therefore, when I received 
Col. McCook's invitation I accepted with great alacrity to be present, 
but not with so much alacrity when I understood I was expected to 
respond. 

*• It has been said, and I believe accepted by many, that the object 
of a college course is to acquire certain facts from books. I be- 
lieve that is an accepted doctrine by some. It has been said in 
that direction that, if the college graduate had been compelled to 
earn his daily bread on the facts which he remembered to have ac- 
quired from books during his college career, his efforts would be 
restricted necessarily to a flat purpose. 

" I think it is well accepted to-day that one of the great, or as 
great, an object of a college course is the formation and develop- 
ment of character ; and the reason a college course will so help in 
developing the forming of character is the fact that it is a period 
of life when you acquire first impressions and first experiences. I 
remember as well as if it were yesterday the day when I learned 
that I had been elected a member of J jT £ at Cam- 
bridge at the time and place in question. Members of the Delta 
Kappa Epsilon Club of Harvard were conscious that it was con- 
nected with a great mystery and a certain amount of weakness. 
We have many warm friends in the /^ K E o[ Har- 
vard. Many of them have gone to the long journey. Richard Wal- 
cott, one of the Governors of Massachusetts, is one, and many 
others, whom I might name, and if I did name them would be 
household words to you. 

The Toastmaster : " A valuable light is shed upon there marks of 
Brother Pendleton by a telegraphic correspondence which has 
just taken place. Learning that Harvard was represented in this 
gathering by only two members of the ^ K E Fra- 
ternity, I took the liberty of telegraphing to the President of 
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that institution to ask the reason why the representation was not 
larger, and a dispatch has just been delivered to me from Cam- 
bridge: 'Cambridge, Apl. 15th, 1904, Harvard University always 
and everywhere is to be judged not by quantity but by quality. 
Charles Elliott. 

The Toastmaster : " We will now hear from one of our members, 
who is well known to you all, and who now occupies that bright 
position of honor, the President of the Delta Kappa Epsilon Coun- 
cil, Mr. Harry R. Banner. 

Mr. Banner spoke as follows : 

As you all doubtless remember, the scheme of government of 
our Fraternity is very simple. The supreme control over all matters 
relating to the Fraternity at large is vested in the Convention of 
Delegates from the several chapters. Such Convention usually 
meets once each year. Prior to the year 1882 the Convention was 
the only governing body. In that year the Council was formed, as 
an Executive and Advisory Board. The Convention is still supreme, 
but the Council does much to facilitate the transaction of business. 
Matters of minor importance it deals with outright. Matters of 
graver import it submits in the form of messages to the chapters, so 
that the delegates may be instructed how to act upon such matters 
at the next Convention. Members of the Council also attend 
the Convention, and by their knowledge oi A K E cus- 
toms aid much in guiding its deliberations. The Convention, 
in turn, frequently refers matters to the Council, some for investiga- 
tion and others for enforcement. 

** The Council consists of seven graduate members of the Frater- 
nity, residing in or near New York City. They are elected by the 
chapters. There is always one member of the Council representing 
Phi, our parent chapter. The remaining members are chosen by 
the other chapters in rotation, in the order of their establishment. 
The Council also has an Associate member, chosen by itself, in 
in the person of its Secretary, and I think all will agree with me 
when I state that the office of Secretary of the Council has become 
the most influential one in the Fraternity. 

" So much for the Council and its members ; now what are the 
matters which come particularly under its supervision ? 
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" First, it has charge of the general finances of the Fraternity. 
The financial problem is a very serious one with most college 
fraternities. d K E had troubles of her own in former 
years, especially before the establishment of the Council, 
but now I believe it is generally admitted that we are in better 
financial condition than any other fraternity. One proof of this is 
found in the fact that our last Catalogue^ published in 1900, was 
gotten out without a dollar of special assessment upon any one. 

"Another duty of the Council is the supervision of the 
/j E E publications. These publications are the Quarterly, the 
Catalogue and the Song Book. The Quarterly, strange to say, 
comes out four times each year, the Catalogue every ten years, and 
the Song Book whenever the demand is sufiicient to warrant it. 

'* Also many matters relating to the chapters and the rights and 
duties of members come under the direction of the Council. Many 
of these matters are of fundamental importance and require both 
careful consideration and delicate treatment. It is of interest to us 
here to-night to know that d K E alumni organization 
are entirely independent, being under the control of neither the 
Council nor the Convention. This is not the case with some 
fraternities, and hostilities have sometimes arisen, I am told, by 
reason of attempts made by undergraduates in convention assembled 
to control the actions of their elders. 

" But probably the most interesting matter which comes before 
the Council is the ever-present question oi d K E extension. 

"The popularity of Delta Kappa Epsilon is shown not only in the 
unfailing loyalty of her members, but in the many applications from 
student bodies of various institutions for charters and recognition 
as chapters. Scarcely a month passes but that the Council receives 
some letter of inquiry as to how a charter may be obtained. These 
inquiries are usually answered by the Secretary of the Council, in a 
letter stating what are the formal requirements in order that an ap- 
plication may be properly brought to the attention of the Council 
and Convention, and at the same time stress is laid upon the very 
conservative spirit which now pervades our Fraternity in regard to 
new chapters. This warning is usually sufficient to discourage the 
inquirers, but in cases where they persist and a formal application 
is received, it is given careful investigation and presented to the 
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next Convention, with a recommendation by the Council that it be 
or be not granted. 

•* Our Fraternity has taken a middle ground in regard to extension. 
It has now forty active chapters. Phi Delta Theta, with a chapter 
roll of sixty-eight, and Beta Theta Pi with sixty- five chapters, look 
upon us as over conservative. On the other hand, the smaller 
Fraternities, such as Delta Psi', Sigma Phi and Kappa Alpha look 
upon us as rank expansionists. Our historic rivals, Psi U and Alpha 
Delta Phi are below us in the number of their chapters, the former 
having twenty-two and the latter twenty-five. 

" Of our forty chapters all are in good condition, and have on their 
rolls at the present time the aggregate number of eight hundred and 
seventy-four active members. From these chapters there have gone 
forth about fourteen thousand Dckes. In this respect we are un- 
questionably the leading college fraternity. 

" The question oi ^ KE extension is at present particularly 
acute. Within a few days an investigation is to be made of an 
application which has been vigorously presented and which 
possesses many elements of merit. 

** What, then, are the considerations which should determine the 
acceptance or rejection of an application. 

** Whether our chapter roil should be enlarged, no matter how 
meritorious an application is presented, is a much mooted question. 
Some chapters seem at present strongly, if not unalterably, opposed 
to any extension. They view with alarm the action of the Fraternity 
in recent years. Five chapters have been established during the 
past six years, while during the previous nineteen years only two 
new chapters were founded and one inactive-chapter revived. 

" Other chapters believe that in order to maintain our pre- 
eminence in the college world we should occupy each vantage point 
as opportunity offers. Our true course lies somewhere between 
these two extremes. Our country is undergoing at the present 
time an epidemic of education. Many institutions which a few years 
ago were either unfounded or too insignificant to attract general 
attention, to-day rank high in the number of their students, in their 
endowments and in the ability and number of their instructors. 
This is particularly true of the great universities of the West. It 
is interesting to note that the largest universities of our country 
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to-day rank numerically in the following order: Howard, Columbia, 
Chicago, Michigan, California, Illinois, Minnesota, Cornell, Wis- 
consin and Yale. In the number of its instructors Columbia stands 
first, Harvard second, Cornell third and Illinois fourth. 

" But whether a mushroom university offers the best field for 
Fraternity life may well be questioned. A college should mean 
more than hoards of students, an inexhaustible treasury and trans- 
planted professors. Those of us who have spent years in small 
institutions, whose chief wealth is their history, are apt to believe 
with Tennyson that " fineness compensates for size." I recently 
heard Professor West, of Princeton, upon his return from England, 
state in reference to the English Universities that in his opinion 
their strength rested in great measure in the fact that they were 
merely collections of distinct small colleges, and that he should think 
of no greater catastrophe to the cause of education in this country 
than the loss of our small American colleges. 

** But the small colleges of the West have not yet assumed the 
characteristics of those of the East. Therefore \i A K E 
is to compete with the Western institution we must seek admission 
to the State universities. 

** Of the many questions which present themselves in connection 
with this subject of extension I need mention only a few: 

" Is the institution from which the application comes up to the 
proper standard ? 

** Should a Greek Letter Fraternity go into a purely scientific 
school, where not only the Greek language, but even the Greek 
letters, are unknown to the average student ? 

" Is the institution from which the application comes so situated 
geographically that a chapter there would benefit or harm our 
other chapters? 

** What is the nature of the student life at the institution ? Is it 
suitable for fraternity association and spirit? 

** What other fraternities have chapters there ? Are they worthy 
competitors ? 

** But chief of all, what is th^ personnel of the student body apply- 
ing lor a charter? In spite of its changing membership, the char- 
acteristics of a chapter seldom change. How important it is, then, 
that the charter members of each new chapter should not only be 
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chosen from among the best men of their institution, but that 
they should be men fully up to the standard oi ^ K E 
manhood elsewhere. If an institution does not possess /^ K E 
material all other arguments for granting it a charter should 
fall to the ground. We do not want a new chapter unless it is to 
bring strength and honor to our Fraternity, and unless its members 
shall be capable of grasping /^ K E ideals. A chap- 
ter without ^ K E spirit would soon die of loneliness 
in J K E. The chief ingredient ol J K E spirit is the 
capacity for loyal friendship. Those men whom ARE 
claims as her own are men with plenty of good red blood in 
their veins, and courage and loyalty in their hearts. Men 
of sufficient unselfishness of nature to inspire friendship and 
of sufficient steadfastness of character to realize that the bonds 
of friendship are perpetual. Such men she has claimed in the 
past and they have gladly flocked to her standard. It is not 
strange, then, that her rolls are laden with names which will go 
down in history as the leaders in statesmanship and in letters, in the 
sciences and in art, in the professions and in commerce. Of these 
brothers and the many others who have brought honor to the name 
of our Fraternity we are justly proud. But such honors are but 
trophies for outward display. Among ourselves he is the most 
esteemed who is the truest friend and the most loyal brother. 
" Always Friends at Heart '* is our motto, and only those should be 
received within the portals of Delta Kappa Epsilon, who are both 
capable and worthy of such loyal friendship.'* 

After the regular toast list had been completed with the last 
address, there was vociferous demand for a few remarks by Col. 
McCook, who under pressure responded. 

The Toastmaster : " Brethren, we all want to hear a word, before 
we say our good-night, from the last survivor of the family which 
responded so nobly in the Civil War, Col. John J. McCook." 

Col. McCook said : " As I was Chairman to arrange the afiairs 
to-night, I thought I had fixed it so that the programme ended with 
Danner. 

•* As far as my college course goes, the four years given to 
J K E I am glad to have given, but I think I got the best part of it 
out there in our little lodge, the first lodge that was ever erected in 
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the woods of Ohio, whose walls had to be plastered to keep out 
eavesdroppers. Such was our start. Such has been the start ot 
J K E. Such was the good feeling, as Brother Pendleton describes. 
Those tiroes and those occasions are periods of the best fraternal 
feeling in the hearts of all of us. I hope you all will live up to J iT E 
and work hard for it. Good night to you all. We hope to see you 
all again next fall.

ALPHA ALPHA'S SEMLCENTENNIAL. 



On the 28th of June Alpha Alpha celebrates her fiftieth re- 
union, and it may be of interest to her sister chapters to learn 
what the little chapter among the Green Mountains has been doing 
during this period. 

On September 19, 1854, the Delta Kappa Epsilon Fraternity 
granted a charter to the Alpha Chapter, of Middlebury College, 
when the college was at its highest tide of prosperity. There was 
at that time but one Greek- Letter Fraternity in Middlebury, Alpha 
Mu of Chi Psi, which was established ten years before. Horace 
Holmes Thomas, of the Class of '57, who had been initiated into 
the Xi Chapter, where his Freshman year was passed, was the 
moving spirit in its organization. The chapter was chartered under 
the name of Alpha and was the nineteenth to which a charter was 
granted. Associated with Brother Thomas, a notice of whose 
death is in this number of the Quarterly, who was the Appraiser 
of the Port of Chicago, as charter members, were : Brothers 
Edwin C. Johnson, '55, Class Valedictorian, who died in 1863 while 
Professor of Latin in Chicago University ; Dr. Martin L. Mead, '55, 
one of the most successful physicians of Colorado ; Judge Walter 
C. Dunton, of Rutland, Salutatorian of the Class of '57, a distin- 
guished soldier and one of the best known jurists of the Supreme 
Bench of Vermont ; Stephen Knowlton, Valedictorian of '57, a Con- 
gregational clergyman, and Charles W. Seaton, '57, who died in 
1885, holding the position of Superintendent of the Tenth United 
States Census. It is worthy ot remark that, of the six charter mem- 
bers of Alpha Alpha, all were elected to Phi Beta Kappa. 

The first initiates of the chapter were : Class of '57, George D. 
Davenport, who fell in the Battle of the Wilderness, leading Com- 
pany B of the famous Fifth Vermont Infantry ; John C. Labaree, 
son of the President of the college, a Congregational clergyman and 
author; Moses Marston, who died in 1883, Professor of English 
Literature in the University of Minnesota, and Charles Marsh 
Mead, one of the translators of the revised version of the New Tes- 
tament and a theologian of international prominence. The Class of 
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'58 included : Horace E. Boardman,a physician, of Larned, Kansas ; 
Henry F. Severns, Judge of the United States Court of the West 
District of Michigan ; Judge Charles S. Colburn, now deceased, 
a Trustee of the College : Captain Samuel E. Burnham, formerly 
Secretary of the State of Vermont; Charles Crawford, who died 
in his Sophomore year ; A. J. Dutton, a Massachusetts Congrega- 
tional minister ; Professor Brainerd Kellogg, of the Brooklyn Poly- 
technic Institute, author o( several text-books and editor of an 
edition of Shakespeare, and the late Stephen A. Walker, President 
of the Board of Education and United States District Attorney of 
New York City. The founder of the chapter was well known as 
Quartermaster- General ot the Army of the Tennessee and Speaker 
of the Illinois General Assembly. 

Alpha had been the name of the Harvard Chapter which was 
dormant at the time the Fraternity was established in Middlebury. 
Upon the revival of the chapter at Harvard, accordingly, there w^ere 
two chapters known by the name of Alpha. To obviate this the 
Convention of 1857 decreed that Middlebury should bear the name 
of Alpha Prime. This it did until the Convention of 1887, when, on 
account of the confusion caused by the similar names, the Middle- 
bury chapter was changed to Alpha Alpha. 

Alpha Alpha's members in the fifty years of her existence have 
numbered 258. Of these, 161 are graduates of Middlebury. No bet- 
ter proof of the standard of scholarship which has been maintained 
in the Chapter can be cited than the elections to Phi Beta Kappa ; 
48 men, or about 315^ per cent, of her graduates, have gained 
this honor. She has in addition upon her rolls the names of 14 
valedictorians and 16 salutatorians. Nowhere was the true Deke 
spirit better exemplified than in the War of the Rebellion. Thirty- 
one of Alpha Alpha's sons enlisted in the Union armies. Most of 
these won shoulder straps, and three fell upon the field of battle. 

The members of the chapter have always been restricted, aver- 
aging from fifteen to eighteen. The largest class taken at any time 
was that of 1862, which numbered eleven men. Perhaps the low- 
watermark was reached in the latter part of the 'seventies.when there 
were only four men to uphold the chapter standard. 

Alpha Alpha has always been able to point with particular pride 
to her alumni. They have been with few exceptions enthusiastic in 
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their devotion to the Fraternity. It is a fact worthy of no little 
pride that, with the natural exception of Delta Delta, she is the most 
largely represented chapter in the Northwestern Alumni Associa- 
tion. 

The first permanent home of the chapter was in the old Nichols 
Block, at the south end of the bridge. These rooms were occupied 
for nearly twenty years until the disastrous fire of 1875, by which 
the chapter lost all its possessions, except the records, including 
a line library, valuable pictures, and mementoes. But this severe 
blow did not check the chapter's activity. Funds were imme- 
diately raised by the alumni and a hall especially constructed in the 
second story of the Parker Block. The library was restored and the 
rooms were newly furnished, although many of the chapter's belong- 
ings could not be replaced. Through the efforts of student and 
graduate members an excellent collection of college and Delta Kappa 
Epsilon Fraternity publications and memorabilia have since been 
accumulated. In 1885 the Lares were removed to the present rooms, 
— growing activities of chapter life making larger quarters neces- 
sary. About 1898 the plans, for eventually having a chapter house, 
were started. A scheme was formulated whereby each man pledged 
so much when he graduated, to be paid in yearly instalments. This 
has worked remarkably well, and at the present time we have nearly 
enough to warrant building. In igoo a lot w«is purchased which is 
situated just off the Campus and will make a beautiful site for a house. 
Last fall the chapter rented a house, that we might demonstrate to 
the alunmi our ability to successfully manage one if at our Semi- 
centennial they should see fit to build. 

This has been the history of Alpha Alpha for 50 years. She 
has suffered quite a few reverses, but has bravely struggled through 
them, and it seems as if the sun of prosperity was about to shine on 
her. Alpha Alpha sends an invitation to every chapter to come and 
join her in celebrating her fiftieth birthday.

WILLIAM H. HAWKES. 



Dr. W. H. Hawkes, Secretary of the Washington Alumni Asso- 
ciation of Delta Kappa Epsilon from 1887 to 1904, was widely 
known in the Fraternity. Though always actively engaged in his 
profession, he found time to devote to Fraternity matters, and few 
were better informed regarding the organization, history and 
development of the Fraternity. The continued success of the Wash- 
ington Alumni Association is due in very large measure to Dr. 
Hawkes* eflforts, and he will be greatly missed by all who had been 
associated with him. 

William Hines Hawkes was born October 25, 1845, ^^ Meriden, 
Conn., and was son of Rev. Philo Hawkes and Gratia Electa Field- 
The earliest years of his life were passed in Meriden and Middle- 
town, Conn., and in Lowell, Mass. 

In 1855 his parents went to Providence, R. I., and there he was 
prepared for college in the Providence High School, graduating 
with high honors in 1863. While he was a student here he enlisted 
as private in Company B (known as the High School Company), loth 
Rhode Island Regiment, 1862, serving three months in the War of 
the Rebellion. 

He entered Brown University in 1863, graduating A. B. in 1867, 
second in his class. From 1 867-1 871 he was Instructor of Latin 
and Greek in Phillips Academy, Andover, Mass. In 1871 he entered 
University of Pennsylvania, Philadelphia, Pa., to study Medicine, 
graduating high in his class in 1874. While pursuing his studies, 
he was also Instructor of Latin and Greek in Rugby Academy, 
Philadelphia, Pa. 

Immediately upon graduating he was appointed Resident Phy- 
sician of the Protestant Episcopal Hospital, remaining from 1874- 
1876. From 1 876- 1 880 he was in general practice, first in Phila- 
delphia, Pa., and later in Helena, Mont. He was induced by 
President Garfield to leave Helena to accept the position of Private 
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Tutor to the two sons of the President, who were preparing to enter 
Williams College, Mass. 

In 1881 he received the appointment of Acting Assistant Sur- 
geon, U. S. A., which position he resigned in 1883 to take up 
private practice in the City of Washington, where he remained 
until his death, which occurred very suddenly March 13, 1904. 

He was Visiting Physician of Garfield Memorial Hospital, 
1887-88; Attending Physician of Providence Hospital, 1888-1904; 
Emergency Hospital, 1889-1904; Secretary of the Board of Emer- 
gency Hospital, 1903; Secretary of Staff of Emergency Hospital, 
1904; Clinical Professor of Medicine, Georgetown University, 
1889-1890; Professor of Materia Medica and Therapeutics and 
Clinical Professor of Diseases of Children, Georgetown University, 
1890-1901. In 1890 he was given the honorary degree of A. M. from 
Georgetown University. He was a member of many medical and 
other societies. 

He married Laura Sprague Tenney, of Methuen, Mass., October 

25, 1887, i^ Methuen. He had no children, and his widow survives 
him. 

At a meeting of the Washington Alumni Association, held March 

26, 1904, the following resolutions were adopted : 

•' In the death of Dr. William H. Hawkes, the Washington Alumni 
Association of Delta Kappa Epsilon has lost a valued member who 
had endeared himself to the Association by his long and efficient 
services as Secretary, and his uniform kindness and courtesy to all 
his fellow members.

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William Burwell Walker, Chi, '82, a prominent member of Delta 
Kappa Epsilon, a member of the Mississippi State Senate and a 
Trustee of the University of Mississippi, died after a long illness, on 
February 17, 1904, while en route to his home in Aberdeen, Miss., 
from his post of duty at the State Capitol at Jackson. He became 
ill shortly after the assembling of the Legislature, and through the 
trying weeks of suffering he fought bravely agr.mst his disease. 
By his desire he was being carried home in the hope of giving unto 
his children's keeping the benediction of deathless love and to his 
friends a last farewell ; but he passed away when but a short dis- 
tance from his loved ones and home. 

W. B. Walker was born m Chickasaw County, Miss., January 
24, 1864. He entered the University of Mississippi as a student 
in 1879 ^"d was graduated in 1882. He made a good reputation 
for manliness and strength of character. Soon after leaving the 
University he entered upon the practice of Law, and his success was 
most gratifying. 

In 1887 ^^ was elected District Attorney. The fidelity and con- 
spicuous ability with which he discharged the duties of his office 
gave him a reputation throughout the State. 

In 1902 he was appointed a Trustee of the University of Missis- 
sippi and at once demonstrated by his wise counsels a broad con- 
ception of what constituted the welfare of his Alma Mater. 

In 1903 he was elected to the State Senate. When that body 
convened he entered upon his duties with the brightest hopes and 
most promising prospects for a successful career. His ability was 
early recognized, and he was appointed Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee of that body. By reason of his courtesy, his fairness, 
his congeniality and his breadth of informatiom and power as a 
speaker, his colleagues accorded him a place in the front ranks 
among them. 

When his death was announced the Senate set apart February 
19, 1904, as a memorial day, and many paid tribute to the distin- 
guished dead. The ceremonies, simple in their dignity, solemn in 
their grief and prompted by sincere affection, moved forward in 
perfect harmony as one after another the Senators arose to do honor 
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to his memory. The last speaker was Bishop Chas. B. Galloway, 
who twelve years before had laid his hands in blessing on the heads 
of William B. Walker and his fair girl bride, Mary Dudley Sykcs, 
and who since then had known and loved them well. 

His wile and several children survive him. 

Senator Walker was a member of a number of organizations ; 
but never did he lose the devotion and enthusiasm for Delta Kappa 
Epsilon, which he learned to love in his boyhood days. He has 
been the staunch supporter of the fraternities in the recent anti- 
fraternity struggles at the University of Mississippi, and is the 
author of the present " eight weeks rule." He was loved by all 
who knew him, and no one who has ever met him could leave his 
presence without knowing something of the goodness of his heart. 
In his death the State has lost a distinguished son, the church a 
zealous worker and our Fraternity a loyal, true member. 



JACOB COOPER. 



The Rev. Dr. Jacob Cooper, Phi, '52, Professor of Philosophy 
and Logic in Rutgers College, died on January 31, 1904, of pneu- 
monia at his home in New Brunswick. Dr. Cooper was born in 
Butler County, O., on December 7, 1830. In 1852 he was graduated 
from Yale, and two years later from the University of Gottingen, 
where he received the degree of Doctor of Philosophy. Later he 
studied Theology in the Theological Seminary of Edinburgh and 
became a Minister of the Presbyterian Church. From 1855 to 1866 
Dr. Cooper was Professor of Greek in Centre College, Kentucky, 
except for an interim in 1862 and 1863, when he was Chaplain of the 
Third Kentucky Infantry, in the Union Army. He was editor of 
the Danville (Ky.) Quarterly Review from 1861 to 1865. In 1866 
Dr. Cooper became Professor of Greek at Rutgers College. He 
was Professor- Elect of Ethics and Metaphysics of the University of 
Michigan, and since 1893 had been Professor of Philosophy and Log^c 
at Rutgers. He contributed to many reviews and other publica* 
tions and wrote many books, including " Eleusinian Mysteries," and 
biographies of George Duffield, T. D. Woolsey, and William 
Preston Johnson. 
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Francis Forbes, Beta Phi, *66, member of the law firm of Forbes 
& Haviland, died suddenly from pneumonia at his home, 8 West 
56th Street, on February 18, 1904. Mr. Forbes was born in 
Rochester, N. Y., and was graduated from Rochester University 
in 1866. After spending some time in study in France, he entered 
Columbia Law School, from which he was graduated in 1870. 

He represented this country at the International Convention of 
Industrial Marks in Madrid in 1890, and later at Brussels in 1897. 
He was a member of the State Constitutional Convention in 1894, 
and was recently appointed a delegate to the International Conven- 
tion of Jurists at the World's Fair at St. Louis. He belonged to 
the University aud Lawyers* Clubs. 

Mr. Forbes leaves a widow, daughter of the late Robert Bonner, 
two sons, and two daughters.

cannot be strictly enforced, allow any **bona fide*' student 0/ good standing to 
represent the college, or else join with us in arranging some system whereby 
many of the present ridiculous and pitiful attempts at enforcement may be 
shown up in their true light. Whether it be amateurism or "professionalism," 
we prefer either to hypocrisy.

Concerning the coming campaign for new members, we feel in- 
ined to offer some suggestions. To make suitable preparation for 
strenuous campaign, for the purpose of obtaining the proper com- 
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plement of the incoming class, is necessary and should be encour- 
aged by all reasonable means. Our chapters are depleted by gradu- 
ation, and, to provide an adequate sinking fund, so to speak, to 
cover this deficiency, the next new class must be drawn upon to 
more than fill this numerical loss. To maintain uniformity of 
numerical strength, the incoming delegation should be larger than 
the outgoing one. 

But indiscriminate methods of rushing should be avoided. The 
fraternity rushing season, in many of our institutions, bears more 
nearly the ear-marks of an aldermanic, catch-as-catch-can, vote- 
roping performance, than of the dignified, invitation function it should 
be. Incoming trains are waylaid and the new men pounced upon 
long before they have ever seen the campus, argument of a windy 
and bombastic tenor indulged in, statements of varied color made, 
rival societies abused, and the poor Freshman thus delightfully and 
persistently entertained, until a pledge is extorted from him, by 
force or otherwise — and then up and at the next one. 

We realize that competition incites and promotes these methods, 
and that in this, as in the political world, the reformer often fails 
and usually, in the start at least, gets a raw deal. But no such 
methods as these should be tolerated by any self-respecting frater- 
nity, least of all by Delta Kappa Epsilon. We need men. We 
must have our share of the new men. But we do not need them 
badly enough to permit ourselves to go to such extremes to get 
them. We should not be compelled to invade the highways and 
hedges for our recruits, nor be drawn into undignified competition. 
The desirable men should be carefully selected, and, if they are 
more or less unfamiliar with our Fraternity, truthfully instructed, 
and then invited. To receive an invitation to join Delta Kappa 
Epsilon from any of our chapters, we regard as an honor of the 
highest sort attainable in the institution — and we do not think we 
can justly be accused of any of the aforementioned bombast when 
we say this. If the recipient of this honor, for any reason, does not 
see fit to accept, let him go. Neither the Fraternity nor the chapter 
is dependent, in any way, upon any one man or upon any one-body 
of men. The critical, formative period of our existence has long 
since safely passed. Delta Kappa Epsilon should be, and we be- 
lieve is, in a position to choose rather than coax.

Chi Psi has some sort of a sheet but 
doesn't exchange, while Phi Kappa Sigma has '' broke down '' and 
now publishes only a " News Letter," not for general circulation. 
All other fraternities now maintain official magazines open for gen- 
eral subscriptions, and most of them, in addition, have their official 
paper for confidential and official matter. — Kappa Alpha Journal.

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A QUESTION OF POLICY. 



The near approach of our Annual G>nvention brings forward a 
subject to which every chapter and every delegate should devote earnest 
and — shall we say? — ^prayerful attention. The policy of the Fraternity 
upon the question of further expansion is one which should be settled 
at this time, as far as it is possible for this Convention to do so. To be 
sure no legislature has the power to bind its successors to any course of 
action, for their powers are equal to its own, and circumstances may 
demand that some future convention absolutely reverse the policy deter- 
mined upon by this one. Yet if such policy be decided upon as the result 
of careful deliberation in chapter and convention, after an intelligent 
examination of all the arguments which caii properly be advanced upon 
both sides of the question, there is little doubt that an intelligent public 
opinion would support it, and render a change difficult for years to come. 

What, then, is the question, and what are the principal arguments 
advanced by the advocates of the two answers which can be made to it? 
Briefly stated, it is this: "Has the Fraternity reached that stage in its 
development where further expansion would be unwise?" It is a ques- 
tion upon which undoubtedly many arguments can be adduced by the 
equally patriotic supporters of the two diametrically opposed policies, 
either of which might be adopted by the Fraternity. It is one to the 
consideration of which the highest wisdom should be brought, for upon 
its answer depends very largely our future prosperity as a fraternity, 
and our prepress as compared with that of our principal competitors. 

We have reached now the parting of the ways, and the policy which 
we adopt will very largely determine the character of our Fraternity; 
for that character must of necessity be very different, in accordance with 
whether we answer that question in the affirmative or in the negative. 
If we answer it in the affirmative, it means that our limit has practically 
been reached as to the institutions to which we shall consider the granting 
of charters, and that our growth is to be restricted to those institutions 
in which we are already established. If the answer is in the negative, 
it means that we are determined to become in the fullest sense of the word 
a national, or even an international fraternity, and that any institution 
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has the right, and in a certain sense is invited to show that she is up to 
our standard, and may cherish the hope of obtaining from us a charter 
if an acceptable organization applies for one. 

In all animal and vegetable life, growth is life, and when growth 
ceases, decay begins. The analogy very largely hdds good in all organi- 
zations, whether business, political or fraternal. Growth is life ; stagna- 
tion is decay. But there are different kinds of growth, and it is for us 
to determine which kind it is wisest for us to strive after. 

The owner of a vineyard may carefully train his old vines until they 
spread out to large proportions; and if he g^ves them proper attention, 
cutting away the dead wood and guarding against those diseases to 
which vines are subject, he may gather a harvest of luscious grapes for 
many years. Or he may from time to time add new vines as he finds 
that other land is available, and new kinds of vines give promise of 
reward. Which course is the wiser? It depends upon the wishes of the 
owner. A small vineyard, thoroughly cultivated, is better than a large 
one neglected; but a large one thoroughly cultivated will yield much 
better returns. 

Those who favor closing the gates of the Fraternity against all 
applicants say that we have already reached the point where practically 
every institution of high standard which is open to fraternities contains 
a chapter of D K E; that there is no field now suitable for our cultivation 
and that the granting of additional charters will necessarily lower the 
tone of the Fraternity, admitting a class of members who are not of the 
kind to which we have been accustomed. They say further that while 
we are now a homogeneous organization, whose chapters are knit together 
by common traditions, close acquaintance and mental sympathy and 
respect, any considerable increase in the number of chapters will inevitably 
destroy these conditions, making the Fraternity unwieldly, and perhaps 
necessitating the adoption of some scheme similar to that used by one 
of the larger fraternities, of a division of the country into provinces with 
annual conventions within those provinces, and only triennial conven- 
tions of the whole Fraternity. 

These objections are indeed weighty, and if well founded should have 
great influence in the determination of the policy to be adopted. But 
those who advocate a policy of further expansion do not admit that all 
of them are well founded, and they bring forward arguments in support 
of their position, which they claim far outweigh the objections whidi are 
admitted. 
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In the first place, they claim that the list of institutions which are up 
to the D K E standard is by no means exhausted. Besides Harvard and 
Princeton, where conditions are not now favorable for real fraternity 
life, there are a number of State universities whose recent gjowth has 
been both rapid and stable. Of these the universities of Illinois, Wis- 
consin, Nebraska, Missouri, Iowa and Texas have already reached an 
enrolment which in point of numbers, at least, entitles them to be con- 
sidered along with such institutions as Cornell, Columbia, Michigan and 
California, yes, even with Pennsylvania, Princeton and Yale. Their 
teaching staff is said to be of a very high order, and the students, while 
they do not number so many from old and wealthy families as are found 
at Yale and Harvard, are nevertheless young men of gjeat natural 
ability and force, children of those men whose labors have produced 
the remarkable economical growth of the Middle West. To be sure these 
colleges may be new and crude, but it is not many years since that accusa- 
tion might have been used with equal force against Michigan, or Cornell, 
or Chicago. In this land of rapid prepress it does not require centuries 
to upbuild a great university, and even traditions may be acquired in a 
comparatively short time. 

Then, too, it is argued that while our chapters are thickly scattered 
along the Atlantic slope, with many east of the Mississippi, there is a 
large gap before we reach the two representatives on the Pacific slope, 
and those chapters are practically isolated. Chapters in those institutions 
which have been mentioned would serve to bridge this gap and would 
give us a strong representation in that wealthy and rapidly growing 
region. D K E, of all the fraternities, has been the most democratic, 
requiring of postulants native worth and real manhood without regard 
to the presence or absence of wealth or social position. These indeed 
have been won because of the possession of the \)ther qualities ; and 
many of those names which shine brightest upon our rolls, have won 
their places in spite of the greatest obstacles of birth and fortune. Among 
the descendants of the sturdy pioneers of the Middle West are likely to 
be found many of the leaders of the future, and of these D K B should 
have the large portion which has come to her when her chapters are 
already established. 

But what does history tell us of the growth of our Fraternity? 
During every decade but one we have shown a steady increase. Our 
first ten years witnessed the establishment of chapters at Yale, Bowdoin, 
Colby, Amherst, Vanderbilt, Alabama, Brown, Mississippi, North Caro- 
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Una, Virginia, Miami, Kenyon, Dartmouth, Central and Middlebury. 
Some of these were dormant for a while because of their losses in the 
Civil War, but they were again revived. The next decade saw the estab- 
lishment of chapters at Michigan, Williams, Lafayette, Hamilton, Col- 
gate, Rochester, C. C. N. Y., Rutgers, and De Pauw ; ten years more gave 
us Wesleyan, Troy, Adelbert, Cornell, Chicago, Syracuse and Columbia, 
followed in the next five years by California and Trinity. Then for ten 
years no new charters were granted, though several of our southern 
chapters were revived ; but the years since '89 have witnessed the addition 
of some of the brightest and most promising chapters in our list, Minne- 
sota, Tech., Tulane, Toronto, Pennsylvania, McGill and Leland Stanford. 
These have been recommended by the Council and admitted by the 
Fraternity under a settled policy that no charter be granted unless the 
college and the men were in the front rank, and that none be refused 
simply because of the present size of our chapter roll. Our growth then 
has been steady and almost constant, and the only ten years in which 
we stood still were years which were not characterized by rapid growth 
of new colleges. 

The present, our expansionists say, is a time of rapid growth among 
the colleges — ^not so much in the establishment of new ones as in the 
great increase in the support and endowment of those already established, 
and this by both State and private munificence. These western colleges 
are just coming into their inheritance, and they are advancing with the 
strides of giants. The territory from which they draw their support is 
thickly peopled by loyal sons ol D K E, many of them organized into 
active alumni associations. Chapters in these institutions would receive 
their heartiest support, and could not fail to become strong and militant. 
Those which are established in the earlier years of this marvelous growth, 
cannot fail to partake in the prosperity of their colleges, and to assume 
the position of leaders to which their membership m D K B entitles them. 
Shall a mistaken conservatism deprive us of these great advantages? 

There is still another question which is worthy of consideration. To 
what extent should we be influenced in our action and policy by the 
opinions of our competitors? We all admit the force of public opinion, 
yet in matters of this kind D K E has been and must continue to be a 
law unto herself. The course which we have alwajrs pursued has been 
as far removed from the ultra-conservatism oi K A and Sigma Phi as 
it has from the opposite extreme to which Beta Theta Pi and Phi Delta 
Theta have tended. We have wisely refused to confine our chapter roll to a 
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few very closely related chapters, hoping thereby to attain a closer union, 
a wider acquaintance and a more intimate relationship among our mem- 
bers; for we have felt that the benefit of membership in other equally 
good colleges, and the influence of a large and distinguished body of 
alumni would much more than offset any gain which would accrue from 
such a small and compact organization. We have therefore avoided what 
seemed to us a narrow provincialism. 

On the other hand we have not attempted to gain numbers and influ- 
ence by granting charters to chapters in institutions which are of little 
standing in the educational world, and whose names are almost unknown 
except to those who, from a feeling of curiosity, glance over the rolls 
of some of the Greek fraternities. Yet by pursuing a course of bold and 
fearless progress tempered and restrained by a wise conservatism, wc 
have planted chapters in a chain of colleges which contains few, if any, 
weak links, and have attained a larger membership than our nearest 
competitors in numbers, Beta Theta Pi and Phi Delta Theta, while wc 
have never "stooped to ccwiquer." 

From the two fraternities which are recognized in the college world 
as our strongest rivals, Psi Upsilon and Alpha Delta Phi, we need expect 
or fear no word of criticism. While their chapter rolls are still much 
smaller than ours, they are occupying the same territory, except in the 
South, and both have entered the field which we have been considering. 
The fact that neither of them covers the whole field which we have 
occupied may be attributed rather to a lack of suitable opportunity than 
to any settled fraternity policy. 

To the argument that there is danger of the Fraternity becoming un- 
wieldy, difficult to govern and liable to divide itself into cliques, our ex- 
pansionists say that, with a continuous line of chapters in the best colleges, 
within touch of each other, there is much less danger of such results 
than when groups of chapters are separated by long stretches of un- 
occupied territory as at present. That six or eight chapters added to a 
roll of more than forty, would do little to increase the difficulties of 
government, while if properly selected and organized they would greatly 
increase our strength. 

Such are the main arguments brought forward by the supporters of 
expansion and by those who defend a policy of ultra-conservatism. Of 
course there are many other arguments of minor importance which might 
be made, but these cover the principal points at issue. There are those 
who take their stand upon the platform that the Fraternity is large

enough already, and refuse to listen to any argument whatever. But 
nearly all are ready to judge both the question of a general policy and of 
each individual application of it upon its merits. They are the true con- 
servatives, who are tmwilling to advance until they see that such a for- 
ward movement will bring them to a more advantag^us position; but 
who are unwilling to stand still when they are convinced that such an 
advance will be beneficial. 

It would seem to be a most opportune time to come to a decision at 
this Convention. Chicago is on the borderland of this unoccupied terri- 
tory, where the institutions and the men are known, and where evidence 
o£ their character can easily be produced. Her alumni are near enough 
to the West not to be unduly influenced by the prejudices of the East 
against western educational institutions, and there are among them so many 
graduates of eastern colleges that they will recognize the force of their 
criticisms. It may be that no application is on hand which will bring up 
this question of policy. If not, so much the better. It can then be dis- 
cussed upon its general merits, leaving the investigation of particular 
incidents as they may arise to the wisdom of the Council. But if a policy 
of expansion is to be adopted, steps should be taken to enter upon it at 
the first favorable time; while if the Fraternity feels that it should dis- 
courage any further growth, it should direct its proper executive to 
make its decision known to all applicants, so that they may waste neither 
time nor energy only to be disappointed at last, but may apply at once to 
those of our rivals who are ready to receive them.

CHARLTON T. LEWIS. 



Charlton Thomas Lewis,. Phi, '53, lawyer, litterateur and publicist, 
died at his home at Morristown, N. J., after a short illness on May 
26, 1904. 

He was bom in West Chester, Pa., in 1834. His father was Com- 
missioner of Internal Affairs under President Lincoln. His grandfather 
on his mother's side was Charles Minor, of Wilkesbarre, Pa., who was 
a member of Congress and historian of the Wyoming Valley. 

His career in college was distinguished. He took a large number of 
prizes, was editor of the Lit, and graduated with high honors a member 
of the famous Class of '53 — ^his brother-in-law, Wayne MacVeagh, Phi, 
being a member of this same class. 

In 1861 he held the Chair of Mathematics, and later of Greek, in the 
Troy University, a Methodist college that ceased to exist in 1862. He 
originally had intended to be a Methodist minister. Afterward he entered 
the law office, of his father, and in 1864 he came to New York City, where 
he engaged in the practice of law as the partner of Samuel S. (Sunset) 
Cox. For many years he was counsel for the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company. He represented the company in Germany and Austria in 
the n^otiations with the governments of those countries, and also repre- 
sented the company before many legislative committees. 

He was Deputy Commissioner of U. S. Internal Revenue in 1863 and 
1864; Editor of the New York Evening Post from 1867 to 1871; 
Editor of Harpers' Latin Dictionary ; author of Lewis' Latin Dictionary, 
of "A History of Germany," of "Love Letters of Prince Bismark," and the 
editor of many classical works and of Harpers' "Book of Facts." 

For many years Mr. Lewis was deeply interested in the question of 
the treatment of criminals, and for nearfy twenty years he was President 
of the New York Prison Association. He had written much on the 
subject and had delivered many addresses at prison congresses in this 
country and in Europe. 

He was also President of the State Charities Aid Association of New 
Jersey, Chairman of the Commission to Revise the Penal Laws of New 
Jersey, and a Delegate from the United States to the Paris Congress of 
Prisons in 1895. 
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He was a member of the Greek, Yale, Authors', Century, and other 
clubs in New York, and of the St. Stephen's and Cobden Clubs of 
London; of the Metropolitan Museum of Art, New York Historical, 
American, Mathematical, Pennsylvania, and numerous other societies. He 
was always a prominent member of the New York D K E Club, and was 
the first Vice-President of the Delta Kappa Epsilon Association of New 
York at the time of his death, having presided at the Delmcmico dinner 
on April 15, 1904, his last public appearance before his death. He was 
the Poet at the 8th Convention, Orator at the 41st Convention, Toast- 
master at and one of the Committee in charge of the Semi-Centennial 
Convention, and a speaker at several other conventions. 

As a lawyer, scholar, philanthropist and man of affairs, Mr. Lewis 
was well known throughout the whole country. 

He was twice married. ' His first wife, married on July 25, 1861, was 
Nancy D. McKeen, of Brunswick, Me. She died about twenty years ago. 
His second wife was Margaret P. Sherrard of this city, whom he married 
on July I, 1885. By his first wife he had three children — Charlton M. 
Lewis, Professor of English literature at Yale, and two daughters, Eliza- 
beth D., and Mary S. Lewis. He had two children by his second wife, 
Margarent and James. His wife and the five children survive him. 



MARK H. BUNNELL. 



I first met Mr. Dunnell at the Minneapolis Convention in 1893, eleven 
years ago. Replete as this Convention is wjth memories, memories of our 
two-days' acute discussion on the convention floor, of our social diver- 
sions, of our frolics, memories which possibly the lapse of years may 
dim in lustre, there was one figure which even time himself cannot, I 
think, compel us to forget — Mark H. Dunnell. His intense interest, his 
love, his loyalty, his personal concern, his words of guidance, were present 
everywhere. 

Since that time I have seen him at frequent intervals, at conventions— 
with William Boyd Jacobs, our only Foimder left, he was a guest of honor 
at our Semi-Centennial Convention at New York in 1894, and at the 1901 
Washington Convention he delivered an address which, although he was 
the oldest member present, in enthusiasm and spirit outdid them all — at 
social functions, and in business, and I have ever found him the same. 
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He died at his home, at Owatonna, Minnesota, his adopted State, on 
August 8, 1904. He is survived by his widow, to whom he was married 
in 1850, and five children, one of whom is Mark Boothby Dimnell, Beta 
Phi, '86, a well-known lawyer and author. 

His death is a loss to all. To our Fraternity it is a grievous loss. 
We have on our rolls men of distinguished fame, men great in all the 
walks of life, men loyal and true, but none more great nor true than he. 
For a quarter of a century before most of us were bom he had served 
Delta Kappa Epsilon. Not lip service, but the service of a man devoted 
to its welfare, and it lasted until death. 

He was initiated in the Colby Chapter shortly after its establishment 
in 1845, way back in those early experimental days, when the struggle 
was for existence. His participation in that struggle, his fealty to his 
Fraternity throughout, his prominence in her councils, are matters of 
history and need not be recoimted here. 

He was honored by his Fraternity, by his Alma Mater, by State, and 
by Nation. His public life is well known. He graduated from Colby 
in 1849 with a first-class Commencement oration ; from 1850 to 1852 he 
was principal of the academy at Norway, Me. ; he was admitted to the Bar 
in 1854, and continued at his profession in Maine until 1861 ; he was a 
member of the State Legislature, of the House in 1854 and of the Senate 
in 185s; State Superintendent of Public Schools from 1857 to i860; 
U. S. Consul at Vera Cruz, Mexico, in 1861 ; he was Captain in the Sth 
Maine Infantry, enlisting May 20th, 1861, subsequently becoming Colonel 
of the same regiment; from 1867 *^ 1870 he practiced law at Winona, 
Minn. ; he was a member of the Minnesota House, State Legislature, in 
1867 and State Superintendent of Public Instruction from 1867 to 1870; 
he was a member of Congress from the First District of Minnesota for 
six successive terms, from 1871 to 1883, and again from 1889 to 1891 ; and 
was identified with a large number of societies and organizations. 

Yet he bore hi$ honors well. The friend of Presidents, he was modest 
and unassuming. A public man, he was honest and incorruptible. His 
home life, his public life, his fraternity life, were ideal. 

His was the exemplification of the simple life. Such lives as 
make one better for having seen them lived. Yet possessed of powers, 
but powers that were used for good. Such use as gives one faith in 
power. Mark H, Dunnell was such a man.

INDIANA D K B. 



The Indiana D K E Association as formally organized March 6, 
1903, at Indianapolis, and inaugurated by a brilliant banquet at the 
Columbia Club. A notable feature of this occasion was the beautiful and 
elaborate souvenir menu cards which bore the escutcheon of the Fra- 
ternity in colors and were bound by ribbons of the Red, Old Gold and 
Blue. The following toasts were responded to in a happy manner :

Judge George L. Reinhard, Miami, '71, Bloomington, "Delta Kappa 
Epsilon"; Mr. Frederick H. Winters, Yale, '00, Indianapolis, "The

"Psi Phi Chapter" ; Judge Eugene H. Bundy, Miami, '69, New Castle, 
"The Greek Mysteries" ; Rev. Edward B. Rawls, De Pauw, '77, Indian- 
apolis, "Fraternity." 

From the beginning the banquet was characterized by the greatest 
enthusiasm; not only on the part of the recent graduates, but of the 
"older boys" as well. Considering the fact that there is only the one 
chapter, Psi Phi, in the State, the attendance was surprisingly large, and 
it was thoroughly representative of all parts of the State. The general 
fraternity was likewise well represented ; for brothers from Yale, Miami, 
Kenyon, Mass.

As the brothers from the 
widely scattered chapters, old and young, responded cleverly to the toasts 
and joined in the rousing songs oi D K B, it was an occasion long to be 
remembered, a . beautiful illustration of the unity of the g^nd old 
Fraternity. At the business session the following officers were elected: 
President, Virgil H. Lockwood; Vice-President, Jefferson H. Claypool; 
Secretary, George A. Abbott, De Pauw, '95 ; Treasurer, Wm. P. Herod, 
Yale, '86. 

The following Constitution was duly adopted : 

Constitution o^ the Indiana D K B Association. 

article i. 

Every member of the Delta Kappa Epsilon Fraternity residing in 
Indiana shall be considered a member of this Association as long as he 
shall pay his annual dues. 
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ARTICLE II. 

The annual dues shall be One Dollar, except for students in college. 

ARTICLE III. 

There shall be an annual banquet and an annual meeting at the time 
of the banquet. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The oflScers of this Association shall be a President, a Vice-President, 
a Secretary, and a Treasurer, elected at each annual business meeting, 
who shall hold office from the day after election until their successors 
arc elected. The Secretary and Treasurer shall make a report at each 
annual business meeting. The officers, with two members to be appointed 
annually by the President, shall constitute the executive committee which 
shall have charge of the affairs of the Association, and a majority of 
whom shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

The Second Annual Banquet of the Association occurred February 5, 
1904, at the Claypool Hotel, Indianapolis, and was characterized by the 
same Deke enthusiasm. The following brothers responded to the toasts : 
John S. Berryhill, De Pauw, '73; William P. Herod, Yale, '86; Fred. L 
Barrows, Dc Pauw, '97 ; Leon J. Brown, representing the Psi Phi Chapter, 
which attended the banquet in a body ; Christopher B. Coleman, Yale, '96 ; 
Charles F. Coffin, De Pauw, '81 ; John E. Iglehart, De Pauw, '68 ; Jefferson 
H. Cla)rpool, Miami, '75. 

At the business session the officers elected were : 

President, Jefferson H. Claypool, Miami, '75, Indianapolis; Vice- 
President, Judge James F. Elliott, De Pauw, '68, Kokomo; Secretary, 
George A. Abbott, De Pauw, '95, Indianapolis; Treasurer, Wm. P. 
Herod, Yale, '86, Indianapolis. 

The total membership of the Association is about 225. Twenty-three 
chapters are represented. Seventy per cent, of these chapters are in States 
bordering the Atlantic and 26 per cent, of the actual membership is made 
up of men from these States. 

There was a time when the name "Hoosier" was used in derision to 
designate the "back-woods" native of Indiana, when Western "colleges'^ 
and "universities" rose and fell after the manner of South American 
governments, but that time has long since passed. The character of 
scmie of these earlier institutions is well illustrated by a story which a 
well-known U. S. Senator is fond of telling. He relates this incident of 
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travel in Ohio some years ago. He was accompanied by a citizen of that 
great commonwealth who pointed with pride to the numerous "colleges" 
which they were passing. ''You seem to have a large number of coll^nes 
\sk your State," observed the Senator, "Oh, yes, indeed!" replied his 
companion with a touch of pride, "Fm an Alma Mater of one myself." 
It is quite possible that there are yet some institutions turning out such 
"Alma Maters," but this certainly is not true of the leading State and 
non-State colleges. 

A few years ago it was necessary for the ambitious youths of these 
States to go east for higher training; now a large proportion of them are 
attending the flourishing institutions within their own States. It is 
difficult for one who has not lived in the Middle West to appreciate the 
phenomenal growth of all the educaticxial institutions of this section. As 
a teacher in the largest high school in Indiana, the writer has had excel- 
lent opporttmity to observe large numbers of the boys who go to coll^^ 
and it has been a g^eat disappointment to see the very finest of these 
husky young men entering colleges where they have no opportunity to 
become members oi D K B and consequently often join very ordinary 
fraternities. It does not require a prophet to foretell the result of this. 
The infusion of such rich, young blood into the feeblest fraternity will 
in time make it strong. The center of culture is shifting westward and 
the strongest fraternity of the future will undoubtedly be one which is 
firmly intrenched in the g^eat Mississippi Valley. Let us hope that it 
may be Delta Kappa Epsilon. To this end will be directed the best 
efforts of the Indiana D K B Association.

THE EASTERN NEW YORK ASSOCIATION. 



In December of 1887 an alumni association of Delta Kappa Epsilon 
was formed in Albany. The association was known as the Albany 
Alumni Association of Delta Kappa Epsilon, and during the following 
April the first dinner was given at the Winsor Restaurant in Albany. 
This dinner was attended by eighteen "genial and jovial Dekes" who met 
in the true fraternal spirit, sang the good old songs, renewed the friend- 
ships and recalled the scenes of college days. Enthusiasm ran high and 
all looked forward with pleasant anticipation to the time of the next 
annual meeting and banquet. In the meantime it was decided to extend 
an invitation to members of the Fraternity residing at Troy and other 
places near Albany to unite in forming an enlarged association. This 
invitation met with a most cordial response, and the meeting and banquet 
held at the Kenmore Hotel in Albany during February, 1889, was 
largely attended and long remembered as one of the most successful 
dinners ever given by the Association. At this meeting a constitution 
was adopted and a new organization formed and named. The Eastern 
New York Association of Delta Kappa Epsilon. 

The third annual reunion and banquet was held at the Troy Club, and 
it became the custom to divide the honors between Troy and Albany, a 
custom that has since been observed as closely as possible. The usual 
order of procedure at these annual meetings is to spend a half hour in 
social greetings, then follows the business meeting, after which the brothers 
repair to the banquet hall, where an elaborate feast is spread. The toasts 
follow in good season, and the balance of the evening is given over to 
eloquence, song, wisdom and wit. 

At the hour of parting, joined hand to hand in the Mystic Circle, the 
brothers sing, "Hail to Loved D K B," and with the final yell depart to 
their homes, having again renewed their allegiance at the shrine of our 
Fraternity. 

From 1894 to 1901, although the Association still maintained its 
existence, no banquet was held. This was doubtless owing to the fact 
that many of the members began to favor a less elaborate and expensive 
dinner or a smoker, and in recognition of this feeling the dinner given 
at the Troy Club in April, 1901, although fully as enjoyable as any of 
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the preceding banquets, was financially within the reach of all. This 
appeared to be a step in the right direction, and the following year a 
snic4cer was given at the Troy Club which was largely attended and 
freatly enjoyed. The smoker had evidently come to stay, and the meeting^ 
of 1903 held at the Albany Press Club and that of 1904 held at the 
University Club in Albany, were both smokers. 

Much may be said perhaps in favor of this class of entertainment. 
The expense is trifling, and none need stay away on that account. It is 
possible to welcome many undergraduates from the chapters at Troy 
and Williamstown and thus come into closer touch with the active 
members of the Fraternity, the social relation at these gatherings is inti- 
mate and brotherly and absolutely without any restricting formality, the 
presence of a skilled entertainer adds greatly to the pleasure of the 
evening, and the substantial lunch provided meets every requirement. In 
the future it is quite possible that the banquet may regain its p(q>ularity, 
an occasional change will doubtless prove both healthful and refreshii^. 
The next meeting of The Eastern New York Association of Delta Kappa 
Epsilon will be held in Troy, probably during April, 1905.

'47. Anson G. Stanchfield, who was one of the earliest initiates of Theta, 
is still practicing Law in Boston at the age of 82. He resides in 
Maiden, Mass. He is the oldest member of the chapter living. 
One member of the delegation of '46 survives, J. C. Pickard, of 
Maywood, 111., but he is four years younger than Brother 
Stanchfield. 

'48. Lafayette Grover, of Portland, Oregon, who has been a leading public 
man of his State for over half a century, serving it as Governor 
for seven years and representing in both branches of Congress, was 
the first Deke to become a member of Congress. He was first 
elected from Oregon in 1858. 

'54. Dr. John A. Douglass, of Amesbury, Mass., Henry Hyde Smith, Esq., 
of Boston, and ex-United States Senator William Drew Washburn, 
of Minneapolis, the only survivors of the 16 members of Bowdoin, 
'54, who were members oiD K B, were all back on the old campus 
last June to celebrate the semi-centennial of their gp-aduation, and 
all visited the chapter house to meet the younger Dekes. 

'55. Rev. Benjamin P. Snow, who was Principal of the North Yarmouth, 
Maine, Academy from 1890 to 1903, is now Librarian of the 
Parsons Memorial Library, Alfred, Me. 

'56. Rev. Edwin B. Palmer died at his home in Winchester, Mass., 
September 2, 1904. He was bom in Belfast, Me., in 1833. He 
graduated from Bowdoin in 1856 with high rank, and from Banijor 
Theological Seminary in 1859. He held several important pastor- 
ates in Maine and Massachusetts, and since i88^ had been 
Treasurer of the Massachusetts Home Missionary Society. He 
had the remarkable record of having missed only one or two 
Bowdoin Commencements in 50 years. He had been a member 
of the Board of Overseers since 1878 and was given the degree of 
D. D. in 1903. 

'56. Few clergymen have held a longer pastorate than that of Rev. Edwin 
P. Parker, D. D., of Hartford, Conn., who has been pastor of the 
Second Congregational Church of that city since i860, a period of 
'44 years. He is a member of the Yale Corporation and has been 
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Chaplain of the Connecticut General Assembly. In earlier years 
he was the Poet at several D K B conventions and in 1903 he was 
selected to give the Address at the dedication of Hubbard Hall, 
the new Library of Bowdoin. 

'57. Rev. Daniel F. Smith, of Evanston, 111., was ^ven the degree of 
LL.D. at the 1904 Bowdoin Commencement. He has recently 
resigned the Rectorship of St. Luke's, which he has held since 1886. 

'59. Prof. C)rrus Fogg Brackett, who has held the Chair of Ph5rsics at 
Princeton since 1873, ^s President of the Board of Health of 
New Tersev. 

'60. Augustine Jones, who has been at the head of the famous Friends 
School of Providence, R. I., since 1879, resigned at the close of 
the year last June. 

*6o. Dr. Joseph N. Metcalf , who practiced Medicine at Garrcttsburg, from 
1863 to 1901, is now located at Seg, Montgomery Co., Tenn. 

'61. Frank L. Dingley, who was Managing Editor of the Boston lourcml 
for a year after Frank A. Munsey purchased it in 1903, has re- 
turned to the Lewiston Journal, of which he has been an Editor 
and owner since 1861. 

^62. Almon L. Vamev, Lieutenant Colonel in the United States Armv, 
has been retired by the age limit.

EDITORIALS. 

We hope to see a large attendance at the coming Convention to be held 
at Chicago from November 17th to 19th. We urge every chapter to be 
represented by as strong a delegation as possible, and our alumni associa- 
tions and individuals to be present. The business to be transacted is 
important and should have the attention of both our active and graduate 
members. The fact that our Chicago brethren are in charge g^rantees 
the success of the entertainment part of the program. 



We should hate to believe that certain of our alumni associations are 
dead. We hope they arc simply sleeping. We know they are un- 
responsive. The long lapse of spring, summer and most of the fall 
between dinners is apt to develop this unresponsive tendency. The cure 
for this, we apprehend, would be to have happenings, not necessarily 
dinners, of an enlivening character between times. Many of our associa- 
tions manage without much difficulty to hold three or four reunions a 
year, in addition to an annual dinner. These furnish an opportunity for 
the members to get together in an informal way, and have established 
themselves as a success. It too often happens that a new association will 
start, filled to the brim with all the exuberance and exhiliration char- 
acteristic of underg^duate days, only, after the lapse of a very brief 
period, to forget their good resolutions and to fall, or nearly fall, by the 
wayside. This should not be. Every association on our list should main- 
tain, not that moribund existence which some, we are sorry to say, seem 
to have fallen into, but an active, lively organization. 
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This is an era of expansion. Unhampered of its political strings, candi- 
dates' platforms and campaign pyrotechnics, the tendency in this country 
of ours is towards expansion. We hear it and have it on all sides. We 
seem to have become infected. In the fraternity world it has reached 
an acute stage. We have been and are confronted with this question. 
This convention may be called upon to settle it, either by suggestion, or 
possibly by opinion so expressed as to practically amount to a ruling 
decision. 

There may be those among us who, believing that our territorial con- 
quests are complete and that we are large enough, would say "no" to all. 
We do not agree with these. To forever close our doors we think would 
be bad policy. A complete standstill tends toward stagnation. Those 
fraternities that have persistently refused to yield an inch are approaching 
a condition of dry rot and in danger of a slow but sure death from their 
own inertia. It is true that we are large in numbers, but compared to 
some of those great fraternal orders we are, in this respect, small indeed. 

Future possibilities should preclude decisive action, at this time, of this 
character. 

There may be others among us who, more or less affected by this 
epidemic of expansion, believe that the time has arrived when we should 
relax somewhat from our policy of conservatism and extend a more 
liberal welcome than heretofore. We do not agree with these. Indis- 
criminate extension — ^and by "indiscriminate" we do not mean, in our case, 
regardless and promiscuous, but rather undue extension — should be 
avoided. We are told that our numerical supremacy is being threatened. 
Look at the chapter rolls of those that threaten. This should produce no 
scare. Mere numbers should not entice us. 

Our policy has been one of conservatism; a well-defined policy of 
extension, with the aim to avoid both extremes, ready to extend upon a 
proper case, yet bound with such excluding limitations that but few of the 
many have been able to present such case. Strict adherence to this policy 
has prospered us, and this policy should continue to prevail. We have had 
no cause to regret our extensions of the past decade. The reason is 
because such extension was the result of this careful conservatism. There 
may be fertile fields as yet unopened to us. Shall we not continue our 
methods of the past, and consent to at least look? 



One of the best publications of the kind that we have ever seen is 
Theta Chapter of Delta Kappa Epsilon," by John Clair Minot, Theta, 
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*g6, published in 1904. It is a small-sized book of 272 pages, the first 108 
pages containing a history of the chapter and the last 164 a catalogue of 
the members with short biog^phical sketches. From a literary point of 
view the book is of a very high order, but apart from this feature its 
great value consists, from our standpoint, in the fact that there is found 
here, stated in concise, interesting and accurate form, a complete history 
of the chapter covering a period of sixty years. Historical facts and 
records for all this period have been digested and collated. Mr. Minot is 
to be congratulated upon his work. Theta Chapter is to be doubly con- 
gratulated in having Mr. Minot, who was not only competent for the 
task, but who actually did it 

The preservation of our record and historical data is most important. 
The only way this can be successfully accomplished is by having each 
individual chapter make it their business to collect and put in shape their 
own respective data. To insure its preservation this should be reduced 
to a historical statement, which can be supplemented by a yearly addenda. 
Those of our chapters which have attained their thirtieth, or more, birth- 
day will undoubtedly find it more or less difficult to cover these early 
years, but this work should be done, and done now. Many of our chapters 
have from time to time published reports, containing short historical 
sketches, an excellent idea and one that should be encouraged. But in 
all these their early history has been as a rule very much abbreviated. It 
is this early history, embracing the formative period of the Fraternity and 
of the individual chapters, that we are in danger in part of losing. It will 
be a tedious task for probably the majority* of our chapters to compile, 
with any great degree of detail, a comprehensive history of these times, 
but it is, we think, largely a question of getting down to the job. We 
would suggest that each chapter appoint a standing committee, or some 
one competent man with a successor in office, whose duty it shall be to 
attend to and follow up this work. We have heretofore mentioned the 
expediency of a chapter historian. At the risk of repetition we mention 
it again.

This 
fraternity has thirty-five active chapters, mostly in the East, its Western 
branches including Adelbert and Marietta, Ohio, Michigan, Northwestern, 
Wisconsin, De Pauw, Minnesota, Chicago, Nebraska, California, and 
Stanford. It has no Southern chapters. Its motto, Dikaia Upotheke, 
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appears on its badge, a monogram, but it differs little in other respects 
from any other Greek-letter organization. Only three of its chapters are 
unhoused, which is probably the chapter-house record of any of the 
larger fraternities. It was founded at Williams in 1834. — Kappa Alpha 
Journal. 



"The Masonic students of the University of Michigan have filed papers 
of incorporation of the 'Acacia Fraternity* with the county clerk. This 
is the culmination of a movement that has been on foot for a long time 
among Masonic students of the United States for the organization of an 
inter-collegiate fraternity, the prerequisite of which is that the initiate 
must be a Master Mason. An innovation in the way of college secret 
societies is that the Hebrew and not the Greek letters will bemused. 
Michigan, the parent chapter of the organization, will be known as the 
'Ateph Chapter of the Acacia Fraternity.' "—Phi Delta Theta Scroll. 



The diamond pin holds a conspicuous place in Republican politics at 
present. President Roosevelt and ex-Governor Black, who nominated 
him, being Dekes, and Fairbanks, a Phi Gamma Delta and present 
President of his fraternity. President Roosevelt was a member of the 
"Dickie" at Harvard, which aggregation, on account of its picturesque 
and promiscuous practices and disposition to wholesale initiation and to 
eternally cut up, was finally repudiated by the general fraternity and 
deprived of its authority to do business under z D K E sign.

The University of Alabama, about the only large Southern institution 
except Tulane where chapter houses have not come into vogue, has 
given fraternities permission to build on the University campus, provided 
they construct houses of a certain minimum valuation. This is one of 
the oldest of Southern fraternity strongholds, where D K B, Alpha Delta 
Phi, Sigma Chi, and others were strongly entrenched long before the 
civil war, and where S. A. E. was founded in '56, now fosters chapters of 
D K B, with 9 men ; Phi Delta Theta, 18 ; Sigma Nu, 16 ; Kappa Sigma, 
20; Phi Gamma Delta, 14; Alpha Tau Omega, 11 ; S. A. E., 18; Kappa 
Alpha, 15, and Phi Kappa Sigma, 8. There is one sorority, Kappa Delta, 
with 10 members. — Kappa Alpha Journal. 
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At Wisconsin, where twenty-four fraternities are represented, Chi Psi, 
Phi Delta Theta, Alpha Delta Phi, Phi Kappa Psi, and two sororities, 
Kappa Kappa Gamma and Pi Beta Phi, already own their homes. Sigma 
Chi and Delta Upsilon are building, and Sig^na Nu, a late comer, states 
that she is now provided with one also. — Kappa Alpha Journal. 



There are eight fraternities represented at the University of Missouri 
—Phi Delta Theta, Beta Theta Pi, Sigma Chi, Phi Gamma Delta, Sigma 
Nu, Kappa Sigma, S. A. E., and Kappa Alpha — ^and two sororities, 
Kappa Kappa Gamma and Pi Beta Phi. During last year Sig^ma Chi 
was the most numerous, with twenty-seven members, and Sigma Nu the 
smallest, with twelve. Average membership was about twenty. Phi 
Gamma Delta returned seven men, who hustled as many as eleven new 
men into the fold. — Kappa Alpha Journal. 



The June Delta Upsilon Quarterly on the subject of incorporated 
fraternities states : 

Six college fraternities have become corporate bodies so far as can be learned- 
Alpha Delta Phi, Beta Theto Pi, Delta Kappa Epsilon, Phi Delta Theta, Sigrma 
Chi, and Alpha Tau Omega. The last named was the first to incorporate, which 
it did in Baltimore on January i, 1879, under the laws of Maryland. Five mem- 
bers of the fraternity were made the corporation. 

Beta Theta Pi was incorporated under the laws of Ohio on September 4, 1879, 
nine graduates being given the corporate power. 

Phi Delta Theta likewise went to Ohio to obtain corporate existence, five mem- 
bers acting for the fraternity and filing a certificate of incorporation on March 12, 
1881, in Columbus. 

Sigma Chi has incorporated since 1896, primarily as a means of raising an 
endowment fund. 

Alpha Delta Phi and Delta Kappa Epsilon both obtained special acts of incor- 
poration from the legislature of New York, that of Alpha Delta Phi being passed 
May 5, 1879, and that of Delta Kappa Epsilon June 12, 1884. In each case a 
small body of alumni was constituted the council of the fraternity with very large 
powers. The D K B zct is almost an exact replica of that of Alpha Delta Phi, 
even to the statement of purpose, duties and privileges.'' 

The New York Sun reprints from the Menorah some interesting 
remarks on "The College Greek-Letter Societies and the Jews" : 

We find, in glancing over the catalogues of the various orders, where such 
are available, that almost all contain the names of Jews. Judge Julius Marshall, 
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Mayor of the New York Court of Special Sessions, and Capt. Philip Stem of the 
United States Army are members of Phi Delta Theta. They have been honored 
by the society and have held important offices in the fraternity councils. One 
province president of this society is now a Jew, gliding the affairs of a score 
of college chapters. A director and another officer of its large metropolitan club, 
as well as sixteen members, are Jews. Former Judge William N. Cohen is an 
Alpha Delta Phi from Dartmouth. Capt. Zalinski of the United States naval 
experts was a member of Psi Upsilon at Cornell. A director of the Educational 
Alliance in New York is a member of Beta Theta Pi, and the number might be 
indefinitely prolonged. At a recent convention of the largest of the Greek-letter 
societies five delegates out of a total of sixty-six from college chapters were Jews, 
and four received convention offices of importance. 

It is unfortunately true that at some institutions Jews are rigidly excluded 
from the fraternities. This is said to obtain at Cornell, Pennsylvania and Harvard 
to-day, and to some extent at Columbia, although at the present time three Colum- 
bia chapters have Jewish initiates, one having as many as three members out of a 
total of thirty-one. The fact that less than i8 per cent, of the male students at 
Columbia are fraternity members shows that the percentage of Jewish initiates is 
not unduly small. Beta Theta Pi, Sig^ma Alpha Epsilon, Alpha Tau Omega and 
Phi Delta Theta have initiated Jews in recent years in this one institution ; three 
Jews were initiated in one society last year at Syracuse University, and the same 
number at Lafayette, and others have been taken in at Brown, Dartmouth, Williams, 
Yale and other institutions. It is undoubtedly true, however, that at most institu- 
tions many men who deserve initiation are slighted either because of their marked 
Jewish characteristics or the fact that they have distinctively Jewish names. 

As a member of the Columbia Chapter of Sigma Alpha Epsilon, the 
writer feels able to deny flatly the statement above regarding the initiation 
of Jews into this chapter. One or two men have been taken in who bear 
names strongly German, and as the Menorah author admittedly drew his 
inferences merely from "glancing "over the catalogues of the various 
orders," we imagine that he has been misled in this way. It is well 
known that Jews are by law exduded from membership in Sigma Alpha 
Epsilon. — Record Epsilon Alpha Epsilon,
